The Journet of Life with mc commenced in 
the town ot Hampton, Slate of New-Hampshire, 
North America, or the 13th of February, 1796. 
"SAy parents, Philip and Betseji Towle, were like* 
wise natives of that place. They had nine chil- 
dren, of whom I was the third; three sons and six 
daughters. 

I am not able to date the first dawn of divine 
light upon my soul; — but, at a very early period, 
I was under religious impressions: — and during 
my infantile years, I recollect weeping some- 
times very bitterly, because I conceivedthat my 
"Maker" was angry with me, on the account of 
my great wickedness: — and if I should die, I must 
surely go to a place of misery 

When I was twelve years old, a revival op 
RELIGION commenced in my native town, for the 
first time; and my mother and elder sister be- 
came the happy subjects of God's converting grace. 
At that periodythe Lord wrought very powerfully 
upon my heart, by His Holy Spirit; and I was led 
to. reflect much upon His blessed Word, and the 
glorious scheme of salvation, through the media- 
tion of Jesus Christ! — and, from that time for- 
ward, I lived in the practice of secret prayer, (for 
the most part,) until I had obtained a knowledge oj 
salvation through the rcmisnvo'a of my ews *^ v^XvvOdl 
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was not, however^ until (wcnty-two jears of my 
life had gone, — with those beyond the flood. 

At the ago of fourteen, and upwards for a suC" 
cession of years, prayer was eogsidered rather as 
a task, nevertheless, than as any pleasurable em- 
ploy: and being of a very volatile disposition, naj 
chief delights began to be, at the haunts of hil- 
arity and mirth. These, I very solicitously pur- 
sued ; — and notwithstanding the clearest convic- 
tion of its being wrong, thus to iniprove the time 
and talents allotted me, for nobler ends on earth, 
in the ball chamber, with much trifling gayety, i 
was often found. But before I dared venture for- 
ward in this my vain career, which was (not a lit- 
tle strange,) I was not unfrequently attheThroae 
of Grace, to petition mercy of the Lord, that tho 
sin might not be laid to my charge : — for I was ex- 
ceedingly fearful of committing that criww,— -i. c. 
"//i€ sin against the Holy Ghost^^ — which hath no 
forgiveness, either in this world, or in thai which ti 
to comeJ*^ So, in this way I stifled conviction; 
and in a degree, quieted my conscience, for the 
space of ten years: — not being willing to abandon 
my gay companions, altogether, and my reputation 
among men, to become a decided follower of a 
meek and lotcly Saviour. 

At the age of sixteen, seventecii, and twenty- 
one, 1 attended the academy in Hampton, and 
in my literary pursuits, I made very good profi- 
ciency. I had ever an ardent thirst for useful 
knowledge — not merely loY my own temporal ad- 
vantage — but that I might be able, as I thought, 
to contribute to the happiness of those around me, 
and 80 answer, more especially, the grand design 
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of my crenlinn. At lUe acudemy, (aa well na 
ill common sclioois, in the days of my cliildliood,)- 
1 was accustumed to speaking dialogues, &c. end 
more parltcularly on exliibilion ttaya, before large 
assemblies; but not wiib the most remolo idea, 
even, of over exercising myself Ihns, for llio 
good of my fellow-men, in llie vineyard of (he 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

At the age of eighteen, I engaged with much 
nntisfaction in the laudable employment of echool- 
lieeping; — and that continued to be my main con- 
cern, of a teraporial hind, for a number of years 

Sept. 3J, 1318 — was a very memorable period 
of my life. Upon that atiapicious diiy, the inesti- 
mable pi-ize of lalcalion, whs voueiisufud to mc. - 
By foith in tliat nonte "Jesus," over "pHncipalilitt 
and powers," 1 was viclnrinuB. The conlesi bad 
been long and doublful; but my worst enemies, 
"sin and hell," at last, were, vanquished: and , 
under the blood etained banner of the cross, I 
entered triumphant, "the cilij of the living God." I 
The time, or place, will never be erased Irom my ' 
memory: — when every intervening shadow fled i 
owny, — and the ''dat-star" in iis full glory, burst | 
upon my view. That hallowed spot, was not a "tem- 
ple" — it was not a "slablo" — but il was the "Inn,"* 
at length, which became the pla'^e of Christ'.'' | 
graciiius visitation. It wna there — surrounded of 
amullitude, (and during the admoni'.ory address i

Shortl; after, looking upon myself aa a believer 
— and viewing it Ihe privilege of believera only — 
I was einerscd in baptism, (in company with one 
of my eislers) by Elder Moses Howe. Elder H. 
belonged la the seel in the United Stales, denomi- ' 
nntcd Chrielinna; but as no society had ever been 
organized in the place of Ihnl persuoEion, tve, • 
lience, were left to our freedom, or oiherwise. to 
iitiiLe with whatever cooimunily we chose, at Any 
Hiluro day. 

For Eome months subsequcnl to my conversion, 
my heart and tongue were filled niih increasing 
praise and thanksgiving to God. In Ihe language 
of Ihe royal Psalmiat, I could say, "Come imXo 
me all ye lliai fear the Lord, and 1 tuill declare," 
(what I hops he has done,) what I know, "he has 
done J or my soul." Also with Mary, 1 could sny, 
"JUi; soul doth magnify ihe l^rd; and my »pi>-il thlh 
rejoice in God mij Sai:iour;" and with Peter, more- 
over, I could appeal to my Maker, and alBtm, 
"Lord lliou knoweat all Ihings, Ihou knoteesl Ihal I 
lore thee." My bosom glowed with love divine la 
tUc whole humnn race: — yea, my soul was utterly 
dissolved of God's almighly love; and I rejoiced, 
"Hi* trulk and righleoasnesa lo declare," to hun- 
dreds, or lo Ihe perishing Ihouaands, from place to 
place. — While many were constrained lo acknow- 
ledge, (from Ihe signs which followed,) thai the 
grace of God was especially with me. 

But not long, however, befoie Ihe words were 
applied with power, to my heart, "J will show thee 
kme great thing* Ihou shall svQtr for wjj namc't 
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soAre;" and oh! (he multiplied scenes ofsufTerinpr, 
danger, and of toil, that since, I have waded thro'! 
But the Lord hath made a ^*way fir- His ran' 
aomed to pass ovtr^^ and I am delivered. Ante- 
rior to my conversion, wherefore, as the most hon- 
orable lije which I could live, I made choice of 
that replete with sufierii^mi for Jesus' sake: and 
as the most honorable dM& which I could die, I 
said, ^^Ut me die theA^/kql^a maWyr:"— or rather, 
^''let me spend and tk^ tpenif in the cawe of the 
blessed Redeemer.^^ I had at that time, animprs- 
ession from a dream, that I should one day be- 
come religious, and bear testimony to the word 
of GoD?s grace over the earth. — But these things, 
I studiously kepi, however, and pondered within 
my own bosom. 

1819, & 1820,- Was a^pace of the closest trial 
with me. I was brought to the test, whether I 
would, pay that, I had vowed to the Most High, 
or no. Notwithstaafding, T had thck clearest evi- 
dence of duty, in bearing a public testimony; I 
began, at length, to confer loith flesh and blood, and 
'to say, '^/ can speak no more in the name of the 
Lord, for the tongue^ the learned he has not 8;iven 
to me; nor am I, %%8y, wide, adequate to such an 
important undertaking. I love precious souls, 
however, and thkik, I would sacrifice my life for 
their salvation. But wherein, am I able to profit 
oven one soul of man ? Or in what sense, am f 
to be, in way degree, accounted of? In my most 
arduous attempts, I may only reproach that sa- 
cred Name and cause, which above all others^ I 
.revere:— and merely stumble and deaVxo'^ V\\^n^\'^

I'souls, Hud desired Iheir salvation, even more than 
I to be wade heir of the miveric: — 3d, Because I 
k loved the Lord Jesus, niid desired, for ihc honor 
^ofHis holy name, to live lo somo good end among 
"'' "jjjow-men. But (lie letnptcr cries, "You'll 
Uand in Ihe day of buttle! Ahhough yr>u 
^ build, you will never be able to finish: 
^idst perpetual shame and disgrace, you 
nrn,— and lo the grief and sorrow ,ot o\\ ^o\it

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On Inking a aecond survey oflbings, "Wliatj 
exclaimed 1, "am I henceforth to be? A s " 
wanderer ihrougb the earth, far, far, from 
fricDd, and do mute a certain dwelling pla 
iietttU the sun? A slender fcmale,--and in 
literary attainment but a babe,— (o face iif r< 
world, exposed to ten ihousand snares; .

the anlvaiion of iheir souIb I I hence strove some- 
times to live ns nihcr people lived, and to quiet 
myaelfu-ilh the idea that all was well: but iu 
burying myself willi carihly concerns, I always 
plunged, as it were, into the very nelhermost bell, 
where there was iinlhiog hut hopeless misery. — 
^^^^■earlh, wiib all ila boasted weallh, had no 
ling charm for tne. Could 1 gain th» 
world, as 1 thought, ot a slrohe, it would 
le morp to me than a heap of sordid dust ; and 
_ ..jultl spurn it with Ihe ulmost indignation from 
my presence, as a price loo mean, by far, for my 
immortul soul. 

"S norld tying m darkness,'^ wae continual in 
..--.' — and Oil, the very idea, thai ihey were dw\f 
plunging info hell, whose blood, at Uio dttai^iv 
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bunal of Jehovah, would be required at my hand, 
filled me almost with outrage and despair. 1 
oilen withdrew to the fields, where I prostrated 
myself! upon the earth, and gave vent to my full 
heart, with agonizing cries and tears ; but from 
the oppressive, dreadful burden of my mind, no- 
thing, however, appeared to affbid mo any relief: 
By rejccfing the impression of preaching the Gos- 
pel to a ruined world, I always found my hell of 
soul to increase ; consequently, I looked no long- 
er from that source to reap the least consolation. 
Yea, it seemed at times, that even the regions of 
darkness contained no fiercer pairi for me, than 
the sense I had of the abuse of my time, talents 
and privileges, while precious souls were daily 
hurled into destrtfction. The ^vords were en- 
forced upon my mind, ^^Take the tpickid mid 
slothful servant, that prepared not himself , nor did 
his master'^s will, and cast him into oiUer darkness 
where there is wailing and gnashing of teeth. ^^ I 
thought I was willing to spend my fufure life in 
sorrow, provided I might be saved at last, and be 
instrumental in saving souls, — or even one soul, 
from the *'Horath which is to come ,"" and I began 
now to be convinced, that upon this work of sav- 
ing souls, exclusively, my own eternal—all depen- 
ded : and hence, said 1, ^J^ecessitij is laid upon 
me, and woe is me if I preach not the Gonpel .''* 

It had never been, with myself, any controvert- 
ed point, (although it is such with many others 
of the present day,) whether the preaching o: 
the Gospel by females was justifiable or not, — bul 
rather to the reverse. I ever believed, that ir 
Christ Jesus they were one, both male an( 
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female: and that, according to both the Old and 
the New Testaments, holy women, as well as 
*^holy men of God^^^ were wont to speak, as they 
were moved by (he Holy Ghost, (which amounts 
to none other, more or less, than the preacUng of 
(he Gospel.) I believed, moreover, that in these 
last days, especially, the word and kingdom of 
gr2U!e should be widely diffused throughout the 
eaith; and that upon both ^^servanfs and hand' 
maidsy'^^ thcspirit of the Lord should be very pro- 
fusely poured foiih, and ihey should prophecy. — 
With regard, particularly, to the term 'prophecy,' 
the question had once been agitated with me, 
whether its meaning was totally definite, and to be 
confined, merely, to the foretelling of future events; 
or whether it related to any mode of public in- 
struction, either by testimony or by action, in the 
things pertaining to the kingdom of God. But 
on application of^ myself to the Word of God, I 
found it expressly recorded, ^^The testimony of 
Jesus is the spint of prophecy :^^ And likewise, 
"flie that prophecyeihj speakelh to edification, and 
exhortation, and coin/m'^"'|* I learned moreover, 
from the writings of the Old Testament, that both 
the sons and the daughters of Heman, ''prophe- 
cied,'' and praised God, with cymbals, psalteries, 
harps, Rc.^ I hence became satisfied for my- 
self, that according to the Scriptures, the word 
^'prophecy" implied- not only the foretelling of 
future events, but often related to public testi- 
mony, — and aUo to public action in instrumental 
inusic^ &c. &c. whether produced by the ener-

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pies of either Hos, male or ft-mnle. — And I here, 
likewiae, lake the lilierly to offer a Tew teflec- 
linns of more recent origin. Under the Mosaic 
Dispensation, femalea, in number, four, were par- 
tieularJydenoTniDaled "propheleBses," viz. IVIitism, 
Hulduh, Deborah and Nandinh ;— the latter of 
whom was (iilHB. Of the New Testament, and 
under the present diBpensation, there were, ia 
number, six, ex presaly det^ignatcd by [he same 
nppellntinn, viz : Anna, the four daughlera of 
Philip, and Jezebel,-ibe latter of whom whs vile. 
We hence perceive, of these women, one, to the 
number four, was proved fnlEe; but of the op- 
(losite gender, (it is worthy to be remembered,) 
in Iho days of the Prophet Elijah, were found . 
four hundred and Fifty thiit were false, to the til* 
"flo number "one," that was true. And what of all 
thia? 1 nsk, if wo are to make a similar estimnle 
of Iho two distinct genders, for (he present day f 
The Scripiiirea (l.rewarn iia; it fcannul be denied. 
that in ttie last days "perilous iiiaes shall come:" 
and that "many falRC prophetg'nnd fulse teachers 
shall arise," &c. But is it once suLfgeBted, pray, 
that from those of tlie finer mould, (women,) 
th<.-re shall be any such octasinn of alarm? No. 
IVhyihen the hue and cry of "Hilse teacheia!" Fy! 
Fy! if a single /etnn/e, constrained by love to pre- 
cious Buuls, should forsake her own advantage, to 
win them to the Lord? Oh, it is because the world 
aboundd with priestcraft and superstition! Pope! 
Bishop! Priest! hirelings, who of 6lthy lucre can 
never havo enough! " "Hifst ahall receive Ihe great- \ 
erdamnnlion." ' 

Nearly two years had conBcquently 
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the perpetual conflicla of my mind, occasioned a 
visible decline in my henllh, and I was as one 
drawing near to my long and silent home. Days 
end nighis in succession, I sponl ia tveepiiig ; und 
wondered Ihat any counienonce near me could 
ever irenr a smile. But the words were set 
hnme with oomrorl to my mind, "Refrain thy 
toice from weepiag, and Ihine eyet from leara, far 
thy icortt thall be reicardcd, "ll did nol ap|ienr, nt 
Ihia liine, Ihat there wns any thing thut I could do 
among my own people ; but it seemed to be a- 
lirnad, in a wide world ; and that I must gel out, 
from my own counlty and kiodred, as Alirum did, 
to a land I knew not of. 1 had now relinquished 
nil hope of ever seeing again a happy day upon 
the earlli, but in travelling creation to invite sm- 
oers to repentance. Kor even then, liud 1 any 
bxpcctation of sharing that measure of _;ot/ and 
' 1 CitmsT Jesus, of which I liud once so 
Ichly partook : and, said I, it is juiit with God, 
|at I should not, (even after a life wasted in suf- 
in I'lil,) on the account of my di^^obe- 
1 base ingralittrde to Him. Wl)ile I 
r my flesh decaying, and eternal things, ns it 
vo, impending, with how much more compara- 
I ease, said I, could 1 now resign my life, hnv- 
I that joyful hope in Christ, ivhicli once was 
, than to go up end down iho enrlh, to be 
I a gazin^-sloek lo an ill, misjudging world ; 
Ithe bult of envy to all the combined powers of 
\ and hell, during my stay below: Oh,lo dia 
indred deatlig, couid that be poBsMe, \

L« tfoflc, which now lies before me\ ^v vjV^ 
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he but a Utile wliile, liowever, at Ihe most, lh| 
frnil n^tlure can surmounl tlio difficulties and dat 
gp.rs nfeuch a cnursR, nnd tlien to brigliter realfl 
I'll speed my fli(;lit,—ao that llie inmorofati' 
tyr's dealli it will be my lot nt lust to shar 
I slay where 1 tim, I urn pnsilive it is to die 
I gr>, Ha 1 am conscious duly demands, 1 c 
die ; therefore 1o honor, enac and iolerest, yen, i 
every earthly enjoyment, I will bid a long c 

April 20, 1831. Nature shed the parting tei 
while I cast mine eye around, on fields and gra*~ 
where in innocenl cliildhnnd I bud sported ; t _ 
said l,"lVilb ilie Tond pnlcrnal roof, I now rpnount 
you, ouco for all !— and tbij doy, I put my hand^ 
the Gospel Plough, never more to turn agnit 
Should it be my lot to biy my dust, in some ai 
fffquented-ivild ; tbe conciouaness that I fij 
Book nil for Christ, tvill be my consolatiun tM 
in Ihe dying hour. My purenls, with tender can 
watched over my younger years ; and their tS 
liest bnpes expanded, of my being a enmrort i 
them, in life's deuliniu^ stage ; hut if ihe Lol 
hntb otherwise ordained. His will should be a 
rule, let the event prove wbnl it may. Hia wH 
nbidelh sure, "If any man love father or nam 
man ikajt me, he U mil worlky oj me." Hoi( ■■ 
able, more fully lo repay Ihe lender Bolicilodra 
fund parents for me, and evince my .gratitudej 
Ihe kind Author of my lilE', than by adheiii 
strictly, to all His commands ! The engaging^ 
fections, of loved sisters and brolbcrs, with IM 
ripening yeais, strongly invite my stay; but 4 
' joyhtl hope of inlerjoining soon, as o houaeht^ 
mround God's throne in Heaven, ViW s^'^" 
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me to the end. The dear companions of my youth, 
Vf\[\\ whom, life's slippery palhs I have trodden — 
and my christian friends, with whom I have gone 
(o the house of (he Lord, and taken sweet counsel 
— still twine as strings ahout my heart: but na- 
ture's (endercst ties, must be dissolved, and every 
dear, earthly enjoyment, must be forthwith resign- 
ed. O Lord God, I appeal to thee, the searcher of 
all hearts, that for thy name's sake, and the *Jos- 
pel, I make an unreserved sacrifice, this day, of 
nil that nature once was inclined to hold dear! Ac- 
cordingly, with my purposes, respecting the fu- 
ture, still a secret within my own bosom, (excep- 
ting what my conduct had expressed,) I journey- 
ed fotty miles, in company with my father, to the 
town of Wakefield. I had made a previous en^ 
4ragement, to teach a school, at that place,— as a 
«ort of screen: however, being defeated in my 
expectations of the school, I journeyed forward, as 
far as Parsonsfield, where, having some relation 
residing, I took a short school; and completed the 
season. 

In the interim, I visited likewise Ossipee, Ef^ 
fingham, Eaton, Cornish, Limerick, Lemington; 
and attended meetings of F. Baptists,— with whom 
I began again, (though in a child-like manner,) to 
take up my cross, by prayer an J exhortation. — 
This i had no sooner done, than bless the Lord, 
all my slavish-bands were broken off; and my 
tongue was traightway tilled with songs of joy and 
praise to my great R^deeher ! I now imagined, 
even as in the day of my espousal, that the migh- 
ty host of my enemies was put to ftighl \ «iv\^ N^c^'^X 
J should have uo faribf^r cause of grVei ot V^^n^i 
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while journeying here below. This, I accounted my 
second, and most wonderful chanjie/rom ^^na(ure\ 
darkness into God's niarvelbus lighU' In the firal 
place, I had but renounced the world, with its de- 
lusive joys, in point of afiection, for the kingdoni 
of heaven's sake: whereas, at this time, i ha<i 
made an actutil and an entire surrender, of all 
that I possessed ; even of my mortal life itself, tc 
hold the same a prey, during my stay on earth: 
and so henceforth to live, as dying daity to the 
i\'orld, and ripening for the slues. 

The first fruits if? my feeble labors, the Lorc 
was pleased to give, was a young man, upon the 
borders of the grave. His condition, 1 was made 
to understand — while the things eternal, seemed 
concealed from his view. 1 hence, made mv 
visits at the place the more frequent; where, aftei 
much fervent ^^prayer to God," tvilk and for him, 1 
strove often to "prat/ Aim," for God, to get read) 
for his approaching change. But all appeared 
until as it were, the last hour, unavailing. I said 
what is done — must be done speedily. I there- 
fore had recourse to my pen, and presented him it 
writing, what I saw to be the danger of his case.— 
He was aroused to seek the Lord — obtained ni 
evidence of his acceptance — and left the woik 
with Heaven and glory, wide opening on hi: 
soul ! My joy at this circumstance, may be bet 
ter imagined than described. That I had hear( 
one soul praise God, with his latest breath, fo: 
my exertions in his behalf, I esteemed a sufB 
cient recompense^ for ajl the sacrifice I had made 
and I could no longer doubt, but that one soul 
already in Heaven, would bless the day, to al 
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nity, that I had lr>fl my frienda and home, to 

nnera ta repenl. 

Dl withstanding my unexpected deliver- 
nnce from nil my Iroublen, I wus (jfteiilimea af- 
terwards, "ill Ktakneis and fear, and in muck fi'em- 
fc/tng'," under n ecnsB of my unworthinesa and in- 
abiliiy, for that imporlnnl work, to wliicli the Greut 
Master hud been picaaed la call me. My enemies, 
'thnugh spoiled and utterly driven out, I found iveru 
yet numerous and powerful ; and that their crafty 
designs against my soul, would still be many, — m- 
sotLiuch that 1 must expect to enduro. in conse- 
quence, "a groat fighl of afilicliims," even to the 
end. Daring my slay in these regions, 1 had op- 
portunity of forming anme acquaint aiice, ivith a 
number offemnle jireachers, of the Free-will Bap- 
tist persuasion, viz : Almira Bullock, Unnnr.li 
Fogg, Judith Prescoll, and Mrs. Quimby. They 
sirtinglheneil my hands much, in the Lord, — and 
exhorted me, to patient-conl in nance in doing ivell. 
In the month of Oi^tubcr, I relnred to my fa- 
ther's: and from the remembrance of what my ' 
sensations ivere, on leaving those, the loved iiboilca 
of my youth ; I whh exceeding jnjful llial ilie 
Lord Jehovah had "pleail mtj caiusf redeemed my 
Ufe," and that here, though, as it were, but fur a. 
Djght, I might have again, n quiet reslin^-place. 

I was well awnrn, thut my namB was now, cast 
out as evil; and I hence determined, ihat neither 
Ibe froivns or ihe flnlleries of mortal worms, sliould 
erer move me; but that come life, or coma deuih, 
I would irv to be faiihful to the Lino, wherever I 
might be. Shortly after my return,! jiaul mj Siwna» 
in Strutbara, a visit; nFid there, to a Isrgo KftW\^ft- , 
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biy, I attempted to speak from a text^ for the fin 
time. But not waiting for the holy principle < 
light and life within, (hy trusting in God,) as 
should have done; I was hence, in a great degrc 
overcome by the fear of man, and a scene of dee 
affliction, was to me the chief result. It happened 
that one of my own town's folk, had followed met 
the place, who it seems, watched me througl 
with a suspicious eye: and the day following, sh 
took the liberty, to give in plain terms, her opinio] 
and not only her own, but as she sugfj^ested, tli 
sentiment of most others: even that *'/ was m 
called to the work 1 had undertook, and Uu 
I had^ better give it up^ and stay at home. 
This, coming from a quarter, whence I had lea 
reason to expect it, (she, being a persun who e] 
ercised much in public herself,) threw mo inl 
great confusion. But all my expectation, was stil 
from the Most [ircn: and I desired now to liv( 
more especially forone thing, viz: **to vindicate rr 
own cause to the world of mankind, and to see th 
host of gainsayers, confounded beforethe Lord, 
This I believed I should do; as what I had begui 
I was conscious God had required of me;— and (hi 
every tongue hence, that should rise up again 
me in judgement. He would put to silence, or coi 
demn. (The person, to whom I have referenc 
Aoon after heard me in a similar manner, ui 
dortake again: when she confessed her fnul 
and asked my forgivness, saying, '*I had ougl 
to have waited, and seen, what the Lord di 
signed to do." Since that time, she has gone i 

* John f . ^25. 
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triumph] to a world of spirits, *^wkere the wcked 
shall cea^e to trouble, and the weary ioul shall for 
ever rest.^^) 

1822. At (he commencement of the year, I 
felt my mind strongly drawn towards the South', 
and iiotwithstanding my resolution, to try to be 
luithful in every place, I found myself ogain shorn 
of my strength, and sinking undei-<he same weight 
of grief and pain, for precious souls abroad, 
which I had known in former days. 1 felt desi« 
rous to Hy from pole to pole; and if I had a thou- 
sand tonguesr, I thought I would freely wear them 
out, in proclaiming to all the kindred of the earthy 
JeIidvah^s boundless grace and love! 

Two preachers about home, kindly offered me 
Q "note of commendation/' as they said, "To aid in 
gaining me access among strangers, where my 
name was never known," but their offer, with gra- 
titude to them, for their good will, I saw proper to 
decline; rejoining, *If the God of Heaven, in 
whose name I venture forth, refuses me redresi;, I 
will never ecck, or expect, any degree of clemency 
from fellow worms." 

I therefore, with my Bidle, as my only compan- 
ion, took the stage, and journeyed one hundred 
roiles,to Gloucester in Rhode-Island,— and called on 
J. W. (a ministurof the F. Baptist persuasion,) 
with whom I had some little acquaintance. From 
thence, I went to Chepachet village; and on Sab- 
bath day, I -spoke at the different meetings, by 
exhortation, &c. which was agreeable to the most ; 
but Universalists grumbled, and made quick-step 
homeward. I proceeded on to Burre\\\\\e, vi\\^\^ 
I found man^f that were brought lo iVi^l^^^^^ 
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the instrumentality of J. Colby and C. II. Dan- 
fortb* — two of God's faithful servants, peculiarly 
dear to myself. There I made a second appoint- 
ment to preach, (as it is usually termed) and spake 
with a good degree of enlargement, to the satis- 
faction, I believe, of all that heard. At the same 
place, I had the pleasure of seeing a good 
WORK commence shortly after, — and many souls 
^^brought to the knowledge cf the truth as it is in 
Jesus." I was now greatly encouraged to hope,— 
That if faithful to God, my labcrs would be crown- 
ed with abundant success, wherever I might go. 

I went in the next place to a village called 
Blackstone, and spoke in a steeple house^ to some 
hundreds, with a tolerable degree of freedom. I 
visited a female minister, of the Society of Friends, 
(M. Batty) and was invited to speak with her, 
on a funeral occasion, — which I did, I believe to 
her surprise. I then went to Pawtucket, and took 
for a companion in travels, Martha Spalding,! 
(of the F. Baptist order) who thought herself 
^called to the work of the Ministry. We tra- 
velled for some weeks together, in Gloucester, Fos- 
ter, £iliingly,(Conn.) Scituate, Johnston &, Smith- 
field, — in these places, severally, we had access to 
M. houses of different communities, and spake to 
large auditories, alternately, every day. I some- 
times felt, in delivering my message to the peo- 
ple, like one, possessed of great authority, and its 
effects appeared visible on all that heard ; Iher: a- 
gain, I labored under sad streightenings of spirit, 

*Now Clarissa H. Richmond, still living in Conn, 
t^he still cootibues to labor in the vineyard of the Lord 
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for which I was not able to account. But I wished 
always to leave the event with God, and to press 
on to things more glorious aheffd! even to the mark 
for tho prize, of the kingdom and (he crown. 

At Smith^eld, for the first time, 1 attended a 
Methodist Camp-Meeting; and there, I had the 
pleasure of seeing, two other females, who had 
^ recently begun to exercise, in the ministry of the 
word, viz: Mrs. Thompson,! and Susan Humes. — 
The experience of the latter, as I had it, at that 
lime, from her own mouthj was not a little re- 
markable. In justice to her extraordinary charac- 
ter, and to the praise of God's amazing grace, 
which shone so conspicuously in her, I would here 
give my candid reader, a briefsketch of her history. 
She was born in the State of Connecticut. At 
the age of twelve, (if my recollection serves me) 
her parents died, and she was left to the care of an 
uncle;— at the age of seventeen she embraced reli- 
gion, and on which account she was disowned of her 
guardian and all her friends: but to use her own 
language, ^^Whcn all men forsook me, the Lord took 
me tfp," and bade me go into a wide world, and 
publish - His holy word. She continued accor- 
dingly, to testify the goodness of the Lord to her, 
from the period of her conversion, until the age of 
nineteen — when her labours were increased, and 
the field opened wider and wider,— even without any 
effort of her own. A short time prior, to this our 
interview, (as she said,) "I visited the town of 
Providence, (R. I.) and appointed to preach at

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the Gourt-House of tha^ place, but as the Court 
was sitting at the time, the house was found not 
sufficient, to convene the people,— hence the Pres- 
byterians opened their place-of-vvorship, and the 
concourse removed there:"— —and continued 
she, "Many judges and mighty men, I knew 
to be present; but One, over-head, J realized, was 
greater than them. all, to inspect my language." 

I conf^iss, that upon the Camp Ground^ where 
J was favoured with this interview with her, the ar- 
dent solicitude she manifested for the good of souls, 
and her melting addresses, to both saints and sin- 
ners, e.tceeded what I had ever witnessed before, 
in either male or female. I jtidge, that an effect 
similar, it must have produced on all that heard, 
which I acknowledge, it did upon myself, viz: To 
penetrate my heart with a very deep sense of my 
own unfaithfulness and indifference in the same 
blessed cause which I had likewise espoused. — 
(But as I shall have occasion to take up her history 
elsewhere, I will here leave the same, — to be con- 
cluded in its proper place.) 

I felt myself, at this time, especially called a- 
way irom the vain formularies and the customary 
devotions to which many of the diff*erent com- 
munities extant, adhered: and as a being, ac- 
countnble for my doings alone to the Lord Jesus 
Christ; — to try to listen to the voice of His 
spirit, in my own soul, as the only infalliblo 
guide; and to shu*^e my own line of conduct, as- 
much as possible, in conformity thereto. 

Towards the close of October, I took my leave 
of Martha for a space; and in tiompany with J. 
yy, and his wife, 1 reached again my futhrr's 
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house in peace. — Mrs. W. being then in the last 
stage 'of a consumption, and on the way to her 
fnthor'Sf to die there : — she hence, insisted on my 
proceeding wilh them one hundred miles still farther. 
Having felt a concern, sometimes to visit the 
churches of the eastern country — more especial- 
ly for my own instruction in righteousness — 1 
therefore conceived it my duty to go on: — and to 
endeavor to improve the opportunity, m doing all 
the good, (in the use of all means) which might lie 
in my power. 

As I was about departing again with many tears, 
my dear brother Philip handed me a very afiec- 
tionate letter *, (that he had written, to send to me, 
in Rhode-Island ;) wherein he highly applauded 
the choice I had made of devoting my life, with- 
out reserve, to the service of the blessed Redeem- 
er ; and with regard to himself, he added, '^I am 
not a stranger, altogether, to the sentiments which 
religion inspires." '*The duties of my station, 
call me oftentimes to the abodes of wretchedness 
and woe; where 1 behold my fellow-beings, 
wracked with the most excruciating bodily pains ; 
and their souls tortured with the forebodings of an 
awful retribution to come!— -I hence have learned 
ill some measure, how to sympathize with the dis- 
tressed and forlorn: — and tp view my own pecu- 
lifir mercies, in such a light, as it behoveth me to 
do;" He concluded, by saying, moreover, "I 
hope to meet you in a coming day, where no in- 
kabilafU shall endure disease or pain^'* — and we 
shall part no more." 

That my brother should write to me \n BVic^ci "o^ 
ftrain^ was matter of no small surpri:se \ «.tvd vj\v\cNa, 
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fit tlial time, nfforaed me great conaolalion: ne 
llieless, I travelled on (vilh weeping, eh'ieBy through 
the tiny; nod likewise, the dny tblhwmg, being 
extremely nffected at many things which hnd liin* 
spired, from Ihe commencement of this, our jool 
ncy: until at length wo reachetj Buxton, the plac 
ordeElinalioii. 1 soon look my le&ve of my eon 
ponions, consrious that I had folfilled, for onci ^ 
'the golden rule' of '^doiiif;, os I leoiild llutl oikeri 
ahotild do to me." The one, 1 could commend tn 
God, in hope of a happy meeting in a brighter 
world:— the other, with sincere desire for his amend- 
mcnl, lo Ihe use of more ekilful endeavors, for 
winning souls lo Christ, and the upbuilding nf 
those precious lambs, He had "purchased ti-U/i Bis 
blood." 

I visited, and held meetings in liio prencliing 
houses, &.!;. of Windham, Gray, Gorhnm and Port- 
land. In the place laat mentioned, I mined aside 
to pass Ihe night with Elder S, R— , ivho had, in 
former years, preached the Gospel at Ihe house 
of my faiher. But ! said J , "how is the gold be- 
come dim!" Aa I proceeded homeward, I held 
meetings likewise in Wells, York and Portsmouth. 

In P. I chanced also to meet Mr J. B. a 

preacher, Inige in conceit, but little 'of stnlure, — 
who gave hia advice, unasked and unocceplod 
that "I should slay at homo." He sonn alter be- 
cnniB a Universalist, and attached himself to their 
community: which circumstance betrayed, how ■ 
little he knew of that principle, which drew ma 
from my friends and home, to save poor souls from 
Hel!. I am very confident, that had I- not been 
divinely instructed, to resist the lempler,— (Ihraogh 
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these false way-marks) with all vigilance, I should 
huve dispaired of success, in any good work,-'and 
drawn back with immense loss, if not, to everlast- 
ing destruction and perdition. But thanks be to 
God, there is a 'way' a "way of lioliness^ in which 
Ike way-fanng men, though fools, shall not errP^ 

In the month of Dec. I reached again my fath- 
er's house; and although I had pjone "forth with 
weeping," I returned "with joy:" yea, my soul 
exulted; above all, that I was so far an over- 
comer; as to be able to raise my affections from 
sublunary enjoyments, and to fix them on joys 
which never die! While on my way homeward, 
a portion of scripture fastened upon my mind, 
attended with the impression, that, in vindication 
of my own cause. I should make it a ground of 
oddresa, to the people of my own town. The im- 
pression remained; but I shrunk at the cross, for 
some days; even, till I was hedged in -upon every 
hand, and saw no chance for my life, but to yield . 
I accordingly appointed, for. d meeting, at the 
house of worship, near my father's,— and realized 
now (he necessity, if ever, of holding fast that 
faithful word, ^^Thou shall thresh the mountains, 
dnd beat them smalL and shall make the 'hills as 
chaff. ^^ The assembly was large, and I was will- 
ing to have a place, upon a level with the rest; 
but lest I might seem to any, like a coward, I took 
the highest seat. (The words, to which I 
had reference may be found, Esther viii. 6. 
"jPor lioto can I endure to see the evils that shall 
cane unto my peoplel or how can 1 endure to see the 
deslmction of my kindredV^) I was usavsV.^^^ \x\ 
«peakin^^ for more tbao one hour*, axvA «»ovcv^ ^^ 
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the mountains, I think, were brought low. One, 
or more, who Jiad been loth to believe, confessed, 
^^LoRD, thou hasl called tkine hand-maid, to preadi 
the Gospel: and what Thou has appointedy may 
none ever presume to hinder or forbid,^' 

1823. At the beginning of this new year, I spent 
some lime at Kiltery Point, where I had many sore 
conflicts: but, a blessed year was this to me; and 
for which I shall praise God forever-more. -I visited 
Stralham, North-Hampton and Iiye; and spoke in 
the preaching-house of '^Christians;^'and then con- 
tinued on to New-Castle, — where a most glorious 
work of the Lord, burst forth as a nrjghty flame. 
I went to Eliot, and spoke in Friend's M. House; 
and then journeyed as far as Limrick and Par- 
sonsfleId;and spoke in the M . h uses of F. Baptists. 

Sepiember 1st. Having spent four months, prin- 
cipally in New-Castle, I removed to Portsmouth; 
—held meetings at the Christian preaching house, 
and there, praise God, many were also turned 
from lying vanities, to the obedience of faith and 
to the wisdom of the just! I held some meetings 
in Newington, at the M. house, the property of 
the town. I attended some general meetings, in 
StraflTurd and Weare, (ofF. Baptists,) ahd visited 
the New-Hampshire Slate-Prison. In Portsmouth 
1 spent twelve months, chiefly; and fondly hoped 
that in those towns, situated upon the river Pisca- 
taqua, so nourishing with divine eflusions, to spend 
my Cew remaining days: but I began to feel again, 
increasing anguish, for (he world of mankind, at 
large, — «nd to view at length my commission re- 
newed, lo publish glad tidings, to all the sons of 
m^n* I beace sqw^ mil e.^cuse9 unavailing, aad 
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that I must take my life in my hand, and launch 
out, once more, upon the boisterous ocean of a 
degenerate world. 

80 I took my leave of all tender friends, of 
those regions, — and held meetings in Hampton, 
Hampton-Falls, Scabrook, Kensington, Kingston, 
Newtown, Amesbury, Salisbury and Newburyport. 
In the latter place, I spent nearly four months; 
and labored principally at the Friend's M. -house, 
Town-Hall, School-house, &c. &c.,-nnd even (her« 
where party spirit had. formerly taken a very high 
stand, God graciously manifested the glory of 
his power, in bringing many sons and daughters, 
to the knowledge of His name. Against a flood 
of opposition, I was enabled to maintain the 
ground, until the Methodists entering, they hence, 
led the van, — and in a short space, had two com- 
modious preaching-houses formed, — where, the 
Lord grant, they may be equally as crafty, in 
spreading the Gospel-net^ and gathering souls for 
Heaven. 

1825. I spent principally in New-Rowley, S. 
Hampton, Newtown, Seabiiook, Hawk, Kingston 
and Candia ; and occupied the houses of worship 
belonging tp the different communities. In tho . 
town of Hawk, I had the privilege of meeting 
three others of my fellow-laborers in the Gospel 
vineyard, viz. Sarah Thornton, Eliza Barns,^ and 
Betsey Stuart. — Those females, who have renoun-- 
ced every earthly enjoyment; for tho sake of pre- 
cious souls, I e^ct esteem the most noble part

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of God's cieetion '. Of Ih^in, truly, it maj- be 
eaid, "the fixirld is not troi(%." (I iikewise, fre- 
quently met witli Harriet Li»ermnre,| a person 
ofdisiinguished genius, and alsu, a lubourer In the 
Gospel |iiirve£l-6eld.) 

March 3d, 1826. In company wilh staler Thora- 
lon, 1 journeyed lo Pawtuclicl in Rhode -Is land, 
uhere we improved in ihe M. houses ofF. Bap- 
lists: frnm ihcncc, tve proceeded over a large 
{toition ofllie State ; and nido a pnrt of Connecti- 
cut, adjoining. At Hrnnplon, (Con.) we parted 
for u space, and 1 continued onward to Manches- 
ter, Windhnin, (where I spoke to a crowd at & 
preaching housrof Presbyterians,) and reached the 
cily of Nortvictt. I there spoke al Ihc MelhodisI 
chiipel, Aendemy, &o., and tiiund myself surroun- 
ded of a rabble — (he most mischievous I had ever 
met. I wrote some shnrp reproof to a number, and 
went en my way ; ,with desire, that the Lord would 
have mercy upnu their souls,— and Ihnt ihey might 
be able to know "whom I was" when I came again. 

In the town of Sterling, I pnfled with sister 
Thornton, for all,~as she considered it duty, to 
remain in those porta ; while I wished to visit my 
jiilhcr's, and friends, about home. On my way 
homeward, in Ihe town of Scitunio, I full in again 
with my dear sister Susan Humes. In our first 
meeting, together, Ihe Lonu was pleased lo make 
bare His arm in mighly power ; and at the liour of 
midnight, many souls were brought into ihc "glo- 
rious light and tiberUjofihe sont of Gob."

That site had dono much, at the peril of her lile. 'i 
She at length, was brought down by sickness, i 
and was obliged (o have rccnurse to medirni aid; i 
and in the hnnds ofn phyyjcian she lay, (if I mi^ fl 
lake not,] the spuce of stx week-: when she liat] I 
so far recovered, as to reach her si^tor'n, in the>J 
^n or Providence. And there, —observed ahe, ^ 
furlhermore, I hud remained, unlil Ibis visit, when 
you have witnessed the only public labour per- t 
fiirmed by me, from the (ime ol my first atlaclt by J 
sickness, in the Stale of New York, unto (his pres- X 
eat period. 1 

We were workers together, consequently, liir a J 
Biimber of weeks,— >*heii I sometimes took occasion ^ 
lo remonslriitc with Susan, for prostrating all her . 
powers, as it to nio appeared, she did, unneees- J 
earilyr {she being accustomed to go to (he fields, '' 
nnd ihere by prayer, singing, &,c. while no bene- , 
fit could result (o any one, quite eshaual V\ia »tRt& j 
remnins of her strength,) lo which, sXia ^aai^ 
.J 
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reply, '*! have willingly devoted my time and 
abilities, for the happiness of others; and now, 
this I am doingr, merely, for the comfort of my* 
self." Of n young man highly esteemed, as a 
preacher of the Gospel, residing near, — (to whom 
she was under an engagement of marriage,)— she 
was wont to say, **His society, I fear, it will never 
be mine to enjoy ; he appears, rapidly approach- 
ing his eternal home. *^[n that she was not mis- 
taken ; although she went before, ^'adorned and 
made ready," to fulfil their marriage contract, 
befoi'e the throne of God.* 

As 1 was about parting again with her, I was 
led to enforce the words, "T/iis year Ihoxi ihalt 
diey I took the liberty to remark,* that from my 
own peculiar exercise upon the subject, death 
was then nigh, to invade some one at least, viho 
was present. Dear sister Susan proved the vic- 
tim. A few days after, she was seized of a throat 
complaint,-.-and soon ceased to live after the man- 
ner of mortals.Thus,at t4ie early age oflwenty-lhrce, 
ended all the struggles, grief and tears of Susan 
Humes, for stout hearted sinners. She has gone! 
Her dust sleeps, (if I was not misinformed,) in 
the burying ground, of the town of Providence. 
And O, may all that ever heard, the melting voice, 
of the liflle orphan girl, remember, that she resign- 
ed her life, (and died at least with the spirit of & 
martyr,) to save their souls from hell ! May those ei 
younger years, strive to imitate her worthy eX- . 
ample ; and improve the short time albttcd thcin

What n wonder wfis this h'ttle orphan child in

)uht, she did,) nnd thereby, to confound (he wfs- 
im of the wise, ^Hhal no flask should gloy-tj in His 
^es^ce^ 

Dec. 1st. I again reached home, with heart-felt 
notions of gratitude, that all hud been preserved 
om the evils ^abounding in the earth: especially 
lyself, so constantly assailed by the *J/fcry darts 
^ihe wicked one,^^ During the Vinfer, I visited 
fewbury, Haverhill, Bradford and Portsmouth, 
ntil the month of April. 

18^7. At which time, I had such peculinr ex- 
rcise of mind, as 1 was certain betokened some- 
hat remarkable at hand:—- in (ho meanwhile, I 
'as especially, drawn homeward, — so, without de- 
ly, I started on my way; and had not proceeded 
ir, before I understood what it all implied. "A 
r9at revival in Hampton!" was the first that 
nluted mine ear. O, mountains of gold, (o mc 
ould scarce have equalled this! The things for 
'hich I had made supplication to God, for many 
ears, I now believed I should see accomplished. 

had been, as ii were, an alien to my father's 
ouse, from the commenceriient of my (ravels 
broad: and I had earnestly besought (ho Lono, 
or the conversion of my kindred, that, if not in 
his world, I might bo numbered with them all 
igoin, even at His (able on high,— wV\exe tve\\\\^t 
tivisio/T; or disaffection^ could ever be ^euxe^ tcvQX^. 
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None other than this, had I asked for Riyself, in 
the present life, to compensate the loss of earthly 
comforts ; and as a reward of all the painful toiti 
I must suffer for His name. 

And "bless the Lord," my ea/nest expecta- 
tions, were not disappointed. On the second 
night, from my arrival, I had the happiness of 
seeing my "three younger sisters," bow together 
at the footstool of divine grace. They came for- 
ward for 'prayers, in the presence of a large as- 
sembly, — and as if from mutual agreement, they 
yielded up their hearts to God ; and within a few 
moments, they were all brought to rejoice, in hope 
of future glory. A few days subsequent to this, 
I saw likewise, my "younger brother," made a 
happy partaker of the pardoning love of Christ. 

I had now a hope, of all my father^s house ; 
even, that -they had *^once escaped the coniijp- 
tions of the loorW, through the hwioledge q^ Je- 
sus Christ." My elder sister, sat out on pil- 
grimage, at the early age of sixteen : and she 
pursued alone "//ic naiToio tray," till ten years 
had closed ; when my elder brother and my 
second sister, with myself, made choice also, 
"ip suffer affliction with the people of God." Of 
mv "second brother," some account has been al- 
ready given ; further than which, I could not say 
ofhim. However, I now felt, that they would bur- 
den my nrind no more, but that I could resign 
them all, to kind Heaven's disposal ; and fly, even 
to -the utmost verge of creation, ifduty so demand- 
ed ; no earthly concern remained, to urge .my 
presence here. In this very remarkable revival, 
(which seemed to sweep through the town, ^'as a

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jhly rushing tcind,") ono liundreJ or more, in 
ibe spiico of ono week, hiid uvidenced a work of 
,B«Ce, begun in their hearts. My neighbors and 
wrn'g fulk, liaving now a large portion, sat out 
il^lhe kingdom; I could with more cheerfulnesa 
)mv« ih«ni, ihnn over before; hoping, (hat 1-Je 
who had begun a good work would , "carry it on, 
anlo the day of ixdemplion." 

In Ihe month of August I nden^eJ a general 
meeting in the town of Milton; — from [hence ft 
Recond, (of ihe Christian-Connexion,) in Ihe town 
nf Durhnm. At Ihe latter place, I had the priv- 
ilege of EBcing for llio last time, our beloved sister 
Judith Matherg. This young woman hadsuflered 
much opposUion inihe work, "the Lord had ap- 
pointed her," from her nearest kindred; hut she 
chose rather to forsake Ihfm, and her parents 
houae, than to disobey her Heavenly Fatiier. 
She therefore for a number of years, had devoted 
lierself to the work, of "exhorlijig sirmert to repen- 
tance" from place In place. At this meeting 
which I attended with her, she had a "messogo" 
that she wiiihed the privilege of leafing with the 
preachers. After many groans ncd tears, too 
big as it were, for utterance ; she begged per- 
mission In go into their "coNFEiteNcG." This bein;; 
granted, she left her "last, and dying leslimony" 
with us all, (as it proved,) "lo be faUhful ta 
llie Lord Jesus; — and in Ihe diicharge of our 
duty, lo precious touU," Sfc. Sfc. Not long from 
this, although at the lime in perfect health, 
the solemn tidings reached mo, , that Judith 
"icra had "Jiniahed her courie" below. SVia 
while those of /tor acciiacia *M6 ^« 
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awny! Oflier, eiiher in life or in death, — ihej 
were not tporlhy. 

I visited Ne wm aril et, and snw Jane Perry from 
the "taslern counlry," ivljo liad Irnvelled soma 
yeuTf, UB a wiliiess T.ir Jesus. (1 would llial Giid'a 
people "all were eiii-h nn ftloaes, Aaron and bb 
Mititim were!) I ueiil to Lamprey-River, and 
iillended one merling. From lliente, I spttni some 
duya nl Kiilery Point, and O!d-¥oik;— saw some 
embrace tlie truMi: tioii niy work, I now imagined, 
noa ended in this pnrl of [lie Lord's Vineyard. 
I returned linme, and spent two ivceka wiili my 
reUtions; and was sensible tlmt Ihe "field ormy 
labours", was about lo be extendi far aod wide

k Voyage to bbitish America. 
PART II, 
Ocl. 28lb, 1827. Having viewed it Tor a c 
Bidernble space, Ihe order ofDivine Pr(jvider.__, 
■hat I should visit the eastern part of the Sl;ile of 
Mnine; with that irittnl, I bade my 
rents and friends in llniiiplnn adieu, and cuniL ._ 
Porlsmouth; but with siime expectation, however^ 
of n return ihe Spring ensuing. 

Nov. 13. 1 lelt Ihe harbor of Portsmouth in Ihe 
schooner Dove, [J. Fiisbee, master,] and after 
seven days sail, reached Eastporl. Being nllo- 
gether unflccusl.tmed to this modo of travelling; 
and no female fiiend, or acquninlnnce nf any de- 
scription to attend me; I was apprehensive Bl 
first, of many inconveniencies by walcr-sickDess^ 
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Sic. liut confiding in iho Grenl Cnnlrnllcrof all 
events, my mind at length wna "ktpt in petfect 
peace. 

At Eastpnrt, I conlinupd three weelia; nnd hnld 
mceiings at ihe Steeple-house, of ihe CliriBlinn 
Society, ivilh good success. There I mny add. 
My jny was full; on beholding the beams of 
Heavenly dny, aiising upon (huse '-islands of 
the northern sen!" 

From Easlport I was provident ially led to Luliec, 
— into a scattered Hociety of Congregnllonalists. 
With them, I loborcd incessantly for the apace of' 
ten weeks; and sow myself in the end, "from tha 
joy of many," abundantly crowned. , At my de- 
parture, howbeil, ao-no expressed their ihankful- 
ness by firing a salute of cannon in the rear! 
Tiul from Ihe herd, we expecl no belier than Ihot, 
^'Ihey leill Iwn again nnd rend" us. Says Ihe Great 
Master, "Me ike world cannot receire, bceanee /(«. 
t^y againsl il, thai Ihe teortcs Ihereofare evil." 

lilorch l£t,l838, 1 returned loEoslporl. And from 
thence, I visited, nnd held meetings at Deer Isl- 
mid;— -forlhe first lime, on Briiish ground. Next, 
I crowed over lo Cnmpobello (British;) and whs 
made glad lo see ''ihe isles, that hud sat solitary," 
break Jiirlh It>«etber, into singing! 

I cnntiourd my travels by water, and ascended 
the rivet Sthoodic,— lo the pliiccs known by ihe 
name of St. Andrews, Warwick, St. Stephens nnd 
Scliriodir. In Iheae, severally, I apolaj to thou- 
sands at [he peril of my life: esjiFcially St. An- 
drews, — a [ibice so mited for impiely. Aa 1 waa 
there addressing a congregation, an oRvc«i Ksi VW 
British Nsv/ iraj seal lo lake ine off, bj Q^eiv 
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violence. — ITc waited, In (lie nltitiido or seizi 
Ilia prey, for the space of forty minutea; but, 1 
fore my conclusion bis hardiness fuiled him, a 
ho returned to his own company! This circutt 
stance reminded me of ilie enquiry concernin 
llie lilesaed Jesuh, " fVIr; hate yc uol ii-ovghl kia 
On anolhcr occnsion, it was imagined thni 'a rn 
hadsurroundedtheliouae; — when ihe congregatiot 
left their setils to defend themselves; — but they b 
dia;ierse(l, and vienl llieir oirii Kiiys. < 

From St. Andrewp. I paased again ihe boun^ 
ry line, into Robinslun, (Mnine;) and address^ 
a aolemn auditory, in a steeple house of Congrsj 
galionalials: — from thence, 1 proceeded on Ikt 
same route — Agnin, lo En^tporl. i 

May 27. I began to think of bending my cournl 
lo tho city of S(, John's; situated upon Ihe iiv« 
St. John'd, sixly milRa norlhwnrd. To this (ilnci 
niany of my friends, in an especial manner, be 
Bought me not lo ro, as they said, "They wM 
kill you there." But I fell devoid of fear, cilh* 
of me^, death or devils, wbilo cotiGdent, thnt "i 
stronger llifin they," had bidden me, "go." 1 c«| 
Beqnorilly sal tail again, nnd landed at Benvc 
Harbor for a space, ihiily miles onward, I iher 
held three meetings in what is called, "a Chun 
of England." Much of the Divine power, w( 
manifested; — stubborn heorls were melted; ai 
many entreated my stay. But still the ward to a 
was "Go.". 

"Tlic Lord's ttni/s ore not as our iciiya; nor I 
thoughts as oiii' Ihovghls." It pleased llim, vei 
signally to bless me at St. John's; and I Iriiat, 1 
aiaJce nic a blessing, to not a few. IVIy labo! 
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we: "J principally among a people designated by 
the title of Church-Melhodists. The use of their 
commodious preaching-house, ihey very checrfuN 
ly granted mc, nt my pleasure: and there, "praise 
the * Lord," a glorious work commenced, which 
issued in the salvation of hundreds! The British 
Commissary and wife, I had ihe joy of beholding 
more than once, with the penitents at (he altar. 
Here, I had also some very narrow escapes, with 
my life. — For instance: Such a crowd, at one time, 
had collected in ihe shell of a dwelling-house, as 
to cause the foundation to give way, and I 
chanced to be the first of a great number, 
precipitated into the cellar: — but, through mercy, 
without any essential injury to any individual. 
And again, a circumstance of the kind had near- 
ly occured, — which must have cost hundreds their 
lives, had not "an Arm »:nsecn," iutorposcd to 
save them. In our congregations, we wore like- 
wise, frequently saluted of guns, drums, stones^ 
powder, fire, threats, &c. &.c.; but no man waa 
allowed, after all, ^Ho set upon us,'Ho do us any 
harm.. 

In the course of the Summer, I visited Carltop, 
and spoke in. the Baptist preaching hmise, to some 
of the hardest of the hard. There, I met with a 
"female preachei" for the first time, who was a 
rigid Calvinist. . I likewise ascended (he river St. 
John^'s at diHTerent times, twenty miles farther 
northward,— and held meetings with Church-Meth- 
odists. Many of (hem I found, ^^rejoicing in hope^ 
of ike glainj of Gob. ^^ 

It began to be about (ho middle of SepVfttf\>Q^T ^-^ 
and J ^'desired tQ bcq other citie* c^\80*,'^ VY\^\^^o\^ 
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I prepared li> give to friends of this region, the 
polling hand, i tonltcd for no mori! ihnn lo fjo 
as I cnme, willi Henvcn'd Gnardinn Angel, onif, 
09 a "companifin" nnd "n shield;" liul il pleased 
llic Lord nguin, lo exceed nil my expectations; 
anH tri gninl me l!ie fuvour, I hud fir many jrenra 
reqiie-ilod, viz.— nf my own sex, "n f« I low-be I pet" 
in the Irulh, unJ in Ihe Vineyard oflhe Goapcl. 

It hiippenid llmt a young woman, (by thn name 
nr £liziilie).'i Veiiner,) hnd heen iinprosaud to 
nccompany me abroad, fur Ihe spuce of some 
weeks; and when she eaiv, q[ Icngili, lliat I would 
gn, — she waa constrained in the hingiiage of "one 
of nld" to say, " IVIiilher lliou gocat I ict/I go ; and 
whilher Ihoit todn;eat f will lodge; Iky people, shall be 
my people, and lliy God my God." She wnB nei- 
ther, of my own "counlry, or"nalion;" — but w.ia 
a native of (he town of Devonporl, in Old Englnnd: 
and with her parents hnd emigrnted lo Amnrtco, 
in the days of childhood. Soon a^er her arrival tn 
America, slie emliraced religion; nnd ntlachcd 
hiiraeir lo the Meihudist Soi-iely, in the city oT 
Pfew-Yorlt. And now, at the oiirly age of nineteen, 
Rhe is ready to renounce kindred nnd rriends;— be 
tn'ortified to every carnal enjoyment; — nnd devulfl 
herself wiih'iut reserve, to the scivico of ber 
Castor. 

Being convinced of the uprightneaa of her in- 
lenlion, and of her ardent zenl, Ibr the gDod of 
souls; [ could, therefore, rejoice at the Haci.ifios 
she was about to make: although in consequence, 
I realized, a double charge devolving upon my- 
self; and that 1 had need, more especially, lo live 
io ibe constant exercise of a "Irtalj Cav\.lv\oGQn"-« 
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lest together, we might be betrayed iato some 
snare; "arjall inlo Ihe enndemnalion of Ike detil." 

Sept. 14 (Ve accordingly, embarked (or Easl- 
porl; at which place in tiveniy-fnur hours, we were 
fiiifely landed. I held some meetings in a Roman 
Catholic chapel, — and wenl to Lul)cc- 1 held twa j 
meetings with Ihem al L.— and on leaving them, I 
I ivas "himiireil," a second time, by a "saluto 1 
of fire arms," 8lc. whith I accounted, my "greatest 1 
joy." 

Of) my return to these parts, I had entettnincd 
on idea, ihiit duty would call me homeward; but be- 
ing held within doors for a number of days, by ill- 
ness, 1 waa led more slriclly to enquire for "tha 
good and the right way." Previously to this, i[ had 
oi\en been suggested to my mind, that I should 
"one day," see the Eastern World. I now cast 
a glance that way; — "Ike power of llie Blgheil," 
seemed al once, to "overshadow" me; and itin 
"Star oJBslkleheM" which first arose in the East, 
still to ho shining, with glorious splendor, there! 
I turned mine eyea again — and cast a look behind. 
—The Kilken 'corda of lovo* drew me on; Taiih' uur- 
mnunted every obstacle: and I replied, "Lord — I'll 
go, and brave tho dangers of the mighty deep!" 

On acquainting Bii,ier Elizabeth with this my 
view of things — she was perfectly s a lislied, ttt hear 
me compiiny to her native land; in case the Lord 
should clear our path before. VVs accordingly, 
thought good )o goto XuTa Scotia; and there 
await farther, (he openings of Providence. But 
being obliged lo wnit fur conveyance, wo visited 
tha Hurrouoding isles; — and lastly, to kind Trieiida 
and brethren, I thought it oiino to say, '^1 biv>\n 
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ihat ye all, among whom I have gone preaching Ihe^ 
kir^dom o/God, shall ace my face no more." 

Oct. I7lh. Vfc found a vessel bound for Grand 
Passage lalo, forly-fivc miles ncross llie Bay of 
Fuiiily; on board of whicb we were favored mill 
lodgings "for a nighl," and gained ihedesiined port. 
Tiie people we bereniet were Baptists of'lhcBlrait- 
est sect. Wiib them, we mado a slay of two 
days, — held four ineeliiiga al tbeir iiouse of wor- 
sbip; and upon the tbird day, at the rising nftho 
sun, we were under sail for Argj'Ie ofNova Scolra. 

Before the clu^e of the day, we came sixty miles 
to Argyle; nnd were very coidially received, of a 
people, attached to Ihe community (in the Dniled 
States) called "Christians." At tlioir preaching 
house, we enjnyed some favored scesons ; — left 
many youth of tender miodn, wiih deep regret; 
and reached a vilbge, called Tuskcl, 1 spoke 
once at a Baptist M. bouse, and the day following 
came to Yarmouth. 

The town of Varmoiilh, had been richly watered 
with "the dew of Heaven." Of a population eon- 
aisling of seven thousand, one seventh part, (i. c. 
one thousand,) had professed converting grace. 
The principal, of that number, were in sentiment, 
(what we call,) Arminian Baptists; among whom 
were many, I rejoice <a say, b'llh male aud female, 
who wers bold advocates of the truth. To the 
preaching houses belonging to difforcnt c 
ties, I had access; and enjoyed ii 
much of the Divino presence. 

Nov. 18. From Yarmouth, 
again, fiHy miles (o Barringlon.

likewise many belonging to (he sect nfurcmcn- 
tioned, (called ChrUlian^i,) and wiio were truly 
devoted to the cause of the blessed Kedectnor. I 
apokc in the M. Houses of Presbyterians, Chris- 
tians, &.C.; and limung the people here, — with those 
also of Yarmoulh, — glided some of my most joyful 
hours. But a parting was needful, as I consider- 
ed it duty to bo in Halifax before (he winter; there- 
fore we bade kind friends again farewell, and cm- 
barked upon the wide ocean, with the voyaqe be- 
fore us of one hundred and twenty miles. 

We had not been long out, before we had rough 
winds and seas to encounter, for some dnys; and 
we at length, were driven in .it Grunbro Harbor; 
fifteen miles from Halifax. I attended one meet- 
ing there,— and the day following, we completed 
our voyage. 

Dec. 1st. We entered Hulifax with no small 
degree of joy: although I quickly saw an enemy, 
more dangerous, far, to encounter, than that we 
had just escaped, ^^a raging sea;'' ''^ but thanks be 
to God wko giveth us the ridoyy^^^ we had soon iho 
pleasure also of seeing, both sons and daughters, 
come from afar, and hail the followers of the Lamb! 
Yea, the "British soldier" in uniform array, and 
the ''Prussian sailor" with tarpaulin jacket, we saw 
together, surrender to CimisT. 

After a* stay of six weelcsin the place, we chanc- 
ed to have an invitation to Europe, ^gratis) from 
the master of a fine ship, that was a native of Scot- 
land. He being a man of piety, —the mate likewiso 
of the same ship,— we hence, were induced to think, 
that the hand of Providence was in the ovent*^ ^i\d 
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dared not but consent to go: although, at that 
inclement season of the yeur, I had littlo expect- 
ed 10 engage in such an undertaking. The nfi- 
ceasary preparalions, nccordiriRly being made; and 
(he ship about rciidy for Bail: — when the quesIioB 
wns ngiloted with thn owner, "Whellier so mucl 
feligious exercise, aa there might be on board 
would not occasion a neglect uf the duty of the 
4hip." He (jnatly decided, "That to debar 119 
from the privilege of a place among them, nnd 
have every man to his worl:, would be the safest 
way." How very limited are the views of unre- 
generate men!!! 

Conai^quently, having met with this small dia- 
nppointmunt; we continued our labors, stKl, in 
Halifax ^nd Dartmouth, fjr a number of months^ 
but with the idea, nulwiliislandin^, Ihal by Bom« 
means or other, we soon should croga the Atlantic. 

Considerable persecution arose nl this time, and 
occasioned my sending to Porlsmouih, for a "Note 
of commendation." — Which Note, being seasona* 
biy afforded, read as follows : — 

"This may cerliry to all whom it may concern, 
that Nancy Towie, the bearer of this, is a person 
nuatainiiig a good, reputable, moral character, and 
is highly esteemed of a numerous acquaintance, 
as a friend and a Christian. The subscriber, from 
a long acquaintance with her, being a witness 
hei- "labors of love," for the good of souls, and 
her exertions in the Vineyard of our cnmmon Linp.. 
ia this, as well as olher places ; would recommend' 
her, to all the faithful in Cubist Jesus, ds a u-ie-" 
fu/ member of the churc\i ot Cuavst , o,\\d a. labor- 
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«r in the Vineyard of liio Lord. And would say, 
^•Receive her in the Lord" and bid her "God 
speed!"

"Thia is to certify, that Miss Anna Towlc, has 
been here, nearly four months; during which time, 
she has preached the Gospel with success, and 
profit to many: and we believe, that her view.s 
are confined to the promotion of human happiness, 
by diffusing a knowledge of the Christian religion.

March 29lh. We bade our kind friends and 
brethren of Halifax an affectionate farewell; and 
came in a Dutch vessel, forty miles to Lunenbury. 
I had there the privilege of speaking at the Bap- 
tist BI. house, and elsewhere, to some Arminian 
Baptists, Episcopalians, Lutherans, ^c. Among 
the Baptists, 1 was highly gratified in seeing, 
both male and female engaged in prayer and ex- 
hortation; although, (it being a Dutch settlement,) 
their dialect tvas foreign. But the^joyful sound" o 
tho Gospel U the same, let it be con^o'j^^N.^ >\^ 
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Ihrough whatever malrument it may. In iheir 
enniest ojnculatntiona, — the words, ofien repeated, 
*'LeliQr Fiider," (i. o. Luving Father,) were all 
that 1 could learn. 

From Ihia ]ilaue, we travelled Iwenlv miles bjr 
land; and held meelings in a numlier of Meibodist 
chapels, — ihenrencheil Liverpuul. Here I hoRrd 
of n eliip, bound for Liverpool of E.i\g}nn6; ths 
master [epresented a gondman, ^c,— in (Ills ship, 
I was persuaded I should crnss tlie Atlanlic. I 
Iherefere determined, to continue in prnjer end 
Tasting, before ihe Lord; — Ihal if possible, I might . 
know "Ilia will," respecting this very "imporraiii 
undertaking." 

I held meetings in a steeple house of Congre- 
gation a list i>, by night and by dny, fur the space of 
Tour weelis: except thnt Iheir prcnclicr occupied 
the pul;)il, on Sabbath morning. (Reapeciing 
him, I had the pleasure of learning, that he was 
a brolher-in-lnw, of the indefatigable servant of 
God, Henry Allen, whose dust now sleepif, near 
my cotive home.) Here we had Ibe jiiy, alaa, of 
seeing much of thedivine glory displayed, in Ihe 
ealvHtion of prociolis-Gouls. 

We visited likewise. Port Mnlton and Port 
Midway: where the Lord wns pleased to mani- 
fest Hi.i grenfneas, and His glory, in bringing 
many sons and daughters, to the knowledge nf 
Uimseir. To one of those places I was favured 
of J. Newton, Esq. with the following note;— 

Teaii BnoTHEn:— Ths bearer of this is no elect 
Indy, whom we love in the Lord: not only I, but | 
fill those who love Ihe truth in Liverpool I! I bu- i 
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lieve she is on a ^'mission for the Lord;" and as 
she is about to visit Port Mutton, we wish you to 
open the chapel to her; — and trust the Lold will 
bless her labors of love among you! Any kind 
attention that you tan shew her, and the nmiabie 
young woman, that accompanies her ; I shull con- 
Aider as done to myself.

From the time, I received an intimation of duty, 
to visit Europe; 1 felt my mind increasingly 
drawn that way; and my ^^faith," 1 found, scldum 
to stagger at the greatness of the undertaking. — 
True, I had but a faint idea, of ever seeing again 
my kindred or my native land: and knew not but 
that I might find a watery grave; or even, — suffet 
a violent death. But none of those things, how- 
ever, moved mo; neither counted "i my life 
dear to myself.'^'* 1 felt that it was well with me, 
come life or come death; and that, it would bo 
well with my father's house, forevermore. I 
could, therefore, cheerfully leave them with the 
Lord, and resign the idea of ever seeing them 
again, in the land of the living. 1 strove to settis 
all my affairs in America, as for eternity, and 
wrote to my relations and friends a last fare^vell! 
shewing them. That it was a mutler of uncertain- 
ty, whether they ever saw my face again, below. 

My dear Elizabeth proved still, no less courage- 
ous, or willing than myself, to eudm^ V\v^ \\\x.v^- 
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shrps and perils of the contemplated voyage. I 
found her remarkably resigned, for such a youth, 
to forsake her parents and kindred; and to sustain 
the privations of a missionary life. Amidst diffi- 
culty and su3erings, she was patient and perse- 
vering: Amidst enemies, and opposition, she was 
bold and unyielding: Towards myself, in sickness 
and distress she was ever a tender and sympathi- 
zing friend: For the salvation of souls; and in pub- 
lic testimony, oftentimes, she was zealous, and an- 
imating in a very high degree. Our attachment 
towards each other, increased daily. And the most 
T had now to fear, — v^as that, of setting her up as 
an idol in my affections; and that in consequence, 
I should be obliged to part with her. 

[Our kind friends of those regions, were pleased 
to defray the expense of our voyage; which was 
more than $120, inclusive of what was intended 
for our profit, on reaching the Eastern World.] 



VOYAGE TO EUROPE. 
PART III. 

June 22d, 1829. We embarked in the British 
ship Nautilus, (Wm. Jacobs, master,) -for Liver- 
pool in Gieat Britain. 

That morning was serene and unclouded. The 
sun had only risen, — and smiling, as it were, to 
spread his cheering beams, over the Eastern 
World, and billows of the deep. Our ship was 
proudly waiting;— her sails widely spread, and 
English colors flying, — seeming,— to bid defiance 
io the furious Atlantic. 
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Joshua NewtoD; and other dear friends, honored 
ufl with their company, to the ship; where, no 
bade Ihem an affectionate, and as we expected a 
final adieu: — then, soon being under way, all 
behind, but the ^'azure sea and sky," was rapidly 
declining. As I cast the last glance, at the '^lofty 
summit" of hills and mountains of America, — 1 
could breath, with solemn joy — 

'*Farewell, a^ain I say, farewell; 
My friends— my native land." 

. Our ship^s small crew, consisted of English, 
Irish, Scotch, Dutch, &c. — we two females, the 
only passengers, and myself, the only American.* 
The many dangers we had come forth to biavp, 
began soon, in some degree, to appear: — but not- 
withstanding, ''all within," was hushed to pence. 

Favored with a pleasant gale, in twenty days, 
we found ourselves sailing up the ''St. George's 
Channel;" and with much joy, we espied, the 
high-lands of Ireland. Tiiree days after, we were 
entering the beautiful harbor of Liverpool: and 
O, the scene, which then presented to view, was 
truly, grand and awful beyond description! Wc 
were immediately surrounded, of ships, steamboats 
floating-lights, floating-chapels, coasting-vessels, 
and craft of various kinds: — while, to our still 
greater astonishment, an immense range of ship- 
ping, caught the eye, from the different docks, 
before — that resembled, some huge forest, stripped 
of its verdure, by the wintry blast — or, that had 
withstood the ravages, of some desolating fiie!

But, m)nn refleclion, Hint ihia, wan Hie scconif 
comnieiciiil [jort of \ha Kin^dani, and that riia 
wlinle Nvorlt!, was supfiliiid fvilli good;; from IhiS' 
coiintr^j and ilio produce oflho gTube, rulurtied' 
iiilher,— more eHpecially, nl lliis seaBiin of^thB' 
ycar^ 1 wan lience, abtc in n meu£ure, to noeouRt 
jbr lliia "remai'hable display." 

In Liverpool, wo weru very cordially received 
of Christians, ntlnciied [i> diflerent cornnmnilies. 
To those called Primitive Mtlliodisia (vulgarly, 
Banters,) wo were first iirtrodueed, by our gooJ- 
friend, Cnptuin Jacobs; und amung ihem, we* 
lirat liehl a numlicr of meetings, — where ull seem-' 
ed as familint, a) once, ns my niitive home. Froinr 
their pienuher was ptescnled ine u Note, whicb'* 
read as follows ; — 

"Thia is to certify, Ihat sister Ann Towie, i 
lecommended to iia liy Ciipliiin Jucuh?, betoagiiig 
to an 'American shipj as a preacher, and a pertan'' 
of picly, and usefulueis. She has spoken twice Cofi 
ua, ill our chapel Mngu ire-street, with satisfticlto^ 
and profit to Ihe peoj.le; and nppcnrs to he b par^f 
Bon |;oB=E3sed of genuine religion, and worthy 
your notice and respect. '

Thos. Battv, Minister,

Liverpool, July 23d, 1829." 

Consequently, "the wished-for privilrgc," waa 
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afforded me, of speaking for the first time, in (what 
is ciilledy) a Floating Chapel. A novchy, quite, 
in America, would bo a prenchinrr-house, that 
might be removed during service, as well ns, the 
pe<^>le contained therein. This meeting, being 
particularly designed for seamen; and they — noti- 
fied from the press, That an American Female 
would address them,— hence, came together a num- 
ber of thousand; of almost every nation, kindred, 
tongue, and people. All heard, with the most 
profound attention; and many, I make no doubt, 
will remember the season with joy, in the eternal 
world of bliss! O may the happy privilege like- 
wise be granted me, of meeting them uij, onco 
figain; even, '**a^ the right hand of iht Majcnhj on 
jfligfc/"— and many of them, be "my joy, and my 
croWD of rejoicing," in the day, of the Lord 
Jesus. 

This chape] was once, a **man-of-war" ship; 
made commodious to seat, a vast number of peo- 
ple: and is under the special management of Pres- 
byterian Dissenters. To myself, was (his, a very 
pleasing reflection, that (he ship, onco engaged 
for the destruction of mankind, — and where tho 
awful mandate resounded, "to desroy;" is now cm- 
ployed for the salvation of all nations, kindred, 
tongues and people; and (hat there, the sweet ti- 
dings now roll, of "salvation to tho utmost, — of 
those who believe." May the happy- day, likewise 
FOOD come, ^^lohen iliey shall heat their sicords into 
ploiigh shares^ and their spears into pi-uning hooks; 
tchen nation^ shall not lift up stcord against nation^ 
neither learn war any more.^^ 

I was also invited of some MciV\o&\9\. ^Tex)iOci^\^> 
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to spealc under a cent, — which I did (o hundred*, 
with great delight. — This tent, was usunlly reared, 
in dilfercnl fiiirU of iho cily; that all euch, ju 
were disposed to paas by n place of worship, might 
by Ihia nienns, "be laUcn," upon their own grnuiid. 

I also ap'ihe at ihu " Bethel Ro>im," mnrulhaa 
once; where is a 'union meeting,' held purpoaeljr 
fur tlio benclit of seamen; and whore llie "Bethel 
Flog" is usunlly hoisled, nt the hour of service, 
Bs H sii>nni fur their assemhling. 

BR^<ide9 these, Wesleynn JWeihodisls, (as they 
are called,) Bnpti^tSjSwedenborgiims, &c. granted 
me the use, of a number of their houses of woi- 
eliip; and in sentiminit, they discovered much 
libeinlily. But what id eirnnge to Siiy, nccess was 
alfurdcJ m6, lo the chnpels nf almont every distinct 
communily, except lh;|l of "Friends"— they, were 
disposed un every application, to deny. Do they 
ntiitwer to their title? No! By their frnils, (aot 
iheir names,) are we lo knaw lhi.'m! These, na 
n fraleriiily, appeared to me ihcouglioul the cnun- 
try, in a stale similar to whnt were, the blinded, 
Pharisaical Jews. "Tlic Lone pity, those poor, 
superstitious Quakers." 

Much of the "power of the Iligliest," we saw 
diaplnyed in Liverpool; and many souls were daily 
added to the Lohb; but an awful str.rni, I vietved 
impending over this Innd: agreeably, to whnt hnd 
been, once published in ihose streets, by I.urenzo 
Uow, from America:— "Oh, Englnnd! Oh, Eng- 
land! a hincit cloud hangs over thee!" Tea, IhM 
painful fact i^ already realized in this place, of 
not a few. In thosB same streets, parents ore now 
venting, with the keenest anguish, the dread l&lo 
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of their woea! — while their Utile onea, around Ihem, 
are pining away, and dying with liungcr! Mulli- 
tudea, even ul this deEcii|ili<in, fioin amnng ilio 
inanuriiclures o\' the neighboring luivn of Mini- 
Chester, hnve como up InOiur lo l)eg a lilt of 
brt-ad! Al the sighl, wlinl heurt wnuld [iul melt? 
With cause su^iciunt I suuglit h ptoce to weep. 

Hnviiig spent three weeks in this citf, I aaw 
at length my nppoinled way, lo Dublin city in Ire- 
I.tnd With those, whi> hi>d been our rellow-tinv- 
ellera Bcrna tho raiuhly deep, — and kind Trienda 
and brethren here, made peculiarly dear to U9,'— 
wo mtial niiW furever pait. Many ollhuse, lo whom ■ 
I hud tried lo roccummend a 'ciucilicd Rfdeemer,' 
(especially the ponr manners, Citim diHerenl quar- 
ters or the Glohe,) lay very near my h^nrl. And 
ollhough, I could now expect lo meet ihem un 
tarlh no more, I lejoiced that it vvas my privilege 
to bear their case lo ihe throne of grnto, 'I'hnt we 
■ni{:lit meet, yet once agnin, — even in the "Haven 
tf eltnal ii»I," where purling can never come. 
The last opportunity I had of addressing ihem, 
was, nl what is culled "Jordnn-Mlreel Schuot- 
housc." Ii was very largo, and crowded lo excess: 
(fhen, on closing my remnrhs, I humbly proposed. 
That nil, who would strive to hve as chri^iiuns, and 
meet me in tho regions of blisM, would signily ibd 
same, by rising up. Nearly llio whole cungrega- 
lion instantly arose; which consisted, it was juilg- 
ed, of more than one thousand. And uli! how wus 
I moved fur thnso sea-faring men, eo much expos- 
ed to ihe tinares ol the adversary, and the perils 
of ihe mighty waters; many orvvhom, I had rea.'&Qa. 
to Ihinlc would l;e in eternity, befote Wft^ Wi ^-^ 
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portunily of meeling with christians people, again! 
Said one, from among the crowd, ^*I am Madam, 
a c«)un(rymon, of your own. I was born in the 
town of Salem, state of MiissuchuscKs; but, f ani 
a great sinner, and I humbly ask an interest in 
your prayers" And said a second, "I am a native 
of the town of Portsmouth, in the state of New 
Hampshire; and in that place I have 'heard you 
preach, many times — but, I never had a knowl- 
edge of the religion you profess; though lam in 
hopes that I may, before a longer time" A goodly 
number, bowed upon their knees, and in the 
language of the 'penitent tax-gatherer," cried, 
*^GoD be merciful to me a sinner P^ — O, as they 
ride, over the mighty deep, may their dear souls 
out-brave every storm; and they cast anchor at 
last, where no beating winds, shall ever assait 
them more! 

Aug. 7lh. We embarked in the stct-mi-packet 
for Kingston, of Ireland. On leaving the harbor 
of Liverpool, we passed the ship that conveyed 
us over the ocean; — when the crew, espying us at 
a distance, each, with their hats, waved after us, 
a solemn, and a long ndieu! which was the last, 
and only token of their friendship, they ever more 
could give. Every face to us then, at length was 
strange; and every friend was faraway! 

After sixleen-hours run across the channel, we 
were safe landed at Kingston. This place, wo 
soon understood to be, what it was termed, "A 
Hell upon earth:" — we therefore wished not to 
come fuithcr into Iheir secret, or in their assem- 
blies to be united: so. we left them speed ily^ and 
camo. six miles to Dublin. 
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Having tnken lodgings at a Roman Catholic 
hotel, we went in search of some people of piety-; 
and chanced to full in, with a congregation of 
Methodists. Aa the crowd began to disperse, we 
took the liberty to introduce ourselves to a certain 
by-stander, as ^^Amcricans," and as strangers in 
the place, &c. The good woman gazed upon us 
with much earnestness, — and returnc<l, •*Well, But 
you have got among wolves!" She, moreover, 
asked very tenderly concerning our stale; and 
came to us the day following, to urge the propriety 
of our finding, for a lodging-pluce, n rrore safe 
retreat: — and took us to the house of a pious 
widow lady, where we after, felt secure. How 
amiable are the lovers of Jesus! To her praise, 
I would add, — she shewed herself a wise counsel- 
lor and a friend indeed, during our stay in the 
city. May the name of Sarah Templdony '^bchad 
in everlasting remembrance!" 
On looking around farther upon the different relig- 
ious communities of this land; such as Roman 
Catholics, P^piscopalians, Friends,Biblc Christians, 
&c. &c. I saw them, as it were, together environ- 
ed of popish errors; and multitudes,enveloped in the 
grossest darkness, ignorance and superstition! 
Howsoever of this "perverse and crooked genera- 
tion'^ or (as I foresaw,) ill-fated nation, — there was 
an holy, happy few, who had chosen the ''more 
excellent way:" — and were found walking worthy 
of God, and of His Glory. Many of these had 
secluded themselves from the sectarians of th*: 
(jjiy^ — had disclaimed all party names, that they — 
might be more fully .**crucified to the world •^" 
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— baptized inlo ihe Loril Jesus, and ullimatel/d 
be pfeserveri from llie "evils to coiiig." 

Allhoiighsome Methodist preiichGrsofLiverpa 
lind kindly Tarwurded nnies of commendation befi) 
us, (o prenrhi^rs of Ihid city, [Gideon Ousli 
nnd tillierp)— tliey miide niHny enquiries, si 
siimfned up, '-Snme of Dow'u- foliowers," sn i 
course, tlisir preachinc; houses were shut. 1 tnt 
the liberly fyr once, however, of speaking at 
mecling of ''Frienda;" but feeling that there Wi 
much oppcisilion among liiem, I accordingly fun 
bore. Aa llicy dispersed, I n'otched to hnow tt; 
end of their good-breeding, &c — mid behold, hun 
dreds passed me by 'si iff- necked,' wiih the ex 

lion of one,— wlio asltcd my name, — which 

heard, nnd likewise pnssud on. But a second (d 
Ihe number above named) who belonged r 
community, came, in a chrislinn-Iike munnei 
took us to her home. — And with Ihose who 
shipped, in iheir own privnie dwellings, wo : 
wards eiijnyrd Eonis sweet "refreshings from thi 
presence of the Lord." 

This country seemed grenlly convulsed, tSai 
a bosom was ngilaled svilh giicf nnd fear nf 
general insurreclion. To ihe hellish rnge of ll 
mighly host of Papiiils", some, in difTeienl pnrlfl 
Ihe country, felt victims duily. Their threotenini 
evidetilly slruik (error to all nrnund, — exceft 
those who liiid made the "Got) ofli^rael their r« 
fuge. I heard, ''The sound of the Irumptl, am 
tUe alarm oj year! 1 heard, as it were, the cry C 
"H'oE lolhubloodij cHy!" The harvest of ihl 
earth, appeared ripe, for the sickle of Divine ven 
gcaocel r^en,— that the loralli of Iho AlsugutT 
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»U about ro vtj>U (hem, in some general and aw- 
ful minner, I enlertoined n"c)oiiht:— odU I viewed 
i verjf nigh Ihem, even at the door! 

Nolwilhslanding nur lives were here in jeopar- 
dy every hour, our Boula were undismayed. And 
oltlioDgh, hiiRd:edfi cround us nere be(.>ging lircnd i 
of nur kind Heavenly r*TKG>i, our wants wero 
well aupplled. At length, being conscious that 
in (he tt&y or God uc came lu Irebnd: and know- 
ing, that lo proceed rurllicr would he al ibe petit | 
if nur Ijvee; we hence cnnchided, Thai all "Heav' 
n'f deaign" in bringing ua hither, m\^\\i be folly 
unswercd; — and we might, Ihe#fore, in ([uiel- 
ness reluru from whence we had come out. 

Aug. 17. The sociriy of God's dear children 
heie, had been mnat Biveet; nod Ihe kindnesa of 
enme very great; ihc idea of leaving tbem, as 
tender lambs, scattered among devouring wolves, 
was again truly painful: but ibe hipe of meeting . 
them all in a bcller evunliij, that is an IIcavenlt, \ 
naa jnyful beyond expreseion. We liiereforc em- ' 
barked in Ihe slcam-pachet Thames, with Ihs 
voyage before us, of five hundred milBS, t<i Plym- • 
oulh in b'agland. We had not been long on board 
before we lijund ourselves, in what mipht be very 
properly termed "A floaiing Hell!" — The merei- 
it'Ba, aecnraed crew, oflhe "dark regiona of vvoe," 
I conceived, noi unlike what w 
coinpupions. Howbeit, after tH 
we came with slortny, heating w 
Ihough not before one or mort 
ly been made lo cnmroit me 
'^.hm, mightier (ban (heir's, i 
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m Flymnulh, in a few hours ' 
iport, wliich wus [lie plii-o of sister Eli 
bdlt's nativity. Of lier kindred and friends W) 
were very jnyfally received; and treated by Ihi 
vllh much tender care, during our stay. 

In Devon, and liltewise I'lymuuth., 
meetings in clinpels uf Wesleyiin, nnd Primiliv^t 
31etlicidisti!: and also at the Bethel Room, BmoDK 
seamen: But ihe^e houFes, being loo strnit to coi^ 
venQ the people; I Ihcreforc fpuko chiefly by ihi 
sea-side, in (he open nir. We Inund iniiny in oof 
asscdihlies of lender minds, and who were nppBGa 
enlly "sincere ^quireru nller Irulh;" hut such I 
boBt of superficial christians nhoul them, were 
great impediment to Ihe Kork offriacc. 

Becnujo I wished to understand ihc condition' 
even of the most ivrclched of iny fellnw-beingi 
that I miglil l;now the belter to sympHlhise wili 
them: mid likewise how to prize my own pectilia 
benefits aa I ougiil, [ henee sought to penetrnU 
prittons and prison Eliips, alms-huusca, dock-yard; 
castles, &,c. &.C. It happened that of our wtS 
shipping assemblies, nn oflicer oflhe Bcitiali Nayj 
often made one, ivlio had just received ordere toj 
Mediterrnnenn slntiun: he kindly urged that Uf 
should visit his ship — the >St. Vincetil, niaa-^-WM 
one hundred and fifty guns. — That we IhougU: 
privilege lo dn. And there,! confess, the varioUBtl 
Btrumenls of death cKhihiled to our view, nrou^ 
within the most nwful senaolions! We a' 
sidered it a privilege lo visit ihe doek-yari 
Devon: and I he re we saw hitndrcdij ofunhii 
men laden with irons, who were never again 
breathe Iho air of freedom! 3Iy CnD, cried 
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vhti invent ions are here! and at whit nmazinn^ 
cuty for (he destruction of mankind! To what 
cares and woes ore thousands born! — a sad in- 
heritance. In viewinor that Yard, however, wi'h 
much that was contained therein, I was highly 
gratified: even the Yard itsoli', wliich consisted of 
•erenty-two acres, hewn to a great dcpJh out of 
one aolid rock. That was sufHcient to admoni:?h us 

[oTthe surprising energies, and extraordinary prr- 
leverance of the men of this world to accomplish 
their object in view! — while O, might we Icnni 
tberefroo), a lesson of ardent iabtnu* nnd unhesi- 
tating perseverance in tlint work of infimlc mo* 
aicnl upon which our ^^eternal ail'' depends! 

In Devon we met with Mr. O'B. the founder 
^r the Beet in England, called Armenian-— Bible 
Christians: (vulgarly, Bryanitcs)--hc took us to 
his home, in Leskeard of Cornwidl, sixteen miles 
from Devon. There we met with some of the 
most loving christians — with whom we felt our 
whole souls entwined: especially some femaUs,* 
who travelled, as preachers of the Gospel. A 
man who had recently left the Friend's Society, 
eminent for talents and piety, was singularly ex- 
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cent) and saw some turning from sm, to the obe- 
dience of i\\e just: but as I felt bound for the city 
of London, we returned to Plymouth. From 
tbenci3, in company with Mr. O'B. we took tho 
steam-packet, and travelled two-hundred miles, to

From Kewport wo visited the famed Castle of 
Corrisbrookj which was situated upon an emi- 
nence, one mile from the town. Motives of ru- 
rjoeily which biouglit ua to this place, hnd a\t(i 
led thousands hiiher, before ua. 

To [his Caiitle, King Cl>arles (eI. fled Tor se- 
cuiity, in the civil-iyar, by Oliver Cromwell, of 
the I7lh century: — where he was arrested, and 
shortly after, tried and executed, in the city of 
Loudon. Although there, the roar of ronnon, or 
the din of arms waa no more heard: — the voice of 
lamentation had ceaacd! and Iheontth had long 
since covered the blood of the sluin,* yet the hor■^ 
rors of that dicudtul day were still commemorated, 
by the huge battered walls, and gloomy cells, 
"where," said the traveller, "ThousaiidB of my 
bravo countrymen vcre butchered in cool blood!" 

Wc returned to Newport, and Mr. , ap- 
pointed for an Jlmerkan female lo preach upon a 
public square, in the centre of the town. HuD- 
drcda hud Boon collected upon the spot, anxious 
to know what a "-womnn from America" would 
have to say to them,— I had commenced peak- 
ing; and all was profound silence, when 1 wai 
Buddcnly arresled of the police ollieers, and 
brought befoie a court of justice, under charga 
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of ^'obstructing the way and making disturbance!" 
This once, in the journey of my life, I rejoiced 
in the prospect of becoming a ^'prisoner" for 
Chirst Jesus sake, and the Gospel. That hon- 
or, however, at this time, was denied me: but 
being honorably acquitted, I went and concluded 
the '^exercise" in the presence of as many as 
chose to follow, &c — So I gave them a sample 
for once, that <' American females, are not all of 
Ihem, cowards." 

This circumstance consequently was overruled, 
much to the furtherance of (he truth. Many 
christians looked upon (his act of outrage from 
the officers, wi(h such indignation, that they 
threw open their commodious preaching house, 
and bade us use our freedom there. Having 
spoken thrice to large and solemn auditories, in 
that place, the "power of the Highest" began 
to be remarkably displayed — and many among the 
niultitade to cry out '4 am the chief of sinners!" 
**1 am a grey headed sinner!" '*I humbly crave an 
interest in your prayers! Many joined in cove- 
nant, to seek eternal life, at the loss of all things; 
and to meet me, in a better world. So, in hope 
of seeing them all again, even at the ^'marriage 
supper of ttie Lamb," I bade them all farewell: — 
but I had the satisfaction however to learn, some 
weeks subsequent, that the ''good work" of tho 
Lord Jesus was still progressing there. '^Lord, 
work by any means, that precious souls may be 
saved, and that thy Glorious Name may be ex- 
alted in all the earth!" I visited likewise difl^r- 
ent parts of the island, viz: — the bea\3iV\^\A Vck^w^i

Oct. 6. We i^ikme I'l Portsmoulli, mid tarriHi 
but for a night. Here, I gazed upon liie inall% 
ludc, willi tender pity, and qiieelinned, ^'whelhec 
(here was one chrisiinu to a Lliousnnd," lliot pami 
eed me byr — Tiie great mass of them appeari?* 
bent together in destruction's wa^! From Porta- 
muuth, we look the slage-coHch, and came scvcik 
ly miles to London. 

In London, the Metropolis of the hingdom^ 
(or the chief city of the known world) I expected 
to see, if possible, both virtue and vice Ailljr, 
exemplified. One specimen wb had, on the now 
hand, befnre the Jnurney wus completed: for on 
entering the cily at tiighl, (iinnware of t\it\ boat 
that wnlched for the unauspecting traveller,) oiup; 
garments had a slit lhroug_h, a number orinchef, 
Ibr Iho conlenta of our packets — even while lrav-< 
elling with the utmost speed. This proved a le*-j 
son in season, that we now especially needed tlior 
"sagacity ofa serpent" tempered with the "iiariH'. 
lessnesa of a dove'' to know how to resist, in ft 
twofold sense, [he wiles of the "wicked one" . 

In my expectations I was not disappointed, I 

, concerning cither the good or the evil prevailing I 
here. AI any "sons and daughlcrs," I rejoice to I 
assert, were "virtue's brightest ornamenla:" nndl 
thai, it was indispensably necessary they shouldl 
be, in order 10 withstand (he current of iniquilyl 
which heat so heavily against (hem. — While on Ui J 
other haod, multitudes were the ''exact mndelgfl 
seemingly, of all (hat man wna capable of beinifl 

////s side oriho infernal pit. ttnt \ B^eak it to ti^| 
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priiise of many, That the monner in which we 
were received in London^ for the Truth^s sake — 
abd treated, during a stay of three months among 
them I was truly becoming the christian charac- 
ter. 

In the chapels appropriated to Methodists and 
Bible Christians, I laboured principally; — how- 
ever, I spake occasionally to multitudes on sliip'* 
board, in alms-houses, sail-lofts, prisons, prison* 
ships; and very frequently in the open air, i. e. 
in corners of the streets, public squares, &c. &c. 
To out-of-door preaching, the people of London 
are much accustomed, — where, not one to a hun- 
dred that throng the streets, would otherwise, 
ever hear the GosrEL preached. At Katcliff 
Square, in the open air, I had the pleasure of 
occupyinjGT the stand wiiere the venerable J. IVes-- 
ley had often, as "an unvarying wayinark" point- 
ed the "wayfaring man" 

•»Tlie way; — llie ^ay lo God I 
Salvation, llinmgh a s.wioib's blood I" 

Scores I trust, whicli there gave me their hand 
in solemn covenant, to seek and' serve the Lord: 
will remember that time, and place, vpith exceed- 
ing great joy, in the world of Glory. 

At Limehouse, where I sometimes spake in 
the forks of the road, was a very remarkable re- 
vival of the work of God. — Many joined hand^, 
in covenant, to seek salvation: and some, bless 
the Lord, from the JKing^s highway, that were 
poor and pennyless were made "rich in faith and 
heirs of the kingdom." 

I was invited to speak, li\ a y^'\^^xv-^\\^^^'^ ^"^ 
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femnle convicts, lliat wcie lo be IrariEporled the 
ensuing morning lo Van Deiman's Lund. O, my 
hcatt Elill mulls at Ihc rcuollecliun or that scene I 
A number in Hie binnm ur youth, lie struggling 
in the lost agonies ordf^ath, while ihcir luss therte 
was none to deplore; nnd others were, bidding 
sdieu lo husbands and children, parents and kin-- 
dred, oil— \vi[h their native lund— to behold liia 
same a^^am, no mure forever' Oh! their sad 
cries which rent the dii'< — But iilas, nil then wer« 
.'ruitlesa! I Indulgt-d iho pleasing hope however, 
thut Ihey "sorrowed nher a goodly sort;" Bni_ 
that the sulcmn engagement they then made, (if 
try to meet us in Heaven, would never, (of aay^ 
ol them) be Torgotten. 0, "lehcii the earth nno; 
tea deliver vp tluir dead." way we see those pnori, 
iiiraluaLcd fcniules, in rubes of spolless'lnnorcnc*^ 
come forth, of whom it elinll he said, " Tkey hatR 
tcashed their robes and made them ickite in the blooA4 
of the lamb." 

Under the proletlion of soii;e Methodist preach^ * 
crs KH Weill on btinrd of a ahi]-, nlso tying in lh«J 
river, nnd spoke to socae scores of seamen:—^ 
Elizabeth, with myi^eir, the only females. But tt^i 
a good cause, nliereos we have never reason tj? 
htsilate, or be ashamed! 

1 went lo Newgale prison, with Elizabeth, tit 
gain an interview with some, under sentence c^ 
death; but none, except their chaplain being pe^ 
milted to exchange words with them,— I was therff' 
fere conscious 1 had done what I could far tba 
saving of their souls ; and so, I ventured also IS 
witness their execulion. How was I struck oil 
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leeing "three yming genllemen,*" come Torlh, ns a 
sacritice to such an ignoTniDious tJeatli! One, 
solemnly bowed to tlin coDcourse of lliouianils, 
and only brealhed 'farewell' — [hen ihey wilhtcem- 
bltng submitted themselves to the executioner: 
and in two minutes si>ace, were launched into the 
eternal world! Oh, the aspect was tremendous'. 
Shall I ever again witness such a scene? nor 
might none other mortal! But this is only, as it 
were, the common work of the dny; and the 
same crimes are repeated, as in the fuee and eyes 
of the critninal, for which he is to die! "Heaven 
daring sinners; how can they escape the damnation 
olHeli?" 

We vijiied a number of towns and villages 
a'ijoining London, viz: Wool with, Kingplnnd, 
Hiliibrd, Sfc. At the place last named, I bed the 
privilege of speaking in a commodious chajiel, 
belonging to a female preacher, in connexion 
with the W. Methodists. I had also the pleasure 
of hearing a number of females preach in [jondon, 
belonging to the P. Methodists. 

In pss'iing through the town ol Greeniviiih, 

shows — when a preacher, ofour company, obaerred 
' 'we will go and pray with Ihem." Wo ac- 
cordingly left the carriage, and he knell in the 
street, a small distance off, — svliich alli acted their 
attention, and he began to pray very fervently. 
The whole, consequently lefl their ahowa and 
assembled about us: and when Mr. P. had 
copclutled his prayer, he gave out, Thai a woman 
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from America woulil address tlicni from Iheav 
wurda, "God so loved the ll'orld," 4~c> I WOB gl«4 
of liie ojipoitunjiy oi" apt-aking li> ibetn^ but E 
wished likewise for llie piivil^e ol cliodBitig wf 
own aiibject. Wlierefure, I ihought proper lo act iff, 
flccorduiice wilh whaf he .had Btaled, eo I spak^ 
tr> ihem an halfliuur or mure, from (be teU, and' 
«c started on our way. Mauy, eu fur fotgol tb^ 
firEt diversion, that they folluwed ub, witli tears, K 
considerable dislBnce:— and 0, ir.ay they a]n» 
"foliovi the Lamb, tehithersoever He goetk." 

yVe felt iolerealeti in behig preaeut at a "Jewi«h* 
Feast of Tubernacles;" eepeciRlly, on Ihe "laat. 
day," cnlteJ ihe "Gient Day of the Feaal."— ■ 
Thousands had collected at iheir SyoagngueM' 
from, every puit of the kingdom: but of lbs 
"whole,"— hoiv destitute of the true spirit oS 
devotion, in nil ibeir observances. True, said ^ 
"the glory has depmled,— and Ihe mighiy liaw 
fallenl" 1 noticed that their Rukre brought Sattt 
their rolls lif parchment, conlaining Ihe writiuM 
nfihe Old Testnmenl, ric-itiy decked witb gp^i 
silver, fee. — and these every mnn eiitbriiccd vi^ 
a kiss. Said I, moreover, how insenslUe ia tll^ 
people, that this siime woril nhicb they, lo )ituil4| 
view, Ell much ruvere, in the sight of Jebov^Q 
they have utleriy net at naught, and made void by 
their traditions: yea, that Ihey^ themselves, in jl 
very special eense, are Hint '"rebellioua houH^ 
fay whom it is obsoliilcly contemned and rejrctcjlt 
Of what a blindiug nature i^ sin! 

In one of the chapels of London, cnllcd Salens 
hud the privilege of speaking once, twice natj 
-'--- - w^ek, for the space of three months^ 
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Ahhough this bouse was the private property of 
toine local preachers, who had invited mc to the 
place; their auperinteodent H. M.*— finding his 
authority out of the question, — took the liberty to 
show his influence, by sending another,t to occu- 
py the pulpit in my stead. I sat and heard, but 
told the coogregation, when he had done, (which 
I considered it duty to do,) why, the person 
had not addressed them, for whom the appoint- 
meat had been made;-'and added, '^Perhaps the 
man supposed, that spch an one might do you 
harm;" — but, according to the assertion of the 
-wise man, ^^He that judges a mailer before he hvnos 
ii^is a fool^^ &c. &c. The old gentleman then 
arose, to vindicate himself, — and said, ^'I know 
not but that the woman, is the best person that 
ever was; but I was ordered so to do, of the Su- 
perintendant." Poor man, thought I, it is a great 
pity, that you are grey-headed, and know no bet- 
ter, than to take aim, — hit-or-miss, — because an- 
other has said so. 

Shortly after, the three preachers were called 
to an account of H.' M. for suffering a woman, to 
speak in the chapel. One of them very confi- 
dently replied, '^I did not invite that woman to 
the place, but I would not lay a straw in her way .'^ 
Said a second, ^'Neither did I invite the woman 
to the place; but many sinners have been con- 
verted and in consequence; and I do not re- 
pent of her going." — Said a third, "I did invite 
her there; and hundreds have been drawn by 
motives of curiosity to the place, that otherwise

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wise, would never have gone to any housBfi 
prayer; and verv many souls have been cm 
verted; lience I du not, — neitlier shall I ever, i^ 
pent Dfil." So as av|iunishraeD( for doing gooi 
and not being willing (a say, "I repent," th^ 
were all expelled from (he connexion, Are Ihei 
leaders, ihe followers of ihe venerable J. Wa 
ley? — Or do they cure to imitate him, but i 
*name' only, — and all hia virtues lie, ns uselesi 
and furgot? 

We went to view the nivful spot, al IVell-Clos* 
Square, where the Divine vengeance was e 
signally manifcated, in the destruction of Nev 
Brunswick Theatre. Upon Ihat site of grounc 
stood a house, where God was worshiped, sine 
the remembrance of some, cotemporary with ui 
which building was torn down, and one reared i 
its stead for n playhouse; but it was not long bi 
fore the Theatre, was destroyed by fire; and 
seconiJ was under way to supply lis place, — Thi 
went up with eu.ch amazing rapidity, as to asloi 
ish all of the vicinity. The sound of the worl 
men was beard by night and by day, — sabbal 
days not excepted — during which, if any man n 
fused to work, hp lust his employment. TJj 
house at length was completed; nnd every M 
caution was used, against its destruction a seooj 
time, by fire, [as though ihc great AncHtTEcrj 
the Universe, was to be bafBed in His attempts 
— Consequently, it was illuminated, for the St 
time on Sabbnlh evening, as if, for a performanQI 
— On Monday night, hundreds had there again tbil 
inlicipated delight. — But it was momentarfT 
Some heaTd, in Ihe meanwhile "violent 
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and others "hea?y blows," like Iho beatitig of 
rods anainat Ihe wall^; aod ihey left ihe place, and 
said nutliing. On Wednesday, earnest prepara- 
licna were making avnJn, for a second perlarfn- 
ance ; — when, llio cliief propriutors, and -riany 
young ladies nere together, at nn eiily hour, 
making ready as dancers at the evening's enler- 
lainmcnt. At 1 1 o'clock, A. iM. one aj'tpru-ords, 
observed, ''I heard a sownd, ar.d saw a vibration 
nfthe chandelier, when, as from insiinct, IJumped 
over into one of (he boxes, and instantly, the whulo 
struclurc— with an auTuI crash, wns a heap of 
ruins! The waits had hurst asunder, (the mor- 
tar being still undry) and llic iron roof, with a 
vast weight suspended, had fallen, and buried 
huDilreds in wretchedness and deulh! ' The chief 
proprietor, ynung g'?ntIemon, ladies, workmen, 
travellers, horses, kc. were crushed, timb and 
joint, Munder! Fifiy or siity killed and wounded, 
the exact number, however, unknown! One week 
had passed, and it whs imagined, there was still life 
there; — dying groans were heard; and some were 
nt length dug out. But ibere was none to remove 
the pile, for ihey said, " Who will pay our wa- 
ges-" 

By this dreadful catastrophe, thus, many lives 
were lost in Ihe most shocking mnnner; and the 
mourners filled the streets. A vast amount of 
properly was gone: — workmen had lost their wa- 
ges." — many had lost their all.' — scores were thrust 
into prison, — or reduced to beggary and left to 
perish with hunger. — Mourners, had watered lliiJ 
ground with their tears; and these streets had 
rung with their most bittet criea, 'E\i<i\iTO.VL&fc»

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bail docked from every part of the kingdoin, t 
wilnesa wiisl was done; and almaat eveiy pu\jt 
of ihe cQTintiy had reaouodcd with the melai 
chnly tlieine! After a Inpee nf twelve months, 
had come to the place nlso:— and all, pi lengt) 
wan Bilenl, around the fuial spol. — Multituda 
about, were living, as Ihcy had lived, and goiq

was no more hcardi — and (his elroke of Jehova^ 
tengeaace, whs seemingly forg[>t! . ■ 

Wlio, hut that mudt acknowledge the 'hand <f 
Go»' it) Iheee tiiin.^a ^— or can Gay, That Id (ba 
ijnidst of wralh He did not rememher inercy,' 
Had this event heen delayed but a few houQl 
more, when thousands had collected at Ihe pInoSj] 
what dreadful destruclinn of life must inevitabjH 
have been! Jehovah, sofierj long, and is kind j bw| 
'His patience will not always bear. — He has sai4 
" Vengeance ia mine, I laill repay." May all l||i 
deluded votaries of pleasure, consider Weil thai 
things, before iniquity proves their ruin^ and tbw 
end lamentation he nt bst, where hope, or merq 
never cometh! ^ 

At an avenuQ of the metropolis, was an ima^ 
exhibited to view, of a man, emacldled lo a ekeb 
Ion; clothed in rags; bound hand and foot wil 
irons; a padlock upon his mouth — and upon ig 
bead the threat inscribed, "No grumbling:" — tlqi| 
lo represent, the slaie of the nnlion. A »a( 
correct delineation, as I imagined, of the cru 
tyranny, both civil and religinus, under whiq 
■nullitudea of the lund long had groaned. Bj 
Ihe bitter cry, of the oppressed, poor and net 
lj^^ had seemingly come up into Ihe ears t 
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the €rOD of Sabaoth, whose wrath was not a Httio 
kiodied. And when ^*I1e ariseth to shake terribly 
the earth, who shall stand before his indignation?" 

Here, passes the gilded coach of the Lord 
Mayor, drawn by six white steed, richly ornn- 
meoted with crimson plumes, blankets, &c. — 
next moves, with solemn procession, the hearse, 
in great mngiiificence for the buriul of those of 
noble line,* — then follow in train, thousands of the 
oppressed, emaciated poor, who would thankfully 
grasp one crumb of bread! Oh, what abominations 
are these,cried I; which are practised in this land! 
Who can wonder, at the insurrection of multitudes 
who have not the fear of God, throughout this 
country? And who can wonder, that thousands 
put a period to their own wretched existence, 
who are doomed to endure such aggravations 
as these? Did Almighty God make mortals thus 
widely to difier? No. "JBti/ woe be to those nch, 
ihey hxive trodden down the poor^ and they have kept 
back by fraud, the hire of those, who have reaped 
doum their fields, S^c, Let them therefore weep and 
howl Jor the miseries that shall come upon them. 
Their gold and their silver is cankered, and the 
rust shall be a witness against them, and shall eat 
their flesh, as it were fire. ^^ 

I improved the opportunity of visiting several 
times^ the famishing manufacturers of Spital- 
fields and fiethnal-Green. Oh! the situation of 
thousuAiids there, language would fail me to 
describe! What death could be more terrible than 
that of starvation, with, bread enough in full 
view! Even, the most wretched criminal upon 
the gallows, might have hundreds lo s^w^^vtlr^ 
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with tiim; who suffers indeed, justly, For hia own 
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nway and dying with hunger, who have dono 
nolhing worthy of their miseries: towmd whom, 
no lenient hniid is extended — no yearning bowels 
move. — But every eye, toward theni is dry; and: 
every heart, is calloiis to their woes! 

But where might I look, and the most Jeplnr- ' 
able dialresa, did not prevail; and more esp(!ciallyj 
in' what street of this populous elty! How many, 'i 
alaa, might wo meet in every street or lane, 
with palo Inoltg, hollow eyes, anil meagre 
limbs; — or creeping U]» and down, like walking 
shadows. Complninta, the must bitter, in every | 
mauth; and multitudes, not only deprived of 
bread, but bereft of their senses! VVide-spread 
poverty, had produced wide-spread lunacy; — 
hence the mad-ho'ifes were tilled with lunatics; — 
and the most shocking murders, were committed 
daily. — Parents were inhumanly butchering their 
children, and children their parents; — husbands 
Ibeir wives, and wives their husbands; and multi- 
ludea, also, fi>reaBeing the evils that were coming ' 
upon them, hung, drowned, poisoned, shot, &c. 
themselves. Oh, said I, "Might I weep day and 
night, for the slain of Ike dauglUer of mij people.^' 
But all these appeared, only na the beginning 
of sorrows. The blackness of darkness, I Haw, 
as a curtain hanging over Ihe nation; — and not 
unfrequenlly declared to them (in public testimony) ■ 
that, "The day of Irmible was near." The sin, J 
I conceived, for which God was about lo visit I 
them, was n national sin! consequently must ^ 
bo punished wilh a nntignal evil: but what that 
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evil would be I cnuld nol Bay : wlielhpr (he sword, 
raroine, or pesljlcnce. — ffhcrefore amidst com- 
plicated miseries, I saw them, as it weie, a na- 
tion descending; — and that the gloty, which 
had in a great measure departed from Ihem, 
other counlties more deserving, vtuuld ciMy en- 
joy. 

A pn;ier vas lianded me in London, shewing 
what evenla were lo bo accomplished, from Ihe 
memorable year 1830. Signs and wonders, Cin 
evidence thereof) had appeared in the heavens 
— The moon's disk, had been seen to divide asun- 
der, fur the space at several feet; and in each 
divisiou the bust of a man, — with a crimson fiirdte 
about the wuisi, and each, with sword in hand, 
uplifted against his fellow. The veracity ol ' 
this, howsoever, we have no aiilhority to assert: 
except from the remarkaljle inciilenls which have 
since been fullilled in ditTurenl parts of Ii^uropc, — 
and that commenced quickly alter, more especinl- 
ly among the French nalion. In the "jiotitical ' 
world," despot ism, monarchy, and arislocrncy must 
fall.'— And in ihe "religious world," prieslcralt, 
bigotry and superstition must have an end. And 
llie.i shall the Reobemer's Kingdom, which ia 
"righteousness and peace," ho "victorious over 
all, and fill the whole earth," 

If Ihe tender mercies of the Most High, do 
not excite men to the practice of virtue; nor His 
judgments have Ibeir designed effect; then has 
He said, " fVill I make mine aj-roins dnrnk with 
blood, andny ateord thall devour jlah." Now is 
the time, we verf well know, when the nntiona. 
of the East, yea, of the whole cttTlV\, a^tt ^\%«!iT 
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CDDvulsed; and does it not betoken, A storm mg 
terrible at hand? VYhile the judgmenls of Gc 
Die thus abroad in the earlli; happy far all su 
ns learn righleousneaa (hereby. — But those w 
will still refuse and rubcl, shall be devoured w. 
Ilie awnrd, — roriheraoHth ofllieLord hath spok 
it. We rejoice that "tyranny," eiilier civil or r 
ligioua, shall not long prevail in llie earth :r—h 
that the Lord ahiill overturn, and overturn, un 
at length "liberty" both civil and religious, ai 
be established in all tho world. s| 

I fell interested in surieyini» some of the ■ 
ficiul curioaitiea of the Melropulis; such aa^ 
Tunnel, (called) or arched street, bnneatli'ii 
river Thames; the Church of St. Paul, Tf j 
minster Abbey, Westminster Mall, the Musfllj 
the Monument built in commemoration of t 
hre, which happened in 1666, &c. In obaervi 
these, — I was consliained to say again, "H( 
much more wise are the children of this wor 
in their generation, than the children of light 
In these things, what rcmarkabln enterprise a 
perseverance have they displayed, to obtain 1 
object of their pursuit! While en (he other hai 
the "men of grace" who have"the exceeding gre 
and precious promises" of Goo, (o encouNl 
and urge Ihem forward, in the path of dB( 
(and who especially profess to have respect loi 
Sternal Inheritance) — hotv "double-minded 4 
they oHen found; and unstable and remiss, im 
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tress of this land, I could no louger endure:— not- ' 
withstaodiog many de<ir christian friends, urged 
otur longer coulinuence hete. Some besought 
that we might pay them a visit, in the ^'North of 
England. " But I labored under great heaviness, 
and continual sorrow. Of my bread I could not 
partake of quietness,— while sensible that hundreds 
of every description surrounded me, that wcie 
perishing for food. » * * 

As many of the poor were anxious to accom- 
pany roe to America, I imagined that from some 
ofthe rich, I might solicit aid in their behalf. Ac- 
cordingly I drew up a paper for sub.scription; 
(which I handed to some in affluent circumstan- 
ces) that read as follows: 

TO THE TRULY BENEVOLENT. 

'^I am a foreigner. A few months since from 
the United States of America. From a sense of 
duty have 1 come to this country, (and if any aie 
concerned to know) with necessary credentials. 
In travelling through different parts of England, 
I have witnessed very sore calamity, especially 
among the poor inhabitants of the land: — many of 
whom, are actually in a perishing cotfdition. 

Being myself about to return to America, and 
knowing that they there may be useful and happy, 
I have thus undertook to solicit in thair behalf, 
^thc charitable assistance ofthe humane:' and I 
anticipate the pleasure of seeing them at some 
future period, (not a few,) comfoitably situated in 
my own native clime."

Fow were diapnsod, liowever, lo give me any 
encourngement; bo I gave over, and ive prepared 
toeinbark for my own toved country, America. I 
conceived Ihat the sufierings to which we ehould 
be exposed on the occDti; wonid not be equal to I 
those, we must unavoidably endure, in (arryiufr 
where we were. Having parted witli mucli of 
our wearing apparel, and all else tbat tve could 
spare, In Ibe naked, famishing poor; we were, 
therefore, but ill-prepared for cold wintry etorma, 
— and that for a succession of weelo or moothd, 
upon the wide Atlantic: But I believed that thfl 
snme Almcghty Arm, which hud been my defence 
thus far, buth upon the land and 6n the sea; would 
also give me agnin lo see, my native clime In 
pence, I was well persuaded, that instead of 
cold wintry winds, nnd rolling seas; the Lone was 
able to send a gentle summer breeze; — and bid 
the sens, lo "cease their raging," even lilt we had 
gained llie distant, — destined shore. 
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RETURN TO AMEUICA. 
PART IV. 

'Jan. 5th, 1330. Wo entered on board Iho 
Amerienn pnckel-Hliip Thames, (J . lioblnsoa, 
master,) for Philadelphia. A number of preachera 
and brethren there commended us ti> God, by sol- 
erjin prayer; and we added, "A long farewell — 
until we hail you, —the citizen of London, hnsM 
'■—^fermore, on Zlon'a Holy HiUV 
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Our neat lillle cabin, wc now onEJdereit n 
sweet retreBC,--lram all Hie wars nnd ri|;li[ings, wo 
with pnirifulness h:id seen. Wc hud tiat been 
many clan's onl, berurc we Imd indeed a gcnilc 
breeze, and the heal of summer, for the gpiice ot 
six weeks: — in iht; mean lime, having loken n 
southerly course, (for trade winds. Sec.) we fimnd 
ourselves in the Itititudc of the Vieat Indies. I 
was able to employ my pen, Tor the mnst pari; 
and nil things went on nteasnnlly. L'lilil, nl length, 
we heard the joyful cry of Laud! Lnnd! Land! nnd 
I ran upon deck, to behold my loved America, 
once more;— just then, the ship struck!— The 
f crash was tremendous! Behold it wa3 upon 
shoals, with only tivo-nnd-a-half-fathom wiiter. 
She cnnlinued beating for the apare of twenty 
minutes, — which caused such a terrible sound, as 
though the pillars of ihe cnrlh were in cnmmo- 
lion. Every countenance gathered paleness^ 
nnd a signal uf distress was hoisted; ivhcn, some 
vessels within srghl, were hastening to our relief. 
And Ihey sounded again, nnd it was Hve ruthum 
water; the wind being stiil very mild, hence, ahe 
(juielly moved off, and (wilhoul casting any reflec- 
tion,) she went unmolested on her way. The 
Captain came to me afterwaids nud remnrltcd, 
"How she got on, I cimnol tell, nor how she got 
off, but Ihiit sha is off, and we are safe."— He 
added moreover, 'She is now like a man, thnt has 
slept upon a hard plauk, during the night — with a 
back-bone somewhat snre.' (Her 'faUe-keel,' sho 
having lost nfC; which was the principal injur; she 
eustained.) How often, will sinners pray in lime 
of distress^ and be ashamed of vl u^«^tvii\'!&%s — 
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when — 'Peler-like,' — liiey begin to c-rae, and 
B-er in order lo hide it. Tlie caplain, in lime of 
danger, (though, perliaps, the loss of the ship WSH 
the moat he fEared,) begun to prny, "God bloM 
US, and save uh?" — but ni> sooner, was he in sarely 
than iie altered his tonelo, "D — n ihoae ahoals!" 
At this lime, I was unmoved, as I Teared tb« 
h.ss or no nian'fl life; although 1 was npprehpn- 
aive Ihat (he ship was in iminent danger. Bu[ I 
felt ihnuklul lo God, however, for such a lesaoa 
of in^lrui:lioiij that I might bo nblt; lo realize in 
enme measuie, the awful sensations of ship- 
wrecked-marinera. It appeared that those on 
board, had been too insensible of the mercies 
whioh had funDwecl Ihem, thus fur, across ihs 
deep; — hence, this particular incident. Was inten- 
ded by Divine Providence, lo arouse tbem to 
n sense of what Ihey had esr.aped— and also lo 
give them to understuad, with what ease Ihey 
■night all have been swallowed up in ihe bowels 
of the ocean, had there been no ''power" above 
that of "human" to deliver Ihcm. (lad Ihe gala 
been Ihe same, thai it was but a few hours before, 
we mitst inevitably have been dashed in pieces 
even at the first blow. The goodness and for- 
bearance of God, should lead men "to love anil 
revere— even the place where His honor dwelleth." 
March 3d, 1830. With much joy, we again set 
foot on the happy ahorca of fair Columbia; after 
more than seven weeks confinement lo our float- 
ing prison. I had chosen Philadelphia as my 
landing place, on Iho account of some emigrants, 
that I had engaged to meet at that potl. I was loo 
^^iitig to deprive myself of the society of my

parents aDd4&indred, for a space to aid, if possi- 
ble, such as had succoured me in a land of stran- 
gers; hence I made a stay of a number of weeks 
in Philadelphia, and held meetings in ten or more 
of their preaching places, (which belonged to dif- 
ferent sects,) with good success. 

We then went to the city of New- York; in 
which place, I spoke in five of their houses of 
worship, — a number of halls, &c.; and saw much 
good effected, in the name of Jesus. Here, I 
had the pleasure also, of seeing three others of 
my own sex, labourers in the Gospel, and com- 
panions of i)ny tiibulation, viz: Ann Rcxford, (be- 
longing to the denomination of christians) Ruth 
Watkins, and Ann Warren, from England, (attach- 
ed to the Primitive Methodists,) — these had tra- 
velled with the testimony of Jesus, for a succes- 
sion of years. I believe that females are sent 
into the harvest of the Lord Jesus, more especi- 
ally. To provoke the idle shepherds, to more ear- 
nest endeavors for the good of souls! — and for the 
promotion of the ^'word and kingdom of the Re- 
deemer," over the world. The Lord grant that 
'' fVKnina may thresh mowttains^ and beat them small, 
and make the Inlls as chaff P^ 

I went to Newark, N. J. and held meetings in 
chapels of Methodists: — we then proceeded to 
Camptown, where I spoke in a chapel, built for a 
"female preacher," (Ann Rexford.) She had been 
instrumental of gathering a considerable ^'church" 
in that place: — and who were also attached, as I 
trust, ''To the general assembly^ and church of the 
first born J — ^vhose names are wriiitn in ihe L^wpp^? ^ 
book of n/e.'' 
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Wc iic\t Dllendud n gcncrnl meeting Drinde- 
peiidcnt flleihodisls, at Long- U ranch; where I re- 
ceived a Note, aa follotvs: 

"Thia is lo certify to nil whom it may concern* 
that our eidter, Jinn Toidt, lias been laboring an^ 
|)readiitig the Gospel among us, much to our sal- 
isfaction, and edilicalinn. We heteby recom- 
mend her, 05 in our r^pininn, wortliy to be receiv- 
ed, and helped forward, in her work and labour 
of love, by all (vho love our Lord Jesus Christ,

al Long Branch, Shrewebury, County of Mnn-

I laboured Ihrc 
cent; and saw i 
"choosing ralher lo suffer affliction nilh His peo^ 
pie, than lo cnjny Llie abort-lived iilcnsurcKofBln." 
X hud sometimes the happiness of seeing an as- 
semlily, consisting of hundreda, crave and intorest 
ill the prayers of chrisliens, — that they might bt 
eavd. "Be Ihal seckelli, findelh ; and to him, thai 
kitockclh, il ahalt be opened." 

I spolie nt Ihe Court-House in Freehold and at 
an Inn, in English-Town;— and then, reached 
New-Brunawiclt, I there, held three meetings ia 
the Methodist Chapel, which were very cncoor- 
Bging, Their preacher shewed us much kind- 
ness. Wo then went lo Boundbrnoli; where I 
spoke in a Grove, on l\ie 4lVi ot 3\i\n, ti:i^mlha 
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^^Rooi vf Jesse^ that shall stand as an ensign to 
the people^ S^c^ I spoke likewise at the Acaciemy, 
— the preceptor, of which, shewed me much 
&vour, and also Mr W. — Mny God return, my 
good friends, double in (he present time— and the 
riches of elernity, be theirs, beyond the grave! 

IVe reached Philadelphia, and went a second 
time to our good sister's, — Hannah Andrews; with 
whom, wc rejoiced to have again, ^ quiet resting 
place. She is a preacher in the line of Quakers, 
but not a member. (Friends from England, whom 
I had ekpected, had in part arrived; and left, 
waiting for me, — books, Ittters, papers, &c. &c. 
but they had gone from the city.) 

Here I was called to the most bitter trial, as I 
thought, that I had ever experienced: viz. the 
parting with my Elizabeth. Her brother came 
from New Orleans, on his way to St. Johns, (New 
Brunswick) io see his parents; and he desired her, 
to bear him company. This she intimated to me; 
but the very thought, being death-like, of parting 
with her; I hence, strove to dissuade her from tho 
thing, — and to await another opportunity. She 
hushed roe for that time; but she improved the 
chnncOy however, while I was sleeping, and fled; 
leaving behind her, a letter, shewing her reasons 
for so doing, ^c. — which were — 'Hhat she consid- 
ered it her duty to visit her parents; and she 
conceived a parting would be too hard for either of 
us to bear, in any other way.'' I therefore now saw 
myself again, a lonely traveller in the earth; and 
that, let others do as they would — to me '*No cross" 
on earth, would be, ^^No crown'' in heaven, li i\ 
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lliroujifi much Iribululvm, that lee shnll tuler the 

1 laboured Ihrniigh Ibe cily, in many oftheir 
houses of wnrship; and likewise in llie mnrket- 
pInoesT (the inlenso lienl of (he season being 
Hiic^h, as to rcndur it very diangreeablc nn'lhm 
duors,) sometimes Bpceking to more than lhre«L 
thousand, while and coloured, at one lime, "ti^ 
police-officer very kindly olTered to light iIhI 
mnrkel-hnuse, and to keep order, as ollen as [ 
chose. I wna extremely a^euled, to see (h« ng» 
come out with tlieir cliairs, at n very earljr kour 
and Sent themselves in rcndineas, — »'iih mudianxl 
icty to hrnr. Many, usually cnnie forward fbj 
prayers, nl my request; and a goodly number llrUBlj 
found in the market- plnue.'), a pardon oftheir urttl, 
I had here the plenanre of hearing Dorothy Ripl«j 
preach— who had for the good of soula crossa 
the Atlantic, the eighlecnfh lime. 

I went inio New Jnrsey, and spake in MUfoKj 
at the Baptist and Meihadist preaching ttoasai 
As the court wna silling at this piece, lORie d 
the Judges happuned among my henrers, and kM 
lo make mc a number of visits: — Besides oiImH 
was ■*«••«*, Judge of llie U. S. Court.- 
He nas a man, I fnund, quite unliko the ni^uj 
judge of old "that feared neither Goo, new r 
garded man;" but he shewed me voiy greal kin 
ncHs; and related the dealings of God, toH-arda!i| 
soul, wilh many tenrs, saying: "You are the Si 
persno lo whom I have ever spoken of thq 
things. And toward yourself, I have used freedot 
because I heljeve Ihat nothing else, liut love' 
^fiKious souh, could induce you in i:ang,c crfli 
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lion for a succession of yeard, as you have donn. I 
u-enc likewise to Luinberton,Hnd spake ifi the Me* 
tkodist Chapel; — !;ext lo Medlord, and spake in a 
chapel of the same order; (where I had great kind* 
ness shown me, from some of every description.) I 
went also to Pemberton, Juliuslown, Burlington, 
and Bordentown, and spake in chapels of Metho- 
dists, and Baptists. I then started on my way, for 
the city of Mew- York; where I arrived — with hope 
of being able to go immediately homeward; but 
I felt forbidden; — and in a ffjw days, two young wo- 
men,the daughters of Mr O'B., arrived from Eng- 
land. Their parents had sent them out to my care; 
and as they had shewed me kindness in n strange 
land, I considered it duly now, to requite the 
favor by staying, at least, a shott time with them. 

I went sn company with one of them, to 
Hartford, (Con.) and culled on H. G. a preath- 
er of my acquaintance: but evcfry where I turn- 
ed, some new circumstance tended to reinind me, 
Tiiat little confidence was lo be placed, in any hu- 
man arm.— Notwithstanding, this man had receiv- 
ed from myself, the kindest attention, when a 
stranger at ihe house of my father; (having been 
used to call, in travelling as a .preacher that 
way) but now in return, I was saluted' with, "I 
do not believe in the preaching of females; neith- 
er can I, conscientiously, afford you any aid." I 
was much surprised at this manner of address, 
on entering the house; — especially from him, as 
he had a daughter, gone on a foreign miasiou w.ith 
her husband; with whom it appeafied, he was 
pleased well enough! I hence, saw at much con- 
sistency in him, as the man had dVicKsi^t^t^ W 
5 
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Briliali Americn;— oTwiiom it whs lold me, "Thnt 

he opposed llie preaching or womEn, above every 
thing else:— bill iiis wife, wns wont tr> wrile his 
Gerrnuns for Ealibfltli-dny, and he )o reod them.'* 
This, conaeqiienlly, pnssed well enough with 
him, for Ihe fulfilling i.f his solenin charge. "T* 
idiint (fie projilt, at Ihe mouth of God" — uranding 
between Ihe living nnd Ihe deml, &.l'. I suppose, 
the poor IgnoraiuuB thought, If the people had it 
nt his mouth, it was all that his obligation, either 
to Cod or man, required! ••*••• 

I iherefore, mude application mj'aelf, first, to 
the Wethodisl preacher, for his house to spenk 
in. Bui he had his excuses —I then went to the 
Baplisl minialer:— and he hnd his deocims to con* 
suit. — So I went, — laslly, to the Universalirt 
preacher, and (I speak it to his prniie) he np- 
peait'd the most chiistian-like of the four, — and 
remarked, "I atA willing that any body shall du 

I had there, a very lar(>;e and attentive auditory; 
and had organs intmduced fur the fir<t lime, to aid 
our devotions. Of this, however, 1 in no wise op- 
proved; but it had bai'pened, that I gave out an 
hymn, as I sometimea do,-(i, e. if I feel justified in 
doing it) which I reqaesled might be sut]g of those 
who "fi^arcd God," I presume the choir belong- 
ing to the society included IheniflelvcB without 
any hesitation in thai number; and they sudden- 
ly commenced such a mighty sounding behind my 
hoad, as quite amazed me! I h.id never been 
accustomed to view the Lord as behind my back; 
bat rather, as the Psalmist said, "To foresee tiMS, 
^^aM/t bfjore my Jaft, Ihal I should no( be mot- 
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ed." 1 had therrfore, no idea of any of "Hia 
worBhipperH" in (lint pluce; niid it was n wnnder 
if 1 had nol already aaid,— to 'Salan,' ''Gtl bchmd . 
mt." They very kindly ofTcrnd mo the use 
of Ihe house anein — nr when I pleased; and I 
htid lakcn tho liberty, to appoint for the ensuing < 
night. But il being rainy, perhaps they were ' 
alVaid of their line cusliions gelling dirtied; 
so it Was not opened. This, waa tho most cle;^nnt 
house-of worship I had ever occupied. May tlie 
Lord Jehovah condeacend to enrich Ihe place, 
with the 'Tar BUporinr henuly, and excelleiicy," of 
His kingdom, and of His grace! 

H. G. (."O very scrupiiloiis,) begun (he ncvl 
^ay lo upbraid me, lor iifleriiig an hymn, lo 
be sung of ungodly men, under (irelenco, of 
worshipping' Cod: — although, liis own lende^_ con- , 
Bcicnne — nor any member pf his family was ' 
wounded, hy being present. I very readily confessrd 
to him, whereas, That Ihe singing of ungodly 
inen, or their use of instrutnents, in meetings 
of worship, I was very far from approving: But 
that I thought myself furnished wiih a Eufficient 
excuse, fur having given out ihe hymn at that 
.Thpt I ■ ■- ■ ■ ■ 



limo — lo mi', .Thpt my appoinimeni had been J 
published ul the Mettiodist-chapcl, by cbrJEtian I 
people, and f hence e.vpecled, iharthey were ihs 1 
only ones prcBcnt to lake the lend of singing. But 1

because ihey did not, Bnid I, and unconverted 
people, (or rather, those who hnd behaved more 
christian-like, Ihnn hs hnd done himself,) improved 
the jiriviloge, had I any right to forbid them? 
No, I am not to be judge of any such ma\\.M«. 
'To their own master Ihey tilkcv eland or Jo-W. 
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Nevertheless, I resolved to try lo lie mnrfi 
watclifu! on tliat hnini, for Ihe time lo coma. Bui 
with rfigard tu himself, ho hiid eviucticed ta me, 
Ihat he "strained nt a jinat, ond swallowed a camel" 
with no degree ordifficulty. For I viewed 
he wns doing, a very grent crime — in, not only 
ditcoaraging, but even^/orViif/iiin^ the things, Ihnt 
God hnii expressly enjoined: ( i. e. llie public 
miniatratiun of femaieB.) Yen, the same things 
which I knew lo he essential lo my own Baivaiiun: 
— and not only so, hut for which I helieveil, 
thniiaandd would rejoite foreveftnure, in Ihe eternal 
tvorld nrblijs. 

To him, I Baid, Ifyou Rrc cdled. Sir, (o p 
(he Gospel'— why do you not preatb il? It 
appears, that you delight lo Rnd fault wilh all mt 
and to do ijood lo none: (ho hiiving nh-.ut 
half-dnzcn henrers in tlm place, lo whom 
was &i> overmuch righteous, as lo hreak -brcnd 
every sulibntli-duy: like the phiir 
Tithing mint iir.d cummin; but bimd,— wilfully a<i| 
to the far weighlier mutters.) I iherefore, saw 
ihHt this man would be lilicly lo hinder nil Ibo 
good, I mi<;ht he ahio to do, in the plac 
"sh'iok ii(F (he dust ofiiiy feel, aa n testimony 
ngiiinst him:"— il having cost me, not only lime 
and trouble:, but, &n dollnrs out of my poeket to 
come lo prolit their soula. — ThnI, I consequently 
led him lo imswcr nt the bar of Almighty Jeliovati; 
and so 1 bride him* adieu. I wos in hopes, 
that from Ihi^ place I might he uhlc to proceed 

• Tliis Ha'< ail r.:i> 
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homeward; but feeling, tho.two young women still 
to be my charge, I returned to the city or New 
York. 

I tarried yet, a number of weeks at New-York, 
and attenc'ed mostly to writing; until at length, 
my companion, E. Venner, relumed, in company 
with her brother: but he had so far won her to 
himself, that she would not be prevailed on to 
travel the world with me. They wont to reside, 
up the North River, the distance rf seventy miles. 
—to which place, after some days, I was im- 
pressed to go. For a night, my rrFt depaited, 
and in the morning early I resolved to follow 
the leadings of my mind; so 1 took the steam- 
packet, and in a few hours 1 reached the shore. 
But behold, Elizabeth wi<h her brother had 
ju.st set sail; and the vessel was then within 
sight, — for Lake Ontario, three hundred miles 
we>tward. Not knowing that I should ever 
have opportunity of seeing her again, I tor^k 
the Etcam-pack^t,* and soon overtook her: — but 
not being able to stop, I was obliged to pass 
her by, and go on to Albany. I there held 
one meeting while waiting for her; and in the 
meanwhile she arrived: but the pain of parting 
again^ we were both loath to endure; conse- 
quently, she and her brother, insisted on my 
proceeding forward with them. I did not seo 
clear to go back; neither could I feel recon- 
ciled to going forward: however I continued 
on, until, I reached Geneva, — (four-hundred 
miles from the city of New York, and situated 
at the head of Lake Seneca.) I had beea

I aOerwards improved chiefly at ihc Museum; 
and I (here had the siilisraction of seeing many 
awakened, lo seek the salvation of their aouli, 
(At (he earnest request of aouie of my fiiends, i 
cnnaented to have my likeness taken, for tho 
MuBnum. This I conceived might be n com- 
fort to Hiime, when I might sh'Jilly he sleeping 
in the dual.) 

A good woman came to mo one day, and 
urged Ihal I should visit a friend of liers, who 
was very ill. Resjiecting the person, I made but 
few enquiiies, nor did she care to give ine Iha 
exact character of her friend, Icat (ii; she after- 
waids said) I should refuse lo (;o. But I went, 
however, to his place of residence, and found 
him a venerable looking man, sitting in an armed 
clinir. 1 be^nn to diiect my conversation lo 
him; but heiiold he wiis dumb! I introduced 
the subject uf religiuni but he looked as though 
it was a matter liiri'ign to himself. t apake 
of the anlvalion of the world, universally; nnd 
lie quickly bowed assent, to his belief of that doO' 
trine. But 1 observed that he had "an ear to 
hear" what 1 had to say upon that subject: and 
□n my touching, particularly upon his afflictions, 
(hat he wepl as a child. I felt deeply interested for 
tfae man; and after an hour's conversation willl ' 
^jn bis wife requested my prayers in his behalf: 
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lo wUich I replied, "IT agreeuble lo liimsalf, I 
shall not oliject." He veiy readily signified us- 
eetit. And I Toll tliat [ had "jiower wiih God," 
and should uhimatfliy "prevail" in puliiag dowa, 
as with "Itoly violence," "Jehovah's Llessinga" 
on his head . 

Soon nliur, I paid him a second viz<il; and lie 
appeared highly grntiiieJ on seeing ma ogula. I 
conversed wiih him at this lime, wilh rnuuh mora 
rreedom; and he WL-pt aloud, seemingly, wilh aa 
heart broken tliraugh penitence and woe. I 
commended his soul lo God, a second lime, by 
earnest prayer; and wilh an unshaken conti- 
dence, that be would otilain a remission of his 
sina, and an inheritance wilh the jUKt. Tea, t 
continued my requests ut the Throne of Gtace, 
diiy and night that he might be. saved: bemg 
baptized inio the deepest sympathy with him, 
in his very «orc afflictions;— inaomnch, that I 
thought, his conversirm would be more lo me, 
than even mores of others, in a common lati'i of 
life. 

Being about lo leave Ihe country for llie cily

sustained at ihis period, in a mnnner snmewhat 
similar lo what was iho prophet Elijah, wlien 
he had his dwelling, by the -'brook Cbefiih:" 
— and alaot when be complained and said, 
"1 am UJt alone, and Iktij ieek my life!" 1 fell 
ii) the menowbib, whereas ibal [ cuuld go with 
Aonlidence and composure, — even to the stalce, 
for Ihs nama of ibe Lord Jesus, and Ihera 
suSer mnrtyrdom, if I was called so to do.— 
The Lord appeared lo be now, leading me "in 
tvaya I did nol knowj" — and I believed, He was 
preparing me for soinelhing great uhead. It might 
be, as I ibought, for my own departure from a 
"world ofainand woe." 

I alleadi^d a qitaitcrly-meeling of Melhodixls 
al Vienna; and ihn presiding elder, (Mr Chnae,) 
gave permission that I shuuld preach: which 
was the request of the other pie^cbers, that 
were present — wilb tbc exception of one whose 
"name" was Wright: (and it had heen happier

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/ rnnjull of matter J and the irpiril whithin me con* 
strainetk me." Gods' work progressed; &nd found 
way into almoiit every society of the city, within 
a short space. But of the hundreds that profes- 
sed religion, I conceived, (even of very many of 
them) that they needed, as much, a '-second re- 
formation," to make them in the *'sight of God," 
what they really ought to he, aei they needed fho 
**first," to constitute them in the "view of mor- 
tals," fit for admittance, wiihin the pales of their 
church. I had not so learned Christ, as they 
professed so confidently to have done! — Exam- 
ple goes before precept! 

I went to Reading and spoke in the Baptist M. 
House, to a large assemblage. Many oif the 
Academy students; (preparing for the ministry 
just at hand;) were present: A number of whom 
I took notice, *wero engaged in noting down my 
subject as I proceeded: but whatever might have 
been their object, in so doing, I was ivelJ ploascd 
to have their attention. And if any of them 
could boast of superior acquirements, 1 was in 
hf»pes, they would make a wisse improvement of 
them: and that they would render, ^Mionor, to 
whom honor, is due," and nnt seek to please 
themselves. From thence, f went to Maiden, 
and spoke in the Methodist chapel to a solemn 
auditory, but under much infiru^ity, 1 then re- 
turned t) Boston. After some weeks, having ap- 
plied myself very closely to my peo,. by dayj and 
attended meetings generally at some place, by 
night: I found my physical stre:»gth theiefore, 
gradually declining.

I begnn DOW to be anxious iiGout gelling to my 
fulber's^ and having gained some relief from Iba 
use of medicine, Etc. in company with M. G. I. 
Ionic (he btagB, and started for h'nne. Friends in 
Boston, I led with deep regret; hnving received 
from many, such repealed inslancea, of Iheic 
friendship and clirisliati benovnlencc, as in this 
world, I can never repay! They tenderly exr 
cuaed my weaknesses;— nnd puiienily bore with 
my infirnni[ic3;^cven as indulgent parents would 
bear wiUi a child. 0, may the "great AuTHon 
of all our mercies," amply lepay, their lenilcr 
■ohcitude for me; — and (bcir diainlereeted exer- 
tions, likewise, fur poor sinners, — with "great , 
griice," as their portion, on earlh; and "eternal " 
Glory" as their reward, beyond the gravel 

Upon my way homeward whs a venerable gen- 
(Icmun, also a passenger in the stage, who ap- 
peared anxious to enter into conversation with 
us. For some time, bo continued bis enquiries; 
and among o'.ber things, the subject of religion 
was introdiieed: — when turning to him, I Said, 
"I will lake the liberty. Sir, to tell you, your ex- 
perionCQ."

BDxieTy. His wife loo, saw 0t la palliate hiSi' 
-•rrora, by adding, "He don't mean vhat ho haft- 
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said. But he talks for the sake of argumenty and 
to hear what you reply." 

He kindly broujrht us on the way, to our futher's 
and as we parted, 1 hun^ upon him still; yea, 
I held him by the hand, and with tears I entreated,

see my face again on earth. (But Oh! how 
short the space, and I saw thij my dear father, 
close his eyes on ail below!) My mother also, 
soon met me at the doof, whose looks expressed 
the joy of her heart, on seeing me once more.— 
I^was likewise received by all Ihe house as ^^one 
from ihe^dead.^^ Yea, 1 could say, i once was 
dead; but 1 am alive again! — / was fos/; — but I 
am found! 

I found all of the family much as I had leA 
them; except that two of my sisters had mar- 
ried; and removed a shott distance from home. 
And my father's health was somewhat low; al- 
though it was not viewed, as any thing serious,—* 
particularly at that time. 

ThuS| after a circuit round, o? tv^vX^ ^^^^^ 
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thnusaiiJ miles; I rnnged Ihoae fields agnin,— 
where hnil been my ynuiiifiil rambles; and where, 
my earliest ilnys of cliilclisli-rplly, Bped. All ap- 
peared like n dicainl That tlie "wide Allaniic," 
had everrnlled between, I scarcely could believe! 
I now looked hack, as it were, wiih trembling, 
on the len IhniiBBnd snnres that had been laid fur 
my feet, — from which I had cscnped, ns a bird 
from ihe snare onhe fowler. And I c'luld cxclnim, 
"Wliiil 'llinnka' do, I owe to (he Author and 
Giinrdian nf my life! and 'love,' a boundless store, 
—that I yet live! that 1 am, Ihiis far, broiighl off a 
conqueror of nil my powerfnl foes: — Yea, and 
even more ^'Ihan a conqiuivr," — Ihroiigli '*Bm 
thai koi laved, and given hiaiielfjor mt!" 

The language of Uig great Apostle to (he 
Genlilefi, I could adopt and sny. "I have been in 
pei-ita ofwatcit, in perils of r</bbcri, in peril* o/" 
my oien cn«niri/mi;n, in pfri/3 bij the healhen^ in 
peviL- in t'le cUy, in perils in the mldenua, in ptr- 
iU inlht sea, in perils among faht brethren: 
weariness and pninfalnesi, in vralchingi often, 
hunger and lUirslj in fnalingi often, in cold and 
nakedness i— and vnh Ihia present Iwitr, I liate no 
certain dioclling'-place." 

I had been in prisnns, and prison-ships. I had 
been amidst showers of stones, powder, fire 
Bnnw-bnllj, ice, &c. he. I had been before b 
"Bar of Justice," a lonely foreigner. I had 
been saluted by the roar of cnnnon, and othet ' 
implements of war. I had been on the rnginff' 
ocean tossed, — nmidat cold, wintry-winds, nno" 
chilling storms; — halfstifiened, with cold, — hal&' 
Mlrffed irith smoke;. — and vith constant heaving, 
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\iy sea-sickness, scarce able from my hard pilluw, 
to raise ray head.' (in one, or more instance, un- 
able la lake, even to a driip of water, for rclier, 
within ihe fpacR of lwenl/-ejglit boiirsi) and mj 
coin]ionion liliewise, in a silualion, wrr-ular to mj"- 
eeir. But all er all tlijs, ire su^liiined no injury: 
and 1 could liierer'ire, sny with ihe Psalmist, 
"Tlioiigh I past tkrou^k the dark TalUy, of Ike 
shadow of dtalhi I leill fear mo tril: Jar tven 
Iket-e, also, thj tW, and Ihy staff,— Ihey, tliall com- 
J'nrlne." 

I continued, slill in a feuble stn'.e of 
henllh; ond (ereii as in Bostnn) it was a rastler 
ofdoubt with me, how it wuuld terminale. I fell 
however, resigned to go; and the "songs of vic- 
tory'' already enkindling on my loiigue. Many 
litncB, in my life, 1 had come neur to Ileavcn'd 
dnor, as I thought, and could even cast a raptur- 
ous glance ivithin; and parlicipnie tlic joys of 
the 'ransomed. Glorified Host;— hut now, I Ml 
renter to Gnd, nnd my clernnl stale, than ever I 
had fell before. Yea, I verily thought, that if I 
werfl now certain my end was come; I 
should quick begin, the sweetest song, that ever 
fired my tongue; — of HnllFlujahs to the Lord: 
that should incrense to "immorlal anlhems," 
which could never, never, teaee! 

Before leaving Boston, 1 could see my way ta 
my father's; and 1 believed I should reach that 
place; but I could sec nothing beyond it. All, 
there, looked like a dreary-desert.; and it appear- 
ed, that someVihat special would Ijefall me there; 
but what, I was not able (o determine. kWv^ 
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from a dream* I bad, at that time, I believed 
great afflictions awaited me. In which dream, I 
saw myself upon a lock, a few yards square, 
surrounded of the ocean: excpptiiig a nar- 
row foot-path, that led to the main-land, — 
There, the billows were breaking very violently 
over my head, and threatening to destroy me; 
on which account, 1 thought 1 removed to an 
opposite corner oflhe rock; where, behold was a 
h'lllow, that was black and dismal as the grave. 
There, I found the waves dashing, still heavier 
against me, and burying me in the depth be- 
neath: insomuch that I began to cry, Now, I 
shall be swallowed up, and there is no escaping 
it! I however found the way off; and I did not 
understand how. 1 saw myself, by a very sudden 
transition^ upon a widely extended plain; where, * 
was the most delightful prospect, as far as the eye 
could reach; and there, the birds of the air 
filled the Heavens A\ith their melody. On being 
awaked i considered seriously this mnlter; and 
questioned, *' Whether those gloomy-shades, were 
not my own burying- place; and the vast, delight- 
ful fields, — the ''inmiortal plains, of glory," that 
I soon should range. And whether, the sweet 
songs, that so delighted mine ear, were not the 
seraph's elevated strain, */ar above all Heavcns,^^ 
JBut I could never make it appear fully, like my

Those writings, I had com- 
enced; and continued for a succession of years, 
' faith in God; and they \}ad been, as a sort of 
e-buoy, to me*, both upon the land, and on the 
a. In case, any danger threatened, my mind 
•la always quick transmitted to them; and, said I, 
.3 there unrighteousness \iithGod?" Will He 
ijoin it to me, to spend a great portion of my. 
ne, and labour on earth'in this work; and thenj 
ithout .any special provocation, cut me off in 
e completion of it; — so that my efforts, and 
orhest expectations, with it all, at last, be buried 
the dust? No; God forbid, that I should ever 
strust, "His goodness, or His power!" Meaa 
igrateAil thoughts, begone! Faith is my shield, 
nd, when my voice, is lost in death; may my 
hours still exial; (even for the encourageinen| 
' multitudes, that come after me, to "love an4 
ar" the Lord) till time shall be no morel 
I had felt for some months, a remarkable 
irrying with my affairs; as thoqgh every thing, 
ust be done as it were, in a day. Something 
'•at appeared at hand . And that there was no 
ne, to slumber; but that, all should be awake, 
id at their posts!. 1 found all, aboMl VsscaAy 



tinwever, very low in religjnn. I altendid a number 
of Iheii meellngs; and aa my sirengih ndmilled, 
1 gnvo some eihorlaliim: And I wna gliid to find, 
of llio young lip^innera ihul I left,— the gri:uter 
parE, (though law,) still desirous lo Bee Ilie end or 
the dirist Ian journey. 

After one week, 1 vi»iled Eseler; and in much 
weakness', I spnko twkf, ut [ihe Chrnstian Al. 
house. There, I wns gUid lo find a new nociety 
raided up durinjj my sbseiice, llint loved, and 
served God. I spenl Iwo days, and ailended to 
Ihe publication of a book,* preai-nled me in Ireland; 
(Ihal I ihnuglit it dflty, lo get reprinted in 
America:) and ihcn. I returned to my father's, 

I soon al'ler, visited New-Cuslle; and spent 
some agreeable hours with my dear Triendfl of 
Ihat place. The grenler pari, (of the large number,) 
I hud seen, in Turmer years brniigbt home lo 
God, — stood firm, as on llu rock <f oges; but 
•time had fallen asleep. I attempted to preach to 
them, twice; and it wns a melting, solemn time. 
The Lord was there reviving His work, under 
the instrumentality ofElder Peavy. My slrtnglh 
wnssti!! on the deolinej and [ was able to con- 
verse but little. Some of my kind mothers there, 
desired my slay, that they mi|>bl aid towards tha 
recovery of my health. 1 thanked them for 
their lender care; but as I wished to see friends, 
of other places, before I made a stop: it was only 
a word — and a look — and then I was gone! 

At Portsmoiiih, I was happy in spending a 
ahoil lime with my dear friends, B. C. and wife

This they were wel- 
come rroin me, to do; as I fe\l insuSicient for 
public laboun-'Bud moal grateful, for (he privilege 
of holding my peace. 

[ returned lo my eii^er'd in nrGenlnuo, and 
spake nt iho Alethodisl chapel. From (hence I 
proceeded to my other sister's, and spoke in the 
school-house of 3N", Hampton. I then returned 
home, and held one meeting at (he inn, near my 
folher's; (where my honored falher wns present 
(o hear me — ns it proved — forlhe last time!) — 
Here, I was resigned to slop; fcclin' sensible 
that my work tvas about home, for n space. I 
therefore, spent my time principally in preparing 
my ''journal" fui publication; which I iiiletided 
presenting to tho world, us soon as Providence 
might clear my way. 

I received a very encoiiiaging letter, from Hali- 
(ax, (N. S.) at this lime; That the souls I had 
seen converted there, remained sUdjaatj nnd thai 
the work of God, was then, very powerfully pro-

ihere; had continued lo spread, as a flnme until

societies had been formed, nnd preaching houses 
built, &c. Where the Lord delighted, to mnnitest 
Ilia greatness and His glorv-"

Jti/ dear bfollicr P , was syddcnly attacked 
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by disenHQ at lliia period, which muth DlDrmed 
the houa^AEspecially m/sell', from Ihe impression 
I previously liadj had, respecling him. I there- 
fore, took my pen and iv rule to Mm, That I felt 
very doiibtful, of his recovery: But on condi- 
tion of hia making an unreserved surretider of 
tiimseir, and nil his cnncarns into tlie hands oF 
Cod;— rorlime and eternity, I believed he might 
be raised again:— oiherwiso, it to itio appenred, 
he would be cut ulT. (Ihad Ruggeslcd to him, 
while at iiis house, that I ehotild continue la pray 
Cor him, — and even, That he might be Hived, by 
any means: — that lo.tseiS, crosses, and nS1i<:lions, 
might be his lot; till he gave hia heari, undividod- 
ly, to the Lord; for I had rather he would go lo 
Heaven, — without alight hand, or a right eye; 
than go lo Hell, — amidst the brighleal Bun-benms, 
of human glory! And moreover, that I be- 
lieved in case he ever lodged in (he regions of 
woe;"the very lowest-pit would be his doom;— 
liaving had bo many warninfts, prayers, and tears, 
Bent aOer him; that \\o might be spared: at nil 
events, if he was going la Hell, it was not bI any 
cheap rate.) Wherefore, I began now to thinli, Ihe 
Lord had talten the work, into His own hands; 
and it must be speedily — lil'e or death! now or 
never! In all our admonitions lo him, whereas, 
va ever saw him pleasant and Porbeariog; and ac- 
cording lo Ihe nalurtil bias of his mind, ready lo 
treat ^ men, — especially Wii best friends, wilh 
tenderness and respect. 

But from that fit of illnosa, ho soon recovered 
in a great degree; and as he was woni, lo think 
little, of his own Jniirmilies; bo he waa \«c:^\v>.c&^■» 
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«lo, or this. And from hence, ike Adversarj 
look odvanlngo of mc; — suggest m^k"Thst I 
lind Leen dc-crivuil,— iind ny brOTCf WooW 
know tiow much to icgQrd my word, for Ihe timi 
to come." I tliorfrnre =iiid very liule to him af- 
lerwards, upon ilic subject of reiiginn: (and in- 
deed my tnotilh, from ihat lime, seemed to be 
closed,) and I hoped, that 1 might be deceived in 
his c3Be. Or (lia( he did, lend a praying liTe,— and 
'-vould yet spend many years, of uaeliilnesa and 
comfoi't, in the world. 

My denr fulber's healih, it seemed slill, was 

fradunlly declining; but be appeared apprehensive 
imseir, of no danger Dsthieatening him, from so 
slight an indrmily. As to my own health, il now 
Beemed slowly improving: and I began to under- 
Blond, '.hat it ivns not niyaeir, yet, that was to be 
releasied from my orduous foil^, for a sinful world. 
Having liiereiorc, laboured for some weeks, si 
Iny pen what I was able to do; and not feeling 
yet liberty to put my writings to the press: I 
began to be troubled in spirit, and I could nol 
real. I wished to know the cause. The idea of 
doing wrong,— either in staying where I was, or in 
going to any other place, — was truly painful; but 
my. disquietude increased. I went to Hampton-' 
Falls and held one meeting; where I Ibund that 
God was with me,— end 1 felt my heart eIroDglf 
drawn oulngain, to publish "His word," lo the dy- 
ing aona of men. 

I desired much, to know the 'providential way. 
I thought ot leaving home; but I east Q louk of 
trembling at my fiither. My sisters, observing 
my dis<)uietudo, said to mo one day, "You are un* 
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happy!" But, said I, "Do not underaland tne, 
that it is, upon my own sccoonl." <'I am trmib- 
led; and il is for youf" They, with one cor.- 
sent began (n say, "We do mil wish yoo, to 
trouble yourself ri>r us!" But who, by search- 
ing, cud nndersland God? Ilia ways are wonder- 
ful, and past finding out, All nf the house had 
seeraingjy, strove in every possible wiiy to con- 
tribute tu my enjoyment. But still, oil my heart 
the burdeo lay— that nothing short of Almighty 
power, it wai; evident could diapcl. 

I felt n drawing towards the south; and as tiro 
struggle of my mind increased, I concluded to 
go as far as Boston, — and try lo find, what l)ie 
Lord would have me,lodo. Accordingly, _hav- 
iflg flome business about the books I had then 
gotten published; I look the stege for BoBt.oK: — 
but as I left, it appeared I wii« only going 
fur a day, and should be [hero again. [ 
could not see, neither, how this could be, under 
tho present existing circumstances; but, so it 
was. 

On reaching Boston, I strove lo know the end 
of my impresaiiinn; and whelher it was duty to 
go farther south, or not. I Ibund a strong desire 
still reigning, to go; hut there were obstacles in 
the way that 1 could not surmount, — and which I 
muat Rwail the Lord's own lime to remove. I 
attended a number of meetings; and found the 
door fur my public labours in the place in a 
great measure closed. Although, soon ailer 
reaching the ciSy, I had such n manifeslation of 
the love of Christ towards my own soul, as I had 
•(■arc ely before ever knows. And I saw vw^ tV^^t- 
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\y, hoiv we could rejoice alinayi; and tn every (J 
glee Ihanki: viz. By rBcei?ing every afflic 
dispensation, of God,s providence, as a blessiiio 
in disguise!— remembering also what was writ- 
ten for our ''comrort," "Ml Ihings, ihall loori 
iof;ither for their good, mho love God." I Pelt that 
I had been too ungrateful fur Heaven's blessings 
■o richly bestowed on me; and that it was iie> 
cessary I should be in a measure deprived oF 
them, in order to learn more gralitude to the kind 
Author thereof; and belter, haw to improve 
•uch M were lent, (or the y^ars thai were to 
come. My heart, was therefore lifted, to praise 
tht Lord:— And I viewed it lobe, as tlie day of nij 
cjpouaa/:— Yea, I fell that if 1 desended into Hell, 
Gid IPOS (Acre.'— and even there, 1 would praise 
Hiv, for the least of his mercies xhown! 

Mer a few days, 1 found occasion to return lo ~ 
Nepburypoit: and I spoke once, at the steeple 
school-house in Newbury, f was likewise hapjiy 
in (hn privilege of speaking a number of times, 
at the Christian M. house at SnlisbDry-Point, 
The church there, had been in great disorder, 
by reason of the disgracefuk procedure of 0. 
G. who had been a preacher among ihem, for 
some months; — but who was formeily attached 
lo the Methodists. The wound caused in 
church, I found as far healed as could b« 
expected ; but some of the members 
were in a very low, deranged state; and hardly 
knowing how lo place any confidence, cither 
themselves, or in any being rise. In such 
lima of sifling with the church; the weak i 
the weary traveller, finds it hntd lo wiihataud 
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the besting winds nf tetnptation ; and lie ia often, 
gone with Ihu multitude! 

From NewLury, I went to Ipswic!-, and ap- 
plied for Ihe Methodist ciiapal, which the prcnch- 
er chose to occupy liimsell": — so being an utter 
EtrHnger in the pluce; nnd seeing (it to remnin bo; 
I went to Ebsbx. In this place 1 was likewise 
strange: and wliere, 1 found they had eiigiigcd a 
Borl of Methudist to preauh to them: So I must 
wait till he had concluded, or ho sliouEd lose hid 
hire, — hut with llie privilege of exhorting when he 
had dune; and of nppuinting a third meeting. — 
- That 1 submitted to do; nnd gnve liicin warning 
of the judgments of God impending, — and Iclt 
themjreef'-om their blood. (There I felt the pow- 
er of reformation; and told the people, I waa 
nbout to see at some place, "The satvalwn of God, 
in the conversion of sinners.") 

I went direct to Salem, — -though not wilb 
any deaign of tarrying; hut 1 felt forbidden to 
pass through the place: — So I took lodgings at 
the inn (which was held of one, that was a com- 
poniou of mine in studies, at the Academy in 
H.) and attended the meeting of iho Chris- 
tian Bociety. There I saw an end of my im- 
pression — a great number anxinualy enquiring, 
(TAof thty M-Jsl do to be Bared'! This afforded ma 
great joy. But Mr. G, K. called Ihe next day 
to tell me, llis people did not believe in the 
preaching of females. Though himself in for- 
mer years, had baptized, perhaps, some scores 
brought to the Lord by my instiumenlalily. — 
But when pride predominates, of (lie fear of God, 
or the love of souls, we expect but llltle. "Tki.^ 
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look, every man for gain^ Jrom his own quarter P^ 
At the Slelhodist ch^ipel, an appointment was 
made for j«e, from the press; and Mr. F. (theif 
preacher) received me, in a manner worthy of 
his character, as **o faithful servant of Jesus 
Chnst.^^ I spent two weeks with great delight 
in the place, — j:nd saiv much -of the gloi^j of God* 
To the people of Salem I owe much gralitudc^ 
for the many favours they were pleased on me to 
bestow ! 

On reaching Salem, t felt powerfully drawn to 
Write to my father, — and could not test: although 
I had learned nothing of him, from the time of 
my leaving home. I accordingly wrote, *'That I 
viewed death coming post haste upon him! And 
that I did not feel altogether satisfied with his 
present attainments; hut hesought him to set his 
house in order, for he icould die^ and not liveP^ 

I came from Salem to Boston, Where, — after 
transacting some of my book-concerns, I began 
to look about mo to find, if I was ready to *pro- 
iceed on to the south: but there seemed to be 
son>cwhat, still holding me — all was not quite 
ready. While I was thus, — in preparation to go; 
a letter was handed me(by the driver of the stage,) 
liirect from my sister Mary: containing the pain- 
ful intelligence, "That our dear father, was failing 
very fast, — and they were very fearful, that they 
feoon should be obliged to part with him." 

Notwithstanding my presentiments of his ap- 
proaching dissolution; I had hoped to the con- 
trary, — even thai I might be mistaken likewise in 
his case. But now I buried him, as it were, at 
once: and gave vent to my bitter griof, by weep* 
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ing aloud for some time. Not being able (o 
reack. home that day; ( gave myself to earnest 
iiF&yer in his behalf: even, That his evidence for 
Heaven might be brightened, — and with the sel- 
tiog-sun of mortal life, — That the "suw of nghl- 
edusness,'*^ might illuminate his soul; until mor- 
to/t/t/, at length, should be swallowed up of ^^ever^ 
2a$iing lije,^^ While thus engaged in fervent 
prayer for him; my sighings, all, were turned to 
songs of praise. And I fell that my father's 
house, was not a house of mouiming and desola- 
tion; but that the ^^Lord was //lerc :"-^and the 
voice of praise and thanksgiving, resounded in his 
dwelling. 

Aug. 29th. I sat out aga'ui for home: and while 
on my way, I felt confident that t should find our 
dear father, happy in God. That, I thank the 
Lord, I did, in a good degree! As I entered the 
I'oom, — his looks, expressed the strong emotions 
of his heart, on seeing me return. I told him, 
That I, was just setting off— to see him as it ap- 
peared — on earth, no more: but the Lord had 
Iwice frustrated my designs; and now I saw the 
reason, why. Pie replied, "The Lord has been 
very good to me!" — "Ifes," added I, "The evi- 
dence I had gained; and could rejoice that God 
ijoas now your Fnend^ — and that He would prove 
to the end, *a very present helper^^ in this time of 
needP' 

He appeared very low, — but was able to con- 
verse considerably. The family I found in great 
affliction; but much relieved, from the humble 
resignation our father had manifested to kind 
Heaven's disposal. Upon enquiry I leai^vi^^ ^t 
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him, That tlie same day Ihe letter reached n 
BoBlon, — the clouds, iaV great menaure di«ap< 
peered from liis mind,— And llie day fullnwing, ihe' 
words wero applied with great comfort In his 
heart, "/ niii not eome to call the riglUtoua, but sin- 
nera lo repenlance." 

Ho said lo me, mofeover, "After I hatt given 
it up, that I ahiiuid never be raiiii.'d again from a 
(iick-bed; I strove for some days to hold on hy 
my good works; and to plead Iheir metils fur 
acceptance with God, But I was mude to sea 
at ladt, that all my own iiglileousnca) toaa a» jillky 
rags; add that I was a poor, lost and help- 
less sinner; haviag nothing lo commend me 
to the favour of the Lord; and without U'\ 
pardoning love and grace, my end must be- 
ihal 1 perish forever. It was then,— though tho 
chief of sinners; He fusemed to smile on me-, 
and own me as His diildl I now leel rcaign- 
ed, said he, eilher to die, or to live; as it 
pleagetb God lo deal iviih me. Should I be rawed 
iipj perhaps I should forsake Gud; aad become 
worldly-minded again: therefore, it may be, that 
I am as wull prepared lo go now, as I ever shall 
be;— BO I can say, "The will of Ike Lord bt 

In Ihe course ofa day or two, I took the liber- 
ty to ask him, (as I thought it might be n com- 
fort to ma lo know, at some future period,) "What 
would be his choice, concerning me: — whether, 
that I should settle in life, rb liis other children, 
had done: or that 1 should continue, as I had be- 
gun, in ranging broad creation." He replied^ 
"J hare no choice about that. I don't know, bat 
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tliat 1 am as willing you shall live as you do, na 
in any other way- I never doubted but that it 
was your duly so lo do: bnd it is evident, iha 
Lord has betn wilb jou; or you never ivould 
have prasppred — a^ it is pinin, llmt you have 
dnna." This, was much, for an indulgenl parent 
tosayl And 1 believe that few exist, wlio hava 
toTB enough lo God and tlie souls or niun, to 
give up a child, — (of the same deacripiion, ol'my- 
aeli) lo such a scene orconfljcla:— aa he was well 
aware I had eudurrid. Yea, Ibis even, lo me, was 
what spoke "volumes!" 

He had wound up his business; and seemed 
to be done with earlbly concerns. He desired of 
his children, ihal they would all Iry lo be more 
railhful lo God than himseir hnd been: — and 
"Meet him in Glory:" saying ''Some one of you 
will quickly follow me, beyond the grave." I 
asked him one day, If be had never thought it 
his duty, to pray in his family: — (as that he never 
had been in the habit of doing.) He replied, 
"No!" "I have ever thnught ii my duly to pray 
in secret: and that He, mho aectli in secret, teas able 
to reward openly." 

Someone of the Tomily asked him, "Whether, 
death had any terror to bim:" To which he re- 
plied, "I cannot say it has no terror." "But 
fkath does not appear, as it used to do.'' To- 
wards the many neighbours iind friends that called 
upon him; ha manifested much leaderness, and 
readiness to converse; but to Ihem, of hia own 
attainments, he always spoke with reserve. lie 
was afraid of professing to great things, (as be 
expressed:)— and he tVould Ihetcfotftj ^^^^iMi 
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hope, the Lord is with me. But I find little sat- ' 
iefaclion in looliing bach: — we are hovevei, to 
forgtl Ihe Ihingt thai ore behind, awl press on te 
those which are bifui-e." I ijideed, listened with 
surprise to the converaHtion of my falherj consid- 
efin;; Ibe v:^t clmnuQ that had talien place in 
hitn, riom the time 1 liad last left home, lo the 
present period. Jlis apprehension, now was un- 
usually quick, — Ilia memory strong, — and all Ibe 
powers of his Diind elevated, above whnt I had 
ever wilneased bt^fore. l''rom Gnil, proceeds not 
the "spii-il of fear; but of poii:er, and of love, and 
of a soimd mindP' 

On Ihe 7th of September, I niasc in (he mora- 
ing uncommonly strong in God, Indeed, I had 
enjoyed some of (lie most Heavenly scafions of 
my life, by my father's aick-hed. But more es- 
pecially, as the morning of the aeventb, com- 
menced, — auch .1 melndinua voice, followed me, 
as I never before had heard. Soon alter reading 
the 136 Paalm, and praying Ingclhcr,— I be- 
gan to pay attention lo Ihe sound. It appeared , 
to increase, (even (ill noon-tide,} and now, to lie 
ringing all around me. I caat my eye over Ihs 
earth, and said, "Where have I ever heard sach 
melody as this? In any revival, whore the Lord 
poured out of His spirit, ond caused His peo- 
ple lo sing for joy; have I over heard any 
thing like, thisl" "No!"— I slopped ngnin; 
musing, whether I did actually henr any exter- . 
nal voice; (i. e. with the natural ear;) or 
whether it was a mental sound, alone. I decided 
Ihe latter, although it seemed as audible, as any 
voice that penetrated (he nuturnl organ. 1 turn- 
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fed at length mine eye upward,— and it appeared 
io fill the region of the air! And seemed, not un- 
like the voice of the *^muliilude;^^ that sang at a 
Saviour's birth, ^^ Glory to God in the higltestP^ — 
^'HalUlujahr—Hallelujah!— Praise ye the Lord! 

I went to my father's bed-side, and told him 
\vhat I heard: and '*That the Angels had encamp- 
td around about; wlio a^vaited the summons to 
convey hirti home." He fteard with a look of 
cheerfulness; and remained silent for a number 
of hours. He then broke out and said, *'I feel 
that, which I never felt before!*' "I am now 
ready to go!" Said one, "Have you no desire, 
to stay a little longer?" He replied, "No!'' 
*• To depart and be with Christ, is far better than 
io be hertV* — Another rrjoined, '^lou are now 
ready are you, — and longing to bo gone?" He 
answered, "Yes!" **There is nothing in this 
world, worth staying for." 

At 4 o'clock, P. M. we discovered that the 
iast closing scene, was come: And that our dear 
father was leaving us; — to-be seen of us, no 
more! Some of the neighbours were called in; 
and six children being present: — when we 
saw the unvai^ing harbingers of death begin- 
ning to appear. My mother, said to him 
again, "Does the Lord continue with yon?" He 
replied, *'I hope He does" We, (some of usy) 
then took his hand — already cold in deaths and 
said, "Father, Fa«e-you-well!" But behold he 
Wfis gone! Oh! the piercing thought, that he 
could speak to us — no more! He had just plung- 
ed down the brink, of death'^s cold stream f — be- 
j^ond^ our narrow view. It was but «^ vwswnkv^\ 
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and tho aeary-ieheeU-of-Ufe, stood elill! Without 
B struggle, or a groan, he Tel! asleep! But "roilh" 
puruued thnt B[iiiit, where sha fled:— Far, far, 
bpj'onii these mortBl alinrea, sho joined tha gltMer- 
ing band. Tliey bBclmried her away! Tea, Ibey 
tuned [licir golden-lyrei, when the glad-day 1 
ushnred in, to liring the pilgrim home! 

Our mother waa now lel^ a widow; but titanic 
Ih^Lord, she could say, "I elill have a Husband; 
Companion; Fi-iend, — that never dies!" And ■ 
children, nine in numher,— left failierless: 
bless the Lord, lliey loo coOtd sny, "Otic 
our Father, Brolher,.Friend,— which is in Hf 
en: and we, the olijecta of His peculiar 

Fuiiernl services, were ailended nl his dwi 
iiig iin the 9ih iniLinl, by Eldei Modes Howe of 
Parlsmoulh; and, an appropriate discourse 
livered from. Numb. 23 and TOth. "Let me 
the death of Ike righJcoia ; and fcl my last end b« 
like hU." A vast concnnrsc ofpeoplc, were pres- , 
cnt on llie necnsion. And he was sllcnded to the 
grsse, by a large number of relatives,— who felt 
truly sensible of their loss. With them, I hid 
the privilege of being one; (yea, wo all together 
niBt,— but it was for the last lime, — till we all 
BfTiiin appear at the judgment seat of Christ.) 
The ground 1 sow, where our beloved father 
quietly reposes; and many others that once were 
dear to me; but I badu that^lace adieu. His 
childton, some, mny have their lu^t abode with 
him; but to tha fnri her most -verge of the earth, 
it may be mine to enter "the cold dominion of 
the king of terrors." From Ihem, 1 have been

own saiiafaclion ." 

lie began very cheerfully, and said, "Yes, 1 
think sometimes I have known what it was Iq 
patsfrom dcalkniilo IJ'e. When I wh3 a youth 
of f*enly-lwo, I wus much troubled (iboul my i 
future Blnle; and for some months I could gnin j 
no relief. No one could tell me, in Ihnt dnrU 1 
age, the eausie of my dlBlrrss. I became, nt 
leogth so ill, that I thought myself diBCaaed in i 
body, and took to my bed: 1Vbcn the minisier * i

But 1 felt no beller for such counsel, (continued 
my fulhcr,) however, I soon ofter got out of 
doors to Ihe Held', onil it came to mind ono day^ 
Tliat I flbnuld go to the barn, — fall upon my knees, 
end pray Ibe Lord to fornive my sinit' I InR my 
work, added be, and that 1 accordingly did:— 
When all my trouble quickly vanished away; and 
my heait was filled with love, and peace? I wm 
Very happy; and my j^y continued for some lime. 
Bui I knew not what to make of il; and the things 
being strange, also, to all olhors, — ^I therefore 
kept il to myself. 

Nearly twenty years after the revival began in 
the town by the Baptists.* I then found some 
for Ihe first time, that understood what I had fell. 
As they apoUe Ihe things, that I knew, I br.d expe- 
rienced, 1 look great delight in going to meeting: 
and I wished to hear none wlherg preach but 
them. So I left all; and cared not what people 
said; choosing to go out of^town a number of 
mites to meeting, rather than hear any other. I 
used to take so much delight in the things, that i 
could scarcely wail for the s.ibbatb to return; and 
this T did, for a number of years. 

In the last revival, wbicli was six years ago, I 
enjoyed much sallsfaclion. But I am sensible t 
havo been too wordly-minded: and if it should 
please tho Lord to spare me a little longer; I 

' Or FrecH illcrs as lliei were called. 
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am resolved, not fo live as I have done.'^ I con- 
sequentlj, took up my cross, and prayed night 
and morning with my father; and I believe he 
was thankful, that he had one child, at least, to 
come and pray by his bed-side, with him. 1 then 
returned to Ne\»bi]ry; believing that God would 
yet spare him a little longer; to be a comfort to 
his family, and useful in the world. 

Jn the revival, which took place two years sub- 
sequent to this; he did not appear to enjoy much 
Tital piety: although he still maintained the 
same upright course of life, that he was always 
inclined to^do. Four of his children at the time, 
becoming the subjects of the work; one would 
have supposed a suflicient stimulous to him, to 
serve the Lord with the whole heart. But I be- 
lieve, the chief impediment with him, was, — he 
had too much righteousness of his own, to enjoy 
much of that, which is alone *'6i/ the faith of the 
9onofGod,*^ 

After my leaving the country for British 
America, — and three years prior to his decease, — 
he was alarmed by a dream of the night: where- 
in he saw, '^That his end was come, and he 
was unprepared to*meet God." (This, I had 
in a letter from my sister at the time: and also 
from bis own lips, upon his dying-bed.) From 
that said he, "I was greatly distressed, and 
thought there was no mercy for me. Some pro- 
fessors of religion were called in, to pray with me; 
but all to no purpose. I thought I had been liv- 
ing to no good use in the world, — had sinned away 
the day of grace: and there now could be 
po mercy for me. I was thus. on the vct^ \^c5\^^x 



or despair: and was strongly lempted to put a 
period la my own exielence. 1 dually oppoinl* 
ed a time, aitit place, where I intended to destroy 
my own lire.-* and then, I (houglit the familf 
might enjoy aomo ctiniforl, if I woa gone! But 
just berore the lime arrived; 1 wos in the field 
reHecling on my end Elate; and all at once, the 
words were applied with mifjhiy Turce, to my heart, 
"If yc have Jailk aa a grnin oj miislatd ued,i{t 
shall aay lo lliit mounlatti, remove hence, ami H 
shall remove ; and uolking ikall be impossibh mio 
you." Whereupnn, of a andden, my burden wu 
removed; and faith aprang up, ^'That my Bini 
were oil blolled from Ihe book of God's remem- 
brance." He returned slraightway to the house, 
and called upon all within, — and nlso upon some 
of '.he neighbours passing by, To praise the Lord 
with him, Ihat he had gnined n hope in Christ, of 
everlasting life! From this time, he reniained 
calm und tranquil; but ho ever enlerlained man)^ , 
double and fears, that he never enjoyed what 
other Christiana did. He slill insisted, however, 
(hut himatll, or some member of the family 
would soon exchnnge "lime fur eternity." And 
ho consequently aet hia family-afTairs in order, — 
made hia Will,— offered himself ns a candidate for 
baptism; (and was cmereed, by Elder E. Leavitt,) 
and so, continued much (he sHme, — until his lari 
, confinemenl. He being naturnlly of a reserved

Christianity, includes xnoralilyt— But, if moraMly 
ner« sufficient to save the soul, why waa not Saul 
of Tarsus, saved; when, touc^hing the law, be woa 
blameless? When the commandment came, "of 
tinnrrs," said he, "iom Ikt cliirf.

The 
Apostle once could bear a stoning, or a beating, 
with joyfulness^ **but," said he to friendis with 
whom he must part, *• What mean ye to weep^ and 
io break mne heartV^ I could not say, '*Farc- 
well." It was more than I could bear! neither 
could I give the parting hand. But with a smite 
I said, *Good-bye, to all!' My mother, however, 
followed me. to the door, — took my hand and suid, 
'Farewell! May God go with you:— I mqy never 
see you more!' *0 yes,' said I, *let us never 
borrow trouble; in a little while, I shall be here 
again.' 

My dear sister Lydia, brought me on my way 
to Newburyport — where, Oh, the sad thought of 
leaving her behind! But I took the mail-stage, 
and could only cast a look qfter her, and soon was . 
out of sight. I reached Salem, and spent the 
njght at J. Needham's: when the words revolved 
much in mind, ^^Kvery tongue that shall use 
against thee in judgment , thou shalt condemn.^^ I 
enquired for the words, and found that the pre- 
ceding sentence read, "JVb weapon Jormed 
against thee shall prosper ^^^ S^c, \ \^\«n»xX^^ Vsi 
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my friends," The words wereepokeo to ihe House 
of Isiacl; and I feel, e^pecinlly, that I cnn claim 
Ihem 09 my own." From Ihat lime Torward, iu 
ih.it pecntiar promise of the Lord, I could phicci 
tinghaheD confidence. "TAey thai Irual in tht 
Lord, xhall never be confounded V^ 

From Salem, 1 come to Boston; nnd was oblig- 
ed to wail one duy, for the stage. In two 
days I was at Albany : from thence, in four 
dnys, by llie cnnat, I was at UufTitlo: — six hundred 
miles from home. I was invited to preach on 
bnnrd of the cani)l-boal, by the way;. which I tried 
once to do; (besides praying once a day, with os 
many bb chose lo liciir.) 

Al Buflnio, I was very cordially received by llie 
Methodist preacher, fiom whom I received the 
fullowiiig note: — 

"Miss Nancy Towle, on her arrival, in Buflilo, 
N. Y. was made known tome by sundry respec- 
lablc vouchors, as a werthy womr.n, and useful 
labourer in Iho Lord's Vineyard; on which she 
was very cordially invited to occupy our chapel 
whenever she pleased. Which she also did, 
speiiking to crowded assemblies, — both on Sab- 
bath, — and oiher evenings; in all, five or sin 
limes — much to our cdiHcalion and comrorl. 
Should Divine Providence open Ihe way for subse' 
qucnt visits from her, they would be received with 
great satisfaction, by not a few in this plnce."

t , I had the joy of meeting agoln, 

wny d«ar Elizabeih Vetiner. She was siill resid- 
ing wtlh hct brother at Geneva; but had come, at 
my reqitcsl, (an hundred and sixly miles, or more,) 
to meet me here. The privilege or seeing her 
again, I esteemed very great; aiier having been 
assailed, by so many storms, uf grief and pain : — 
and for a momcnl, I forgot all sorrow. But I 
dared, never more lo look for earthly comforia: — 
these I had prnved transitory. All my expectation, 
was from the Lord of Hosts. 

My health being still loiv, in compnrison of 
Tt'hnt I had once enjoyed; I thought it might bo 
beneficial, to travel down Lake Erie. A watnr 
vny age, though debilitating at first, has usually 
with myself, a favourable termination ^-and serves 
to invigorate the system, more than aay other 
means I am able lo employ. 

To the state of Ohio, 1 desired to go, however : 
from otlier consideiations ihan these. A very sin- 
gular people (both of origin and practice,] had 
tilliacled my atlenlion : whose particular place of 
galhorrng, nl this time, — was theie. I had heard 
much of the people: and in many places, the ex- 
citement I found considerably in their favor; hut 
many were kaltiiig bcUvem Iwo opimons, rpspecl- 
ing them; and wishing lo bo informed. What I 
had learned, — I imagined, if real, — was of no small 
moment, either tn myself or others. But if not, 
the things should he duly investigated, (even of 
such as were skillful to discern,) and exposed as 
a warning to those, who wero liable to founder, 
upon the same quicksands. My first impression 
(•flhem, was, that Ihcy ivetc i\ (Idlvii'ii ■^wjvs.\ 
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over all the country:— how the enrlh shook, — uii 
what BtraiigB phenomenon was represenled (o 
niBDjr, Ihedaj' Iho Son of tiod wns crucified! It 
alHu shews, (hat from the wickedneaa of some 
tribes, how their complexion becnme changed; and 
how the "Good Book," came to be lost, frocn 
among them. It foretells their fall; — also, how 
long, and they shall rise Qgnin; — and ihnt Iheir end 
will then begrcnl, — liil "lime shall be no moro." 

The Book enjoins, lal, "BapliEm, By emerEion, 
M a condition of acceptance wilh God;" — (which 
Ihey consider, no acknowledgment of faith, in 
His Inspired Word; and a "being bom agaitt of 
%Baler, and of the Spint.") Hence, sueh only, as 
yield submission to this oidinanco, and assent to 
the things contained in the Book; are with Ihem, 
the avowed subjects of the kingdom afgrace^ mtd 
Ihe TavoriEca of Heaven. 

It inculcates, 2(Ily, "Thai OTcry such member, 
shall come out from Ihe world; forsake father, 
mother, wife and children; nor eall aiighl of his 
poisessiona, his own," Hence, they are to embody 
themselves together, at aotne particular place-, "■hatt 
att things comman;" and wo \m together, in lovti; 
ssihe peculiar people, nnd the household of God. 

It enjoins, 3dly, "That everf diaiinct member, 
be found at the Lord's TnbSe every SabbBtb day, 
to comtnemorate His death and sulTerLags, — 
unlit He come. — And, moreover, that such exer<- 
ciso faith in God of working miracles; — according 
to iha ailainnient ofthe primitive disciples.- Tis. 
or healing the sick, raising the dead, casting out 
devils, and of impartiog the Holy Ghost, by lh» 
inymg on of handi, &.c. (To the faith of(h« Apo*- 



ties, some of Ihem ptoresg nlrea^y lo Iiave ol 

tniiied; pattieularly Mr. S , whom they call 

their "Seer.'MIe could do,innny wonderful ihings,) 

They believe, according lo the Book; "That I 
a day of gieat \vrBth, is bursting upon bli Ihe I 
kindred, of ihe earth; and that, in Mount Zhn,. 
and in JerutaUnr, alone, shall be ddivcrance in 
thiU day," (even in Ihe land, which the Lord 
Jeaus had given lo Ihem, for a dwelling-pUce, 
aud ati evertasling poasetsian.) The place wheie 
Ihey then hod their stay, was nol the "Land of - 
Proniiae;" — but tliat, lay, on the western boundary 
of Ihe Blale of Missouri.- In which place, ihey 
were ihen assftmbling; and where Ihey believed, 
In process of time, they should have a temple; 
anil a city, of great magniriccnce, and wealth; acd 
that shortly, Ihey should increase, and Iread down 
all their enemies, and bruise Ihem beneath their 
feet. After which period, Christ Jesus should 
descend, and reign with them, personally one tliou- 
sand years upon the earth, And then their enemies 
should be loosed fur a season; (nr, as one said 
to me, for the space of three months,) whtn, — 
should lake place, the General Judgment; and * 
the final consummation of all things." 

These thing*, accordingly, ihey had prevailed 
on some thousands to believe. Of their numbers, 
I found, ministers, of ditTerent persuasions; mid 
some, it appeared, who had once been eminent 
for piety. 1 found, also, many men, of both in- ', 
fluoocc and wealth. Husbands, who had left their 
wives: and wives, that had lell their husbands. — 
Children, that had left their parents; aftd ^we.T.\9,, 
their children^ — Ijinl they nu"\\\. tat "-iictowvVA, 
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worthy," og Ihey eaid, 'lo escape all Hie thingi 
thai should come to pass and to stand before the 
SoTi of Man." 

On llie evening Uint wa arrived, they hud B 
meeting Tor aearchinf; hearts j which we were loo 
weary, lo altend. The next day, (which was Iho 
Sabbath,) we had (he privilege or going to bear; 
Ihem, — bul they allowed us to say nothing. >Ve 
were present, at their communiun season; alao 
by the river side, where iho ordinance of bap- 
tism was administered. Thus, Ihrough all ibeir 
exercises I had followed ihem for ono dnjr, wilh 
the strictest scruiiny,— and I wished to be away, 
1 had travelled the world eslensively; and had a 
chance of visiting fionie, of almost every reli* 
gions fraternity; (at least within the bounds, o( 
the United States) nnd I now, thought myself 
prepared to any of Mormonism," "Thai il was 
one of ihe most decp'concerled-plols of Hell, f» 
deceive lite hearts of the simple; that had ever 
come within the limits of my ncquainlance," 

As a people, wherefore in common ivith (lia 
world; I iviil do them the justice to say, I sntv 
nothing indecorous: nor had 1 an oppreheti- 
»ioii, ofany thing of the kind. But in Iheir pub- 
lic performances, I no moro looked upon Ihem, its 
aanclionod by Ibe Lord of Hosla, than iflhey had 
merely intended, lo mimic the work of (he Lord. 
Rather, lo the contrary, I viewed Ihe whole, 
with Ihe utmost indignation and disgust: and as 
a mere profanation and sacrilege of all religious

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iliy viewed i( elrange, tliat ao many men oi 
BhoulJ be Ihuj duped of Ihem. I pitied, 
and loved ihetn loo; believing that many bad ac- 
tually inlended, forsaking all tW Clirisl.

Having, by this time underalood that they

Then, you will red and 
elaggtr as a drunken man; and as a btillocE, iin- 
aceuslomed lo ihe i/ofre, you will run to and fro; 
Tour substance, nt length, is wasted: your Sys- 
tem of Doelrine, has como to the ground; your 
family ia in wretchedness; and your children 
around you, crying for bread! —Then you will bo 
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Cind, lhau»b in disgroce, lo relurn lo Uie pluce 
from whence you had coma out."

But I was not such ii stranger, to the spirit of 
Cod, as she imanined; — that I did not know il^i 
efTects, from lh:it of teatm-waler ! And I turned 
to Smith, and siild "Arc you not ashumcd, of such 
pretensions? You, who are no more than any 
ignorant plougb-bny of our land! Oh! blush 
at such nl)oniinatiun!i! and let ahainc, I'urevcr cov- 
er your face! ' 

lie only replied, by saying, '-The gifi, hns re- 
turned back agnin, as in former times, to illiteraic 
fishermen." So he got off, as quick as he could. 
Ilo recollected himself, wherefore, and returned 
to pass the compliment of "Good-by!" A gond- 
iiatured, — low-bred, sort of a chap; that seem- 
ed to have fiirce enough, !□ drf no one any 
harm. Another, of their Elders threatened, to 
put us olf thegroundj and liiat he would have 
no more such blasphemy tliete. 1 said, "Sir, you 
need not trouble yourself to do (hnt; we will go 
without. We were invited to Ibis place, by the 
woman of the house; and did not think of being 
carried out, — by any olher person." 

We attended a meeting of Presbyterians, on 
Monday evening; and were invited to join them, 
in prayer and exliorlatiop. That wo accordingly 
did, with D degree of satisfacliun. Two chris- 

■*E!iKa Marsli, foiini^rly of Boslon; \MiV\)oin'\n\'te\iV'^- 
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tian people came io iha nest morning, and invilad 
us lo Perry. To which place, we rejoiced lo goj, 

believing thai God had sent them. 

As we lefl the Morinonites, (for so they are 
called, J B number of families,* started for tho 
"Promiacd-Lanil." One turned to ub, with much 
apparent animaliao, and aaid, "We are now going 
to that Land, which is to be our dwelling-place, 
forever-more!" And they renewed their charge 
lo us, That if we could not see with them; to be 
careful, and not oppose Ihem. I returned, "I 
shall (hinic it my duty, — !o speak, ai;d write against 
you, wherever I may go!" 

At Perry, I spoke in a school-house', where all 
seemed to hear with much surprise. Ncut nighl, 
I spoke at the Methodist Chapel in Painsville. 
There we found some husbands and wives at va- 
riance, about niormojiism. The one, detesting 
such a masa of absurdities— (or rather the evils 
resulting therefrom;) had buried the Book\ — 
while the other, wisbej lo unite with the people,— 
and held the same as sacred. I now rejniced that 
I could give them such advice — ifheedeil, as would 
provent the unhappy division; (if not the ruiu of 
thoniselvesj) before it was too lule: and 1 now 
understood more especially, why duly had led me 
hither. Because, as I found, Hero were many 
staggered at Ihese things; that dared not fur 
their lives oppose (hem; neither did they dare 
embrace them: — While they were threalenr.,-1 with 
destruction, in case they did not: (for example, us 
jyself had heen.) And that were rejoiced, to 
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meel with any one; froin whom tbey could hear, 
the right side of the question. 

From the conaideraiion, lliat not only Ihitae, 
but many alhers over the world, (even as far as 
(hey, Of their writings might hove extended,; were 
liable lo be carried away of iho SBmodelusion; 
I Ihetefore, have bef.n Iho more particular here, 
in my remarks respecting them. So I now, leave 
my friendly Roader, (o think and act for himself. 
Aad I proceed, with the account of my journeyinga 
still, among many othera, — (though not to the same 
extent i) in divers ways, ''dceeii'ing aai decdvtd." 



1 went again to Perry; and spake in a largo > 
boarding-house, of a man that wna a Presbylerian. 
The excitement here, was considerable. A num- 
ber came forward for prayers; — snd the hnpes of 
the labourer were encoursged, of a plentiful harvest. 
From this, wc returned to Painsville, to a protracted 
meeting of Methodists: lo which, the brethren who 
first brought us to the place — had urged our stay. 

Or the first evening, ofthe meeting, the altnr 
wna thronged with weeping penitents; but many 
of the preachers, complained of colds: so ibe 
"four-days meeting" was postponed. Their ctilds 
I found were toward female's preaching; and [ 
would be no hindrance lo them; so I prepared to 
go on my way. But I regretted much lo leave 
tho dear mournera, whom I had engaged lo nitiet 
nl the place; and to whom I was under a special 
obligation, of labouring for their good. When 
they saw, that I would go, — and that the people 
were like lo be grieved and A\s^y^w'c\^^', "^^ 
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preachers gave permission thai 1 ehould speak : 
Which word they sent to me, hb though I was un- 
worthy, they ehouM come into niy piesencp. — ■ 
fio, said I, not to be as an eye-sore to Ihem; and 
nfier they have held three meetings, and wearied 
(he people, to he [hen only permitted to occupy 
time that is vacant. The presiding Elder, then 
came himself, and said, I should speak at 4 o'clock . j 
P. M: (It baing quarterly meeting ) I thanked 
him, for his condescension; and wished that a 
blessing might attend (heir tahourij. But 1 still 
thought it best for me, to go to another place. 

We look the steam-bout, nnd came to Erie,. 
(Pq) where Presbyterians lequested, 1 should 
speak in their steeple-house: but I prefered, the 
court-house. I held .there, four meetings; and I 
found it good to be (hen. A preacher, came from 
Fainsville in a few days, and said, "Our leavi'ng 
done much injury: am) they could effect no more 
afterwards, among the unconverted." I was Irnly 
sorry to hear thai; knowing, what dependanee 
many had made upon that meeting. Bull hoped, 
— if nothing more, the preacher's eyes wero 
opened, to sec themselves. None so blind, how- 

We went to Harbour Creek, and I spoke at a 
Methodist chapel, to s very lively society; and 
we returned, direct to Erie. Some in Erie, wete 
made peculiarly near to me; particularly Mary ■ 
Brown. Who, not only administered to our neces- 
sities ofcarmil things; but ivas also "our fellonr 
helper in the truth:— and a faithful witness of 
the Lord Jeans," in the great congregaiunt. Eliza- 
6e//jj I found sometimes (incoutti^ei \o b.44 Uer 
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teslimo'fiy [o Ihe truth; liut the does not grow ir 
grace, ns once she did, 'I'lie world npijeors tn 
have engrossed her nflections: und her love Ic 
God, ofcourae, grows cold, 

I was presented willi liic lollowtng lines of'Aci 
roBlic," from a jinung womon, agednbi»it siiileen 
who had been nSlicIt'd, nnd depijved iif society 
for along lime. The Ibllowing she wrnle wilf 
oul opportunity for medilslion, — ^and in the sir 
plicity of the mnment;— which I off«r, as a siijla 
bic apology forlier.

My mind had been, from ibe time of leaving 
home; in a very peculiar manner ejcercised, about 
my brother P. And I had resolved, to bear his cas« 
constantly, to the throne of grace. — even, That 
the Lord niigbt speak to him, "in dreams, or tis- 
ions oflbe night:" or in any other way.

ileing nt one time enrncsily engaged in prayer 
i<ir him', it was suddenly tuggesleit to my mind,

with the Lord Jesus; — but how it happened I 
could not tell. The question then revolved, — 
**Can you now ncsign him, for all, to the divine 
disposal?'' My heart leplied, I think I can, — for 
time an4 eternity: — and that I shall never hnvo 
any more grief, or anxiety, on his account.

From Erie, we ca;ne in the Steam-boat to Buf- 
falo. We there, called on the Methodist preacher; 
(Hit made no stay in the place (In justice to liirn, 
and his excellent companion, I am bound t.) say, 
— They are a model of goodness^ 

1 had had it in mind, before leaving Erie, 
to visit a wretched criminal, to be "executed" 
in this place, within a short upace, — for tlio 
murder of his wife. But it chanced now to slip my 
mind, until I was under way for Geneva. His 
case,then got such hold of my heart; with the appre- 
hension of having neglected duty; that one whole 
night, I spent in bitter sighs and tears. Nor 
could I be comforted, until 1 had written to him 
(which I did, on board the canal-boat, as T trav- 
elled on,) a solemn and lengthy epistle; — *'To sue 
for life, without delay, at the throne of divine 
mercy; — Where he might obtain, tegenerating 
grace. And though, by one ^capital offence,' he 
had merited the ignominious death of the gallows; 
yet, from thence, he might be conveyed, even to 
the bosom of his God: — and there, drink of the 
rivers of delight, that flow forever moxe!" By 
this means, I quieted my own conscience; and 
^jitertained n strong hope, that I should cwt^V. \:^\\\ 
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nHigh. (WlienGudgivM 
Eucli an agonizing cry, rcii any soul of man, I Uiiok 
it cannol, possibly be lost.) 

My henlih, I iloiv found better by onn half, Ihan 
nhen I left home: and I could rejnice, that I m 
far, had prospered in my wny. — And thai, fnrlher 
space WHS allntlcd me on earth, for honoring God's 
Holy name; even thai 1 might appear, ihu more 
"honored" willi Him, Htien lie came in Hit Ghry. 

I attended two meetings, al Lyons; und spoko 
once on n funeral occRsiun. I then proceeded 
on, and had another inlerview with my good fiiead 
and father, L. Riley. 1 spoke twice at the Metli- 
odiat chapel al Allowny. In these jilaces, I found 
many (hat could rejoice in a sin-pardoning God; 
whom I could claim, as "my joy and my nrown." 
In hope also, that tuch they might ha found,— to 

1 went to Geneva and spoke Iwico. Bu(, as 
Ihe very bigotud Methodisls* of this place, refused 
the chapel; hundreds trere obliged lo go from llie 
8chool-house, that could not get in. Some kiiHi 
Episcopaliana then prepared a largo store; which 
was very commodious, Ibr meetings, in the warai 
season; but uncom furl able at this time, — 
Hero i found many rejoicing, whom I had led 
"enemies to the truth;" and ihat 1 now could 
claim, in the Lord, as my children. One lady 
look me lo her homo, and aaiJ, "The menna ol 
her conversion, was a promise she hud made to 
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me, unintentionnlly, oF praying Tor herself." — 
The foaa of silver loch.i, in wlm^e house 1 heM 
my first meeting on arriving bolore, Icmplcd and 
M eaiy at liie place; wai now among the convciU, 
linppy in the Lord. " Bread cast npon Ike loalers, 
ikftit be received again, ajltr many dutji." 

Having it in mind to visit the two young women,' 
einigranli from England; who were now resi- 
ding at Bethany, (Pa.;) I made but a lew 
days stay, and by the singe I reaciicd Ovid. I 
(here held two meetings in the melhodist chapel; 
ond n number, I had Ihe salisraclion (o li^arn, 
found jicuce in believing. My Elizabeth bad been 
my holper, Ihus far — but here I was under the 
painful necessity, of parting ngnin wilh her. She 
had become very averse to travelling Ihe world; 
onii fell not that interest in doing good, that once 
she did. We henue, look an nfiectionatc leave of 
each (>Ihcr, and parted. But I restrained my 
tears, although 1 added, "I expect to see your face 
on earth, no mnre!" "O yes," replied, she "I 
shall soon run after you?" 

She accordingly, lnok ihe stogc for Geneva; 
and I pursued an opposite course, to Ithncri. — 
A very respeclablo young l.ndy, of Ovid, wished 
to bear me company; but I dared not consent, 
lest she could find it not ao easy living, as she 
anticipated; imd we both in consequence, be 
brought inlolrouhle! I lel\ her, wherefore, with 
deep regret; as f eclerlained an high esteem of 
her,— And so, I may sec her no more, (ill my jiflir- 
ney is done, und I bail her in lieavgn. At Ithacn

I lert ihc people, with their ear*' 
nest solfcilali(iD!j, that I ehouJd come back, na4' 
speak In Ihem at the Congregationul Meeting 
house, (he next Sabbalh-duy. 

Having it in mind to visit ihe cily oF WaBhinp' 
ton; I look for a compankm in (ravels, Thonu^ 
sine O, B.— and we reaahed Canaan. At th« 
house of I'eter Went!:, Est]. — i hud previously 
learneil, that my Iriiiik had arrived. I foimd all| 
n( lenglli, in perfect finfety; after hnving 
ted liy itself, the distance of more than un 
drcd miles. 1 had made my trunk, ihe eubjecl 
of my fervent prayers to God, (which also, at 
other times 1 had done, tvhcn taken frotn me) — J 
'that my writings wilUin, might be kept iiDiiijuredi 
— and iviih a solemn promise, of publishing Ihei 
to the world, whenever dirty iniglil be made ptaii 
I concluded, liial its errand away from me, mijjf 
be ofimportauce to dume one; 1 therefore, wisbf 
to wart Willi patience for the result, let it be wl 
it would. 1 made two duys slay, and held tj 
meetings at the place;— whifb were of deep 
teraat to many, And a coostd^irahle number joT 
in covenant to aeelf the Lord, until (if poBsil 
"Jia might be found of Ihcm," I now undon 
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how myslerioiisly my way had been prepared, to 
this people! The merciful Jesus, hud compassion 
on this little scattered flock; and sent me in sea- 
6on, ad I trust, with wurds of consolation to not 
a few. Of brother Wenlz,* (who was their preach- 
er,) wo were treated "as the mcdsengers of peace, 
whose coming was from God!'' May the Lord be 
to him "a sun and a shield! and withhold froin*^ 
him, — in time or eternity, — no desirable thing! 

From hence, we paid slage-fare, the sum of 
six dollars, und started a little past midnight for 
Easton. But behold, instead of a stage, we had 
got only nn open sled, witii nothing to sit upon, 
but the floor covered with straw: and the snow 
faUing in such a degree, as quite to load us in a 
very short time. In this situation we travelled 
nearly forty mites: though the remainder of the dis* 
tance, (which was thirty miles,) we had a covered 
coach. Thus, from the wicked I often suffer; 
but I bear it patiently if I can; remembering,

Through the mercy of God, we received no 
injury from the journey; but I found no door for 
my labours. Methodists forbade their chapel^ 
(or black room, as it was) from being opened lo a 
woman, &c. I attended a meeting of theirs, while 
it was evident, they tried to prevent my speakino;; 
but it was more than they could * do. I spoRo 
thrice whereas, at the Court-house:— and much 
pf God's powc/, was present lo hetiL

'" come and profit llieir souls— six dollars; and 
three in eflucl ffr bourd:— (besides twelve, to gel 
oti to anullier place,) and my lime and labours iti 
addilion to ibis: «iit-n, after nil, inslend of ntiy 
thRnlts, 1 »'Bs llireatencd K'ilh being — "advertised 
Bs II deceiver," fcc. Ail ihis, was much for hu- 
man nature to endure. But looking lortvord to a 
day of righteous retribution, 1 could say, "Fothei^. 
fargivi them, jar iheij knew not what they do." 

It so hnppened, thiii 1 had expressed a desire 
ofvisiiinga lemale preacliur, hard by, who ba- 
lonjjed lo the Christian Connexion; when it be- 
gan to be whispered, Tlist I had deceived therrr. 
Th)it seel, I buve fuunti, parlirulnrly in- the Mid- 
die Sfalee,— the Methodists, rank wiih UnilaFians: 
— and they, in general, are very much disnfTecl- 
ed [uwnrda Ihein: — not, however, because ihey 
"deny the Divinity of the Saviour;" but the 
"doctrine of ibe Tiinity." This, was especinlly 
exemplified of one in E.islon, tliat v/as a local 
preacher: — who appeared exceedingly outregeous. 
And indeed Ibc whole, were set in an uproar, It 
was a fact, ■hnl eome of the Christian preachers 
had been among them; and had gotten consider- 
able ground: And now, Ihey were afraid it seem- 
ed, that Ihoy should lose Iheit society. 

No, said I,--I have in no wise deceived them, 
t have spoken to ihem, hnlh in public and in pr^ 
vnip, (he things wbicli 1 bebeved from the begin- 
ning; and through the fear of mottnia, — or lioin 
an^ desire of pleasing ihem, — Viasel Ue^il back 
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nothing. But whut they list, they are welcome (o 
perforin; for the matter of any harm, they will be 
able to do myself. Wherefi)re let them understand, 
that they will pull down ihe curses ofihe Almighty, 
upon their own devoted heads: nnd ''in the samo 
measure they mete to others, it will be measured to 
them again." 

A number — having received benefit from my la* 
hours; and who had publicly requested my prayers, 
—now became much staggered. ut what some thought 
so very frightful; and they wished to have my seiili. 
ments in writing. — So I left for their satisfacion,tlio 
short note, as follows, — 

Eastox, Jan. 1st, 1832. 

**(y Chrisl Jesus, the Jiuihor of my being, and 
the only foundation fi^ my hope; — I believe 1st. 
He made the world. *'./^// things icere made by 
Him; and vnlhotU Him was not any thing madcj 
that was made.^^ 2dly.

"fle gave His life a ransom for all, to be testified 
in due /imp." Sdly. He will judge the world at 
the last day. ^^God has appointed a day wherein 
He will judge the world — by that man Jesus Chnst, 
wltom He hath ordained^ whereof Ht hath given 
assurance unto all men; in that, He hath raised Him 
from ihe dead.^^ — ^'^Then comdhihe end; when He 
shall have delivered up the kingdom to . God, even 
ihe Father ;^^—^Hhen shall the son also, himself, be 
subject unto Him, that ptd all things under Him, 
thai God may be all in a//.") 

"Christ Jesus, I believe, ^^was Jrom everlasi- 
ingio everlasting,^^ Said He, (by the inspired 
writer,) ^^JVhen the foundation of the eavLW >b«l^ 
laid, Twos tJierey — And figoan^ *'^" ^ \vioa 
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bigi»m7ig wilh

anong us; and xne beheld. Ilia glory." — iJence 
Ihe consisiency of thai pruypr, "0, Father, glorify 
ihou me, milk lliine ovn selJ,ii>Ult llie glory, which.

Ta.liai\,"Icameforl/i from Ike Falkcf, and am comt 
into the teorld; again, I leave the aorld, and go utdo 
Ihe Father. — Jimea, and ^mm ■ N. T****. 

We had, therefore, Bpait one week nt Ihe 
place, and comnicnced a new year: and Oh! lite 
the one willi me, la$t pa&t; it wa?, witli 
soiriiwl These wcxf- but as (he harbingers, it 
Bcemetl, of tvlinl a twelvc-monlh would roll upon my 
head! I desired now, to leave this "contentious 
tribe:" but Satan, when he gels us surrounded of 
his hosl, — Hcll armed; (and tvho ii a irn 
ccssful agent of the ndveianry, thun tlio rnllen- 
henrled professor,) we know, fain would huld us, 
little as he is pleased with our prcjenco. Whcie- 
fore, we broke his bunds; and left hijn to growl be- 
hind; not in Ihe least aS'ected at his displeasure. 

Flow many professed christians, would he 
ashamed of Ihnnselves, (ahhough here, I make 
Bomo exceptions, as in every oilier place) were 
they aware of Ihe nmnzing Ibllv, wo discover io 
tlicm! Yea, it is ortenlimes, '■^like people and Id^ 
pricat:" As children, that crack iheir nuts, and 
quarrel about the Bliellsl Perhaps no one, where' 
lore,' has such aa opportunity of knowing tbe 
world of i|iankind,-^or the stale of Christendom, 
oa piyeelf. For considering me, eilliPr good or 
bar/; the/ are seldom ofrnid, to show themselves, 
.too peifion thai jd "every wA^eic ^^oVevi ^ 
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But (hey will know, in one day, whom lliey have 
persecuted; when I come out as a '^swift-witness 
n<;aiQst them." Ofthe Son of man, in the Great 
Day of accouiUs, shall it be said, ^^I was an hun- 
^ered^ and ye gave me no meat: J teas Ihir^hj^ ct^d 
ye gore me no drink: I was a stranfj^eVf and ije 
took me not in: I was naked, and ye clullicd me noi: 
I was sick and in prison, and ye came not unto tne." 
**/u as much as ye have not done it unto one of the 
least of mine — ye have not done it unto meP^ Eve- 
ry man, shall be rewarded according to his 
works ! 

Wc came to Rendin^pr, nnd were very kindly 
received of two Methodist preachers; and others. 
One Mr Goodhart, t shall ever have in grateful 
remembrance; who abundantly evinced, that his 
•'nature," and his "name" agreed. One ofthe 
preachers, gave out two appointments for me, at 
his chapel; where I heard a sound of an abundr- 
anceofrain. And I could confidently testify to 
them, God's com.in<5 near: Yea, that* the time of 
Hie singinfj^ of birds had come; and the voice oj the 
turtle, I heard in their land. A number of younj? 
ladies, asked my prayers: to which, (on the ac- 
coutit,) I felt lhem> especially entitled. From 
one ofthe preachers, 1 afterwards received the 
letter, as follows: 

Reading, Feb. 24, 1832. 
My woHhy Friend, — I have contemplated writ- 
ing to yon, almost ©very day for the month paM, 
hut have put it OflTfor a more convenient Ncasou 
till the present lime; and even now, I h;ive noth- 
ing very important to commumcvA^. 'Wx^v^i V^^ 
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been no very great change in our (own, since 
you were here; the people in general, "sit down 
to cat and drink and rise up to play,"— or at least 
they live ^^without Godj nnd without Christ in 
the world." The present, because it is present^ 
obstructs their vision, and conceals eternity from 
their view. The world has captivated their af- 
fections, and brcause ihev "^Move the world the 
love of the Father is not in them;" and hence, 
wickedness abunnds to a fearful extent. But in 
this dark picture there is some relief; perhaps 
twenty persons, have professed to obtain the 
knowledge of salvation, by tha remission of their 
sins, since tlie bc«^inning of the present year: and 
several others arc anxiously enquiring, "What 
I hey must do to he saved." I hope, my Sister, 
yon will pray for us. 

I have been quite well, since I saw you, al- 
thouirh our town has been much adiicted. It is 
stated b/ the ^'Undertakers," that as many have 
been buried- within three months, as usually die 
in a year. These have been mostly old persons 
and children. Please to remember me to sister 
Thoniasine, and be assured,

After two days we came to Harri?hurg. There, 
we first sought acquaintance with Mr VVinnebren- 
ner: who formerly belonged, to the Dutch-Re- 
formed church; but had left the same from 
conscientious ptinciples; — disclaimed all party 
names; npO staled himself ''A servant of Jesus 
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Christ." As such, I am bound in jiistice to say, 
he abundantly approved himself, even *^bij pure- 
nest, ^y knotoled^e, by kindness^ by the Holy ulwst, 
and by love unfngned,^^ As a brother, — a sister,— 
or a mother, he hailed all, that loved in sincerity 
the Lord Jesus Christ: and if preachers of the 
"Gospel, (whether m^le or female,) he gave them 
full access, to all his houses-of-worship. There 
I beheld, where bigotry and party zeal, had 
gotten no place; the Lord delighted to bless, — 
(not only) His people 5 b»;f to make His power 
Known, to "strangers and foreigners;" that they 
might become "Jtllow-cilizcnSy icilh the saints and 
ofthehouseliold of God.^^ Yea, it was there we 
witnessed, a glorious ingathering of souls; And 
-I could bless the day, that I was commissioned 
Christ's name to bear': — and had ever the priv- 
ilege, in my life, of visiting Ilarrisburg. 

During a slay of two weeks, at the plac6; I 
had sometimes opportunity of addressing, minis- 
ters of various sects': viz. Lutheran, Dutch- 
Reformed, Baptist, Methodist, Sec. &c. — nliS 
many of the members of Legislature. It hap- 
pened (hat the latter, found way into our assem- 
blies, — by reason of one, who was a preacher with 
us, that was also a member; and wont, to notify the 
rest. By placing a note, upon the wall, without 
their knowledge. But what was better than this; 
— many^ inftuential characters, were with - the 
mourners, at the alter: — And eventually, will 
be fognd, we (rust, — with the redeemed of the Lord, 
around Hi? throne in Heaven. 

The teacher of the Lancasterian-school,* lately 
ffon) the cjly of London^ — with his wife^ and 
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ivvo nminble daughter?, were side I))' EiJe at tiie 
iiltcr, for prnycra. This was a Bi;;lil, not a liHla 
hlTccling! The dmiglittr lilicwiBe nf the EpiflCi>- 
pnlinn minister — a Wooming joulh, was with the 
;jcnLletilJi at tha niter. Those who hutnb U iheai- 
sejves, to become beggars, sfinil be exalted., lo 
reifrn, "ffwij?» onA pmsls, :mlo God," foreTer, 

and ever! The wife of , heing present, on 

ihfferenl occnsiona, lairiei! nne night till a vcr; 
late hour; when, [unconscious of the dignily of 
her station,] n cerfain-prencher, bpgnn to inlSrro- 
cnle her, respecting her Tiiilh in the Jjord Jesus: 
To whom ehe replied, "I belong lo the Lutheran 
rhurch." Oh, added he, "To belong to the Lu- 
theran church, ia not enough!" "You mtul bt 
I'ora cgain or you never can »ee, the Kingdom of 
God." Like Governor Fells, she trembled; 
llinugh we hope— not as Felix, siiid, "Go Ihj jcay 
f'lr this lime; andtehti) J hare a more conveniiul 
seasDii, I Kill call for Ihee." 

We riailed Widdlctown, and saw the fields 
there, tcttUe for harvtsf. 1 held two meetings; 
iind returned lo Ilnrrishurg- Wo then went lo 
Cumberland; where Wr W. and some others, 
hnd been holding a protrnclcd meeting. And 
there, also, Ood'a word hnd proved "fuwit am) 
potterfid, in the liearU of His tnemiei;V — while, the 
same tliat WDunded, was fourid likewise, auflt- 
eient to heal. In thia place, (be nlao at IJarri»- 
burg,) they were chiefly of Dutch descent: end 
my curoaily was not a Jillle excited, in witness- 
ing, how diflerenlly they were exercised in reli- 
gion, fjnm what were my owTl people. I had 
tjcfijio, known some of iho "dumpin'g Quakers;" 
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nnil licorJ of llic "Joinpota in Wnks;" but here, 
1 found some who 1 did nrit donbl, dnnceJ from 
Uic same influence (hat David did, before tlii: 
nrk— »Dd also that llio lame man did, in Ihe tem- 
ple nl Jeruaalcm. In the "Sew Knglnnd Revi- 
vnlK," sinners nre ollen lirouglit to the Lord, 
(bnlii nmie anil fcmnle,} with iheir longuca filled 
with praiHe to His Name. Bui here, llicy chiefly 
expressed tlicir joy, by bodily exerci:«c. It was 
not unfrcquenlly tiie case, that aCler complete 
exhaustion by menial anguish; sonie would iusttinl'y 
arise, and move up and liawn, in such a direct 
position — and with so lilile apparent excrtinn, 
(hat one would almost impule it to magick. 
' There are dicergilies t^operatioM,'' aaya the Apostle, 
"but U is Ike tame God ir^ieh toorkelh all in all." 

But what* was alill more elriking (o myself, 
One young woman, lav — cold, breathleaa, and stiff, 
fur (lie space of an hour or Iwo; — her eyes, wide

Jhe things of Clnd.) 
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Open — not the least motion ofher brow, nuil benn^ 1 
ing as with (lie g'ary and beauty, unutterable, that 
were displayed to lier view upward. A eweel I 
smile upon Iter couiitenant'e; and not tlie least 
appearance of lite, in- any pait of Iter system. 
However, at intervals she bruke out intri loud 
laiiglUer; with exertions to rise: and shouted very 
loudly Glory, Glory, Glory, To satiisry myBelT, 
I strove to arouse her — but in vain; I strove to 
bend, some putt of ber frnnie: but every mreniber, 
was Htiff, i]nd seemingly inunimole, us though it 
never would rise ngnm. The person, il was told 
me, hud been remarkable for piuiy, a nunjber of 
years'. — wliom I chanced lo sec the fullowing day; I 
and I BsUed, iVhether she was sensible, at the 
time, of any thing that passed. She replied in 
the negative. And added, Thqt she knew nothing 
— even that she had spoken, or where she had 
been — during the whole space. 

I returned to tlarrisburg, and Iool< my lenrc ot 
all kind friends. And we came in company with , 
Mr W. to Mechonickaburg; where I spoko lo 
an assembly, very earnest lo hear, at the Mclho- i 
dial chnpel. The next dny we reached Carlisle', 
where I spnhe again in the evening, at a chapel | 
of United Brethren—or a sort of Moravians. 
Thsse Dutch people, I tenderly love; who appear 
to be very humble, and happy in the Lord. With 
tliein, I felt that I could live and die; did not 
every part of creation abound with perishing souls, i 
"For their sake," I aaid, "/ icilt not rcsl, till judg- 
iiwnf, be senlfortli unto viclo^'y!" ' 

The third day, of Our journey, we reached | 
Shippenshurg; which was forty miles, from Har- 
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flbarg. There, they allowed,* mc (though uriwil- 
ngly,) a night for repose. The succeeding 
ay, which was the Sabbath, I spoke in the 
lortufig; and the deacon marched off, "Because 
e would not hear, a woman preach." I am 
Iways inclined to think of such men, "That they 
ave got women at home, who have not done much 
onor to their sex? In the afternoon, Mr W, prcach- 
J in the German tongue. And in the evenin.q, f 
ccu4>ied' the desk again: — when we saw "a cloud, 
k* a man's hand," beginning to appear. The 
ouse was thronged, with some,of every description. 
►, may they all meet again, — one day in Heaven! 

Monday morning, we were constrained to part 
ith our good friend, — and father, Mr. W. He 
lUst return home; while I felt my whole soul 
ound for the city of Washington. I could see 
jy way, thus far, but I could sea no farther: and 

believed, that somewhat special would befaii mc 
lere. He made such arrangements as he 
lought necessary, towards our being helped on 
ur journey:— which the following letters, will 
5rve to demonstrate: — 

SnirPENSBURG, Jan. 30, 1832.

Hut it being very colli and snowy ucather, ihe 
journey was now, Iiio much for me. I could nol 
hold meeting et night; bLi was obliged to wait 
(ill the second: nltlimigb 1 atlcnded a prnycr- 
meeting; niid gave an e.ihnrtalion; «licn I \raa 
bo far overcame, as to be obliged lo come out. I 
believe, I wus then, "besides myself," — and it 
was— "unio God!" The love of Christ conalriiincd 
me. ^cxt night, at a M. house of U. Brethren, 
wo hod n large and solemn congregation. A 
number of gay ladies, came forward for prayers: 
whom I lei), near Ihe hour of midnight, in liumhle 
attitude at (lie Ihrnne of grnce. Al this place, 
they shewed us very preal Itjndnesa: es|ieciully 
Mr Marlcney, and fumily: (svherc we made it 
home.) 

After an hour w twoTor rest, (nl 4 o'clock A.M.) 
we look the stape and came, Iwenly-mileB to 
Frederick Cily :Whcre, from much exhaustion, 
I was obliged lo bo silent. But afier the day had 
parsed, I learned that I could have done none 
other; fur "They would nol allow a worran, lo 
speak in their churches." They opened ihc 
court-house, nevcrlhelcfs, and I held ono meet- 
ing there; where many licatd, wWft soVwwv ■eJ-- 
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tenlion: but 1 thought, Ihe con^re^Hlion towards | 
Ihe door, — changed a nuniljer of (iinea, bcTore my 
conclusion. Some wero giving, nnii others coming 
ingj'to Bopply their places; while it appeared, — ii 
sight was ull, that they could bear; and seeming- 
ly, nol Ihat, iiir a long timti. 

Somo Methodists came, and invited me to theif 
chapd; to which I engaged to go, in case they 
would get it open, ilut llieir preachers would 
not consent i oae of whom said postivelv, "A 
woman shall not preach there." Thft -other re- 
turned, "The woman; can pteach, belter than the 
one that does preach there!'' Many high-minded 
men, are aggravated to see a greater congrega- 
linn, to hear a woman, than they could guia 
Ihemselvea. Oh, I pity the people that must be 
priest-ridden, afier (his surl! Fine indulgence, 
I'or these afTectionnle pnslors! 

At this place, 1 received llie Note addressed, 
to a preacher of Dulfimote as follows:— 

FnEDEnicK, Feb. Glli. 
Dear Sir,— The bearer, ftliaa Nancy TowIh, 
and Mi^a O'Bryan, tarried with ua a few days 
only; their dedtinalion being Washington City. 
But Ihe roads, are at this limB, from this, almoBt 
impaaaable; and the stuge leaving this, in iba 
night; ihey have been induced, in coiisequenra 
thereof, to gn by Ihe way of Bahimore. They 
being entirely strange hi the city, I have taken 
the liberty to direct them, lo your notice, Miss 
Towle, has Iravelled extensively, dispensing iho 
word of life; and came to us well recommended. 
Her privilege here was hmited; the preaching- 
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»use8 being shut against her; she consequently 
Idressed but one audience, which was in the 
ourt-house. 

Should she desire it, and it not he contrary to 
lur views of the Gospel, I should be glad if you 
ould interest yourself in procuring her a place 
< preach in. I do not know as she will request 
; as she appears anxious to visit Washington 
ity. Her companion says, — Our's is the first 
ace, where she has been refused the preaching- 
mses, — and I am truly sorry it was so. The 
embers with whom I conversed, were willing, 
It the preachers were opposed. I hope it will 
it be so elsewhere. We are all well, through 
od's mercies; I hope you, and yours, are en- 
ying the same blessing.

Tlie wheeiing, 
heing extremely heavy, iind my finme much dc- 
bililut^d, by ihe liibours of the preceding day; I 
wna thercioie, obliged lo Inlte to (lie bed, oa 
lenching Georgetown: — and [ did not get out, to 
hold meeting, until the ensuing^ Friday evening, I 
then RpoUe at the cliapei of P. Methodists, to n 
large concouriier and believed that there were 
maoy in the congregation, possessed of a Hpiril 
truly gieal,aiid noble. On the Subbalh, I likewise 
Bp<)ke twice, to very solemn auditories: and the 
ensuing Tuesday evening from words, "-Thtir foBi 
tliatl alidi III due lime.'" On which occnsion, I was 
led to warn tliem, or'',judgmenlB impending!" And i 
it wa9 to myaclfa time of peculiar benelit. Some i 
name around llie altar fur prayers: and 1 hoped . 
for a plentiful harvest. IViih Dr. Dorsey, their j 
preacher, I was much pleased. 

Here a letter was brought ma from my sister 
S. Odell. Which I received with much gratitude 
to God, tlinl I WEB privileged to hear from home, 
flfier so long a time; and to learn that all wero 
weil: Bad moEl of all, that God was ivltli thcin, 
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to heal their souls, and make them whole. The 
letter, I here take the liberty to insert, which read 
as follows: —

I shall expect a letter from 
you, as soon as you receive this.

Glory, is due to Him, for what 
lie hath wrought, bore among us:— which 1 will 
name, particularly, in my next. O, my ever dear 
lister, I I rust my husband, James, Rebekah-Ann, 
and George, have all taken a stand, for Jesus, — 
to be on His side! And why need we care, 
if we arc reproached and forsaken? If Christ 
is our^s, all is our*s. I do therefore, come what 
will, rejoice in my lot; and while God is with me, 
I account it a happy one.

The day following, the preacher called and

Being unable to bold niectiiig the fDllniving 
day, (which was the Sabbath) 1 went to a Melh- 
odist-tlass where 51ra Elice Smith was leader; 
who liqd travelled some years, as a preacher of 
the Gospel. She was a native of Connecticut; 
but whom before, 1 had never the privilege of 
seeing; Although, I hod been much in her 
track; and alwaya found her praise, in all Iht 
churckei. As ii preacher, 1 believe she had been 
more universally admired, than any other female 
of America, in like manner devoted. But since 
her confinement by marriage, ~sh& had not [hat 
religioua enjoyment, which she formerly had 
known.

Haw 
differently, do I find myself exercised among a 
people, where all, (male and female) are at liber- ' 
ly to obey (be Lord; from what I generally am, |

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^here (hey are fettered by forms and ceremonies! 
In the people here, I was not at all disappointed; 
for I had calculated on finding them, precisely the 
reverse, of what they had been represented to me. 
It Was not a large, but a very wealthy, humble, 
and happy society; whose praise was not of nren, 
but of Gud. I felt my whole soul cemented with 
theirs! and with them, I could have staid: — and 
there with them, been buried! 

One of the preachers,* invited us to Ports- 
mouth; to. which place, we were pleased to go: — 
and were very agreeably entertained, at his hoAJse. 
By his influence^ the Masonic* hall was opened to 
me; but the Methodists, refused him their chapel, 
thoucrh Mr Smith, had full access there. I had 
discernment enough,wherefore, — tc know the rea- 
son, of my being rejected, "ijf tve let these men 
aione^^ was once the cry, *Uhe world will go ^ajler 
ihemfU 

At the Masonic-hall, I spoke three times; I be- 
lieve, to the mutual edification and comfort of the 
saints, and to the awakening of some, stout-heait- 
ed sinners. Much praise is due to the Masons of 
that Lodge, for their kindness; especially Capt. 
II. to whose family, I was afterwards introduced, 
— and met^with no common, benevolence, I have 
been sometimes taught, in the journey of my life; 
not to look for Christianity, among those called 
christians; but among such, as are notj disgraced 
by that title! For many desire a name to live, when 
they are dead ; and say ,"Z.ci us eat our own bread and 
wear our awn apparel P^ Such we consider, not only

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OS having disgraced the "clirislian-nnme;" liu[ 
Ihnl the name (which Ihey have Brrugnted lo ihom- 
Belves) hqs in a high degree, disgraced ihem! 

We visited Mr. T.— ,*a prcather of the sect 
aforenamed; who shewed liimself, a father, and 
a friend, indeed. He had large posseasiuna, ind 
many servants around him; but as he expressed 
lu me, "The greaiest trouble he had ever seen, 
ivas concerning slave-holding: and thnt he hud 
been willing lofimanci]inlu Ilia own; with money 
upon their bacha, to be free from aiich an embar- 
rassment." Whereas, (after as.^igniiig his rea- 
sons for defering it) added he, '*! resolved lo 
cond4ict myself towards them, as the childrea of 
my own fumily;— by providing a comfortable habi- 
tation, — food and raiment; uiid calling them to- 
gether, once a day, to bear Ihe Bible rend, and 
for prayers: and thus, "I felt myself approved 
of Gud; and a conscience towards them, void of 
offence." They, therefore, loved iind honoured 
him, as their muster, and as their father. And they 
will, undoubtedly, be fliund as his "praise, nud 
his glory," when he must, deliver vp the atcKard- 
skip, and be no loiigcf sleieayd. 

I found residing near Noif'ollf, one of my "Id 
ncquainlance, Dr. A. Buzzell, Ihe son of ihe 
venerable John BuT^zell, of Por^onsficld' (Me.) 
With hira and his worthy companion, I was re- 
joiced lo meet; having bccu formerly acquainted

On Mnnday, 1 
found it hnril !o allend to my business. The iiiiel- 
ligencc 1 should receive from home, seemed to 
engross nil my lllouglils. Oil Tuesday irorning — 
Ob! I realized uf a Iruili, billernces and aorrotv, 
before unfell by me! Tl>e dreiidful Idler was 
lianded mo— of which, I here present a transcript: 

Hampton, May 7lb, 1832. 

iJcar Sislef JVaiicy — We liave been waiting, 
wilh anxiuus ex|)eciaUoos to hear froin you, until 
yesterdiiyi when we look from ,lhe office youi 
letter, bearing date April 23d: And were surpris- 
ed to find, you had not received my last,'' of 
April 5lh, concerning our dear Brother Pliilip!— 
lie is no more! 

He died in Charleston, S. C. March 20lh, 
wanting one day, of three weeks, from the lime 
he left his duelling. Death has again been per- 
milled to como very ne^r, and takn one of our 
number, in a sudden manner; although not alto- 
gether unexpected! I was there, when he. left 
lor Boston hospital; and I was aenaiUle, as I saw 
him take the stage, that it was for the last time! 
Although, 1 little Ihought hut ihal some of the 
family, would see him there: — however, it has 
pleased an All-wise God, to order it otherwise.

letter, altlioii^h (ml for. eniild never be ob- 
Tliose letters, poAl-paiil at that ^ls>w, ttx« 
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Afler he became unaiile to attend to his business) 
he conliiicd himseir lo the house three weeks, 
previously to hiB leaving. He waa senaible ofhis 
situation— aaid he wished t'l get well; nnd was 
ansioua, to see the physiciuns in Boston. [Is. 
thought it would be n sRt is fact ion, lo hnow ifthere 
was nny help for him; although he was wasted to 
R niere skt-'lelon: — yol he wished him lo he grati- 
fied, and we accordingly prcpnrcd bis thingsj 
Ho made a very short sioy in Boston; ns the phy* " 
eicians gave him very little encouragement, ex- 
cepting a sea voyiige. Fur whii:h he immediate- 
ly Etnrted — firsl to Providence; and ffom thence, — 
"To sail for Georgia." He wrote lo bia wile in 
Boston, but mailed it in Providence. Before we 

received his Iclter, Simon went lo B , to sen 

him; but he had kft;— anrf there was no prospect 
of finding — if he iiurgiied him. 

So we heard nnijiing more of him, unii) April 
3d, when we received a letter from Dr. J. IVai;- 
ner, of Clinrleslon, S. C; bearing the dreatljul 
)KHi» of liU dealk! He arrived Iherc, March 
ITlh ill ihe schooner Spy; hut wits r^o feeble that 
he f oukl lint goon shore, with the rest of Ihfl 
passengers: so he remained in the vessel, at th»i 
wharf, nnlil llie 18th. Dr. W — , biirng tnlbrmerf 
of him, "That he was a medicnl gontleman, &c." 
hastened immediately, to ofTor him the civili- 
lies of the profession; nnd proposed, that he 
shuuld be taken to Mr Estill's board ing-honse, 
where ilia fellow-pnssengeta were. To which he 
asscnled; nnd he accordingly, brought his car- 
riage and look htm (here. But though, only a 
eJjoii distance^ it so fatigiicil anA e\hauslcd him, 
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that he could not be cairied to the chamber: — 
He, therefore, was accommodated with a tempo- 
rary bed upon a sofa, in Mr. £ — 's parlour. 
Where he remained, until his last; — which was 
Tuesday, 10th insl. 7 p'clock, P. M. 

IVe have the satisfaction to think, he had good 
attendance after he was taken from the vessel: 
but what his sufferings were before, we cannot 
tell. In that especially, we see the hand of God; 
that his life wa». spared to reach the shore: and 
to meet with very many respectable citizens, who 
were ready to administer to his every want; and 
sympatliize deeply in the loss. Dr. W — , writes, 
(as if a goodly man) that he did by him, as he 
coniridered it his duly to do — by all, who could 
bear it: — Told him of his approaching end; and 
asked, if he should write to his wife. He only 
answered, by saying, '*[ know I am ill; but will 
write mysel/J to-morrow:" — and that, was but five 
or six-hours before he died. 

He was attended to the grave, by a numerous 
assemblage of respectable citizen: and buried in 
a decent manner, in /rrinity-Church-yard, Hasell 
street. We entertained an idea that you would 
^go there; and see the spot, and learn the particu- 
lars from Dr. W. We have nothing from his 
mouth, except those few words: so we must leave 
him with the Lord. We can't but indulge the 
hope, thut he has landed safe on ImmanueFs Plain. 
— Where I hope we shall be prepared to meet 
him, wilh our dear Father, goae before — and 
part again no more, 

Yours, affectionately,

By listening lo llie sungestions of the adi'ersnry, 
in one parliciilsr poinl; I was lud, aUn, n slep

Ami Baid I, ''li'it be possililej that my- prnyers, 
for so ninny years, nnd those at the uhnle house, 
in behairormy brother, have fullMi to the gFouml; 
there is no God exisltng: — and Ii^ticli a case, ull 
luy toils iind Bufferings, even of the best, of my 
days, bnve been, together fiuidcss.'" 1 came, 
therefore, lo a complete decision, that if he was 
lost— ull wos-gonol — My faith was totally vnin, 
and there whb nothing more remaining, that I 
could do. Bui, admitting that there wns an 
invisible, and Buperinlending Power, in wliuin 
aUitiB, \taa—salvatioii tkroughfailh: in ns mueh t 
believed, that I hnd been a partaker Iheioof. — 
And in case, my prayers had ever been accepted 
of Him, fur my own soul,— or any incTividuul of 
Adam's race, 1 must nlso believe, they hnd beeiii 
in behalf of my brother. Hence it seemed, Ihut, 
with him, "! must either stand, or fall" And I 
was nosv called to a new exercise of my faith — 
even lo ti usl, in my own, /onner beliifofhU aaha- 
lion: (as I had believed God, that fie would 
siivehiin.' — and said, "Lord, by any means," so 
now it appeared, 1 was forbidden (o dimbt:] And 
in no other way, did it seem possible, that I could 
ever rise again. . ,

Although elill, I very Bensibly felt the dieadful ' 

shock; yet, the bitter cop contained, a mixturo 
of sweetness, that before, I never realized. — i 

The conception, of soon joining Aim, to rningle 
raptures, where the infinite periods of an eternal 
day, ate. rolling along; was joyful, beyond expres- 
.sion. I saw iiei;esGary to employ myself in writing; 
lirst, lo my mother's fumity; which 1 did, as ' 
fellows:* 

Baltimore, Ulay 17, 1852. 
Dear Molher, Brothers, and Sisters, -~Y our 
affliction, must hove been, very great! I would, 
thnt I had beeii wiih yoo, when the dreodfui 
tidings came, o[ Ihe dcollt of our dear Brolhtr! — ' 
The stroke to me, was heait-rending! — Mucli I 

more so, if possible, must it have been to you — j 

who had him always near you. I gave venl, to 
the aj;ony of my heart in such a manner, as quila 1 
overcame nie. Strangers only, could sympathize j 
with me! I was at ihe house of ihe Lutheran 
minister — Mr W. who strove to comfoit me, aA I 

much as possible. OIi'l I'liilip, Philip! U ho

Lord; and we should acquiesce and eay,"tkey tail 
be done!" However, bin goinn nway, and d^in;; 
amuiig Etmngeis, where no fiiend could help, or 
comfort liim, — renders the circuiiislance peculiar- 
ly distressing (o me. Oh, lh« Lord Iihb wise-ends, 
in all these Ihings: — though, clotuli and do7-htea> 
are noiB around about Him! I still feel llial il is 
vrell teilh liim. O, he has met with our dear, de- 
ceased paienl, firal, in Heaven — far, beyond all 
pain and woe! Could he see us now, would he 
not smiling say, " Weep no/ /or me!" He has only 
left us, — Rs tlirough a dark entry to pass — to shi- 
ninga Itcalms on high. Ycry soon do I hope to see 
out beloved Father, and hrolher Philip, sealed 
logetlior, upon the dear Redeemer's Throne. 
shall we all meet, as one household, in a world of 
uninterrupted felicity — and pari again, no morel 
O, how sweet the thought of dying, to me.' I 
would go, and see our dear brother F. at last, 
linppy in the Lord! and henr him sing a sung, 
that never luned his harp — or viol.^here below! 
Yea, Ihot Angels never knew, ''of redeeming 
grace, and dying lovo!" 

Will ihey not, soon hail, some other member of 
our family, in Heaven? A great breach, is no' 
made in our numbor; and who will be the next, t 
go? For those, which have already gone, have 
we not long been praying — as if it were foreknown 
— they first must pass, cold Jordan's stream.' 
O, melbinks dear P. will claim the privilege of 
singing the loudest in Heaven; as a briuid, eo 
amazingly pliicied from lite burning! Perhaps it 
vFasRi the lime, I had such an impression. of hitn, 
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US I gpoliB In you iif, — that he casl himself, at Je- 
ans' feat. Has not his lifu been far biller, Ehan 
ninny, wha ualic a bud profeHsion of saiiclity? 
He wronged none; (<if which I ever knew) he 
was kind and afleclionale to ol!; — and owed no 
one any evil. He slrove to deal jwtbj, love mer- 
cy, — und I judge, llrnt ho Kallied as /lumW;/,— bs 
did any of us, — from whnt I saw of him. He 
spoke lhin»9, it is (rue, on thu subject of re- 
ligion, which we concaived wrong: but that he 
dcnfi, merely, for talk's suke. Hnw much "OW 
JValure" will try to hide good iiaprtssions^ if it 
may he donfj without injury to any tiuel Will our 
Heavenly Father, llirow nway all (he prayers, 
wo have put upi in his bchttlf, these many years? 
No. !f I ndmitied that-, melhinks 1 uould have 
but liltle faith, in ever praying ogain for any mor- 
tal lo be saved! 

When I left home, I ffared that t^car P. might 
soon go; therefore I determined to employ all my 
powers in hij behalf: which I did, until 1 had the 
ussuiance, as I thought, that God was his frlund. 
Sialer Sally, appointed the 30th of March, to fa^t 
and pray for bimi and insisted, that I would not 
forget it. Dear soul, he was then, t liust, well 
acquaii^d in Heaven, whh all her hopes and 
feaia, for him! 1 did not pray for him, howver, 
at that lime: hut said, "1 have laboured so earn- 
estly for him heretofore, my work now EOcras in 
\>a ended." I was then settled into a sweet peace, 
rnapecling him. But since that [ confess, my de- 
lires have been much to Heaven, about P. 1 waa 
loping ihat he would recover his health, and 
areack lite Gospel, to poor sinuc\a, ftviV i^\ &»■«.

The day fuUowing, I wrote lo Dr. Wagner of 
Charleston, wilh olheis of my rricnda. Aod then,

3nt mo." I made n senond nitemjit also, tn give 
lein naming iit another plnuti of worslii]>: but it 
lappened,— thflt T walked bo fiir in the inlengc 
.ent, BH to quite exhaust myself belbiehnnd: for 
'iiich, I was raunli pained, on ibe aecount of per- 
illing souls. But I was never drawn to adilresa 
lem afterwards; aud seemed lo hnve no message 
> them: althojgh I wis much imjiortuned soto do, 
specially on Iheir faal-day; ihe fouilh iif July. I 
ras very fearful iif doing wrong; aa 1 ki\BW, 'Js.^ 
estroying Angel on his way,lo VnwjV'ivi^^':.^*''^ 
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their gtiivea.— Bui stilt, it appeornd; 1 hnd no au' 
thnrily from God to say more, — ihan whal, I had 
ulready said. 

I WQB much drawn In Cliailtiston'. nnd my 
frieada fouiid il hard lo dUaaiide nie, from urging 
my passage on. I wished <a gn, nut only la bavii 
my own inicd disencumbered^ but also to relieve 
Iho anxiety, of my frieridB at iiame. Aly heart 
seemed tu be there. And il was evident to me, 1 
ahould not be fiec; (ill I hnd been lo that place, 
Some ufinji bretliren insislcd, that it was very 
imprudent for me to gi>, at Ihol season of tlie vcbt: 
and added,. "We dn not wish you, to he buried in 
the Band." Nevntholess, I was persuaded, ihal 
God ivas able (o keep me; and f went to the Ship- 
Agent In. he^pcali my passrige: — £ut he, advising 
oIbo, thai I shnuld not go; was what in n great 
measure, disheartened me, from the undertaking. 

Hnwever, I waa s'.ill drawn away: — 1 considered 
it my duty lo soimd the ahirm, lo ntlier cities also. 
1 thought ranch of IVashmgton and Georgetown. 
Said one to me, .from the lutler place, "I think 
the pe^lilence will nut come nniong ua.", I re- 
turned, "I am sure il will— nnd that it will prore 
Ihe dGslruciion ofjmanyl" These hind •friends, 
whereas, I regretted much lo leave, whose bouse 
affijriied me every convenience of life: and whe 
had exerted themselves, ns it seemed, in every 
poaaible wiiy, lo add lo my enjoymeHt; — Bui I 
could nnl slay. Souls (o mn ebcwhere were dear, 
— and I WAS willing, slill, In sufl'er hardships and 
privations, for their aukea. My writings were in 
a good way ni this lime,— but 1 was not yet pre-' 
- ^Hrerf(oj)uMliemlDthe press-. e.\i.\\oa?,t» aoma kind- 
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ly oflered to aii] me, in having i[ done in iheir cily, 
July 2d,— I left the cheerful abode, of gond 
brother and slater Rusk; and without any friend 
or compHnion, (except Him, llial has promised, 
"/ teill never leave or fortake Ihee) 1 took Iho 
Bleam-bottt for Norfolk.* I reached, thn ensuing 
morning: and took llie ferry-boat, and crossed di- 
rect lo Portsmouth, where I called on the fan^ of 
Capt. Holmes, f was receivtd nf lhf?m, TOUr- 
teously; and of many others likewise, in th9 
place. I wished to leava a solenm warning with 
(he people, and ashed for a mcpling. But brother 

B , could not attend lo it, on ihe account of 

sickness in his family: and must others of the laalt 
A-ind,' were noxiously pre|iaring to celebrate the 
following day, (fourth of July,)after the usual sort. 
Wherefore, the Methodists of Ihe place, had a 
prayer meeting nest door; which the family de- 
sired, I would allend; and there use my freedom. 
I went accordingly;— bnt not expecting to receive 
much benefit, unless it were, in the discharp'e of 
tay own duty;— I soon saw, however, that their de- 
sign was, lo prevent that, by giving me no oppor- 
tunity. The prayor-lentler, il seemed, had so 
much more influence, than ilie man of [Iip house; 
that he thought it'Ais, lo eay, who ahoulJ spe.ik, 
and who Should not. So, with Lhe sense I had of 
the worth of souls; and of the storm that wps 
hursting upon their heads: Iheir mistaken zeal 
ivas too exlravaganl, for me to endure; and I left 
* rn arliHIiwi lo Iho clmrge of fite dollars fiftj' rents. 
lo Daltimort, new Beccu tiullars anil luiue, to get luul- 
cd witlj my baggage Bgahi. 
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Ihe house. Oh! Ibcse men-oppnintcd leaders,— 
how deepiceble tlicy ollento me, do appear* I 
■oppose the resKoii of Iheir conducl, was, Ilmi 
been among the Christians, whom Ihey reckoned 
Vi'lariaiia; and (!iey were fearrul, thai some of 
liieir Bociety, frcr/i fair nppenrnnces,— would gel 
warped th;il wny. How hard for people, ihat 
havj^ii beam in Ikeir oim eye, lo see clear, to pult 
<f nffif, out of a brolher's! Full of ''ail avUlely 
and all machicj,''^ ortentiinea are lliey, whealbey 
Ihink, Uiey are doing God aeii'iee! 

Nest day, I saw, the crowd assembling aboiil 
me, to make merry — with many iiajnful cinotiuns. 
I sought slill, measures of addressing ihem; eith- 
er al that place, or in Nnrfulk; but they were uu- 
preparcd to hear. So agreeably to God's manner 
of dealing with sinners, 1 was bidden lo tun) 
away. One day more, they seemed to cry— for 
Bporiing, and i'or pleasure! and shortly arter, 
their poor souls appeared, (as we have reason (a 
fear of many,) where endless ngetfjof pain and boi- 
row roil! 1 believe that God sends his servants, 
•omelimes tf) warn the wielicd, when it ia known 
ofMim beforehand, that Ihey will nnl hear it: in 
order, that it may be a vtilntss for limsetf againtt 
[hfm,m Ihe great, and decisive day. If souls, would 
ever escnpe the u'ralh to come, it must hi in Gad's 
own time, and in His own way! Sinners lako 
warning! Gorfis iiol mocked-' 

1 discharged my duly to individuals, as far as I 
was able; in declaring to llicm "a storm at band." 
and so I resigned them to God; as Ihere I viewed, 
no obiding place for mc. To the family of Capt. 
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,• I owe an unspeakalile oblignlion, for 

tiifolil t'livors, received nl their hand. Tlio 
ster whom I serve, and fur wliosc salt?, Ihcy 
nistered unto me— has declared, " Theij skall nol 
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ii-d." 



Next morning, f took the sleam packet, and (at 
■ee dolliifs expense) came to Richmond* To the 
ice, I had been many limes invited, but all now 
re strange: — However, one good man eome, 
i took me to his home— where, during a stay of 
u weeks, I was Irenlcd with much altenlioii. It 
ppered that the P. Methodists, had just commen- 
1 a protraclcd meeting in the city; which (hey 
sired me to attend, and spenk whnl I pleased. 
leld forth on tli« second evening, at their Chapel, 
m worda, Eze. ii, 6, 7,— "Go ye ajier Aim 
wigft the ci/y ond sinife; W nol your eye spai-e 
llicr have ye pHy: Slay ntlerty, old andijovng, 
k maids and liitle chttdren, and women: but eoiae 
near any man upon whom is the mark: and begin 
my tanduary." The power of the Lord was 
:seni, both to wound, and to heal: and lotid criea 
re heard ihrough.the houae.

P. M. I spoke al llie Capilol, wliere I viewed 
especiallj, "all-Heavens'^^ engaged, for mnners' 
good. I warned iheiii of Gud'a vi^ilalion alao 
among lliem in wrBtli; und urged the necessity of 
their prepuring, speedily, for aday oftrnuble — that 
lh«y tniglit not be taken by surprise.

After having ngrend willi tlit: cnplnin for a pas- 
EBge,-at the extravagant cliargH of fifteen dolliirs, I 
iii^^ed, Ihut Buitaable provision loight he madi-i 
for my accommodation, Stc— But now, in cooiiiig 
on hiiiird to take possession, I fouod that (by reason 
of their inuch Iiurry) vciy little, or no Bltrnlion, 
had heen ginid to my requests. I uttered no 
comptaiiit, wherefore; choosing generally, lo lierir 
all ihin^i from unrcgenerate men, rather than be 
heard to murmur: in hope of being able to win 
Ihem thcrebv, to the kriowledge ofihe truth. And 
especially when it is too late, lo have the mailer 
mended; I llien consider it the wiscal pari, to make 
the best of it. 

On looking around mo still farthci:, I Hiund ac- 
cording to the condition of things; if I reached 
ihu ^oTl of dealiimeion with my life, it would he 
usniucli aa I could expect lo do. The crew, ap- 
peared clever wherefore; but the host that 1 moat 
I'enred, were those very offensive inaecla: geniirally 
numerous in iKe warm Heason, particularly in old 
filthy -vessels. Thase I saw, swarming about me, 
even at nncin-day;— und through a dtcud of wliat I 
might undergo, 1 set myself to making clean- 
Night, at length, came on; and with much 
loathing I betook myself to the hirth intended 
forme: but Oh! I might aa wt^Ui^wc a\e\i\w'^'w^»- 
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hillock nP nuts! I tlierefore, sprend an umbrella, 
lo sliield mo from llie dew, nnd pnssed Iho night — 
chiefly wiihoiil sleep, ii|.on ihe deck.— Which I 
waa (haiikrul fur nncclhal 1 liud slreogth to bear; 
nnd 1 cried lo Ihe Lord with my might to give qs, 
n speedy pnssnge on. Nest day, seeing Ihat my 
BtlempiB would he vain — to live, nnd slay below; 
I contrived In havn a teut reared of a epnre-snil, 
upon the deck: viewing the hazard from ihe night 
air, — far Itisa, than on the opposite hand. 

So, in my ill Etale of health, for six nights suc- 
cessively, I was exposed tn llie unwholesome night 
dew, nnd the cold breeze, from the wind and waves 
dflshiug at my side. But IhroUfrh Heaven's guar- 
dian care, I was enabled (ii endure; and employ 
my pen, for the grealer pari of the distance: Wiiilo 
Ihe Captain, placing himself in a similar situation, 
but for one night; (as I aHerwacds lenrned,) took a 
violent cold, and through Ihe day fiillowiiig, waa 
obliged to have recourse lo medicine. I Buffered 
Home ly waier-sichness; liiii Ihat would have been 
in a small degree, had our conveniences been 
such, as I had nnlicipaled. f tonk the liberty, — ■ 
un-asked, and as fnr as I could discover, — uo-op- 
posed; of praying with them several timeti My 
Sjiirit is always much moved, for poor, oii'cast Bai- 
lors! — and many an interesting meeting I have held 
upon the wide Ocean; whde surrounded by none but 
foreigners. #«##«• 

Consequently, at Iho going Jown of the sun- 
on the sixth day of the voyage,— we came into 
port. — Thus my hardships had ended on one 
hand, — while scenes of bitUi-nem and son-otn, 
Here opening on llio olher: amid which, "no pow- 
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sr," less limn lliat — Eternal, could extend lo mn 
support. Mr. Eslill met me at the whnrf, and 
conducted mo lo his house.-— and even into the 
vnry parlour — where my dear Brother, drow bis 
latest brealk. AAer n)akin<; n lew eniiiiirles, — I 
jiiund myself unprepared lo iicar llic painful intel- 
ligence, [ hnd come So fiir, tu f>aia: — My nuturol 
Gtrength fuiled me, and I was obliged to rt'tire. 

Not long, dnd frail exhuusted noliire, sunk into 
tiie arms of silent slumber: and ivaa aroused, ouly 
wilb another opetiinp day. In the morninj; early, 
I proposed visiting the melani;lioly shades, — where 
lay "one," willi whom my whole soul, in former 
years was knit. "Biil oh!" cried I, "■How 
can I endure (he sight!" "Is it possiltle — or ia 
it all a dream,— that my dear brother P — , ia in 
this land, and numbered with Lbe dead?" In com- 
pDny with Mr. and Mrs. E — , I apptoached with 
mournful sleps, ihn ground; — which, alna! many 
had trod in ailenl anguish, before me. They 
drew towards the back of iho enclosure— and, 
overitpread with the circling branches of a wild- 
mulberry tree — puinled me to the groaa-giown 
clods, -Where," anid they, "lies ynur Brother!"

And notwilhstanding, it would be at far 
preater trouble nnd expense, to have my -printing 
dune here; I snw lit, if possible, lo persist in Ihut 
measure. The work, 1 expected would dear its 
own way, (cisowbcrc, Iha! it might go;) and (hat 
was the most, which I was looking for: — I desired 
alat, that it miglit he rendered a blessing to some 
one, even of' this place, — and my repulalion ulli- 
Minlely, be left unimpeached. 

t therefore, made opplicalion lo a number of 
printers; but as my terms did not happen to ac- 
rord with their own purposes^wilbout efiecl. 
However, on parsing a certain avenue soon afier, 
indifferently, — I espied a printer's sign, and went 
in; — where Ihey saw ill to accept my conditions, 
nnd nndeitnlte my work. This I looked lipon as 
Providential; and hence, hoped for a successful, 
and happy result. 

Having spent siv days, at the house of Mr 
'Eslili, (which place was shrouded with muub 
gInnmincBS, on the account of nhal had trtmB- 
pired (here;) I lience, saw it highly expedienlt 
that I should seek some other lodging- place : — in 
order to have my mind, more cenlre'd on the 
one Great Object of my trust; and lo be able to ac- 
complish the end, 1 had in coiilemplntion.

Chahlkston, Oct. 12[ii, 1632. Here with Mr. 
BI — , and his hooaehold, 1 have enjoyed muchcon- 
Hclrilion, More llian two monllis have elapsed, 
Hincc my coming hither; which has been duiible 
the liino, that I espoclecl to remain in ihe uily. 
But on Ihe accour.t of the printer's delay, I hnve 
been obliged, ihut long, to be liere. I have been 
aalisiied, that I cnme lo this country, under the 
guidance nf God'» blessed »piril; nnd that in niher 
imjinrlanl movements, likewise,! have beon ProV' 
ideiili'illy directed. I havo here, secluded myself 
prineipally from Booiely; and attended wholly to my 
own concerns. That, I liave been oble lo do, fur 
the most part; though at the first, for a number of 
weelcR, with litlle activity or delight. The stole 
of extreme debility to which I Was red>iced, by 
miilliplied hardships; prevented my reclining, at all 
F'>r writing. Therefore, insleadof ihe 6es/, — I have 
aimed lliua far, lor success, — in the easitst way. 

For the space of three weeks, from the lime of 
my leaving Richmond, I scarcely gained a ntglit's 
refreshing sleep. liut instead of my usual, quiet 
repose, frail nature, — ovei borne by struggle and 
fit'.igue, sunk, rather, into languid insensibility, and 
forget fulnosi. However, ill, 1 had been aocom- 
modnted at sea; I s'lBered ihr less, than for tnoia 
than two weeks, after reaching the a\io'cc. '^wt* 
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Ihc lerritily vcxniious winged insccta, (peculiat 
In thi9 land,) it secnicd would deprive ine, oi 
thn very last vein, of my life! BcEJdea llie al- 
most ovcrpowering-heal of the climale; and tnaaf 
oppreasive cures — wilh lirnvy, wasting sighs bi ' 
l<;nrs; nnd llie loss uf oppeiiie, for loud, &c.: ' 
caiiBGi] ihe lagging lelieeU of mortal life, well nigh' 
to cense their molion. To ascend, two flight of- 
elaiis, Ihrice a day, uaa almost as much, ne I 
had then ihe power to accomplish. I'he Tempter 
sometimes Euggesled, "Yoit are now, without 
health, friendM, and credit,, in a land of strangers; 
and snnn the sweeping pestilence, will be making 
its rnvnges this way: and tlien^ in such a 
hclplesa sta'e, to whom will yi

But aCter some weeUs, [ began by little and lit- 
tle, to amendj insomuch tliril my labour became 
pleaRsnt; and my heart wus often lifted, to prnise 
Ihe Lord. Before leaving Baltimore, f had strict- 
ly enquired, IVIielher it was duty to jouiney 
^rsl to the North, or to speed my course this 
way. But I did not feel, the least drawing home- 
ward, oE circumstances llien stood; whereas, no 
sooner I hud gained ibis shore, than my spirit was 
much elevated at the idea, of viailiiig again my 
native land. Theiefore, as I have pursued my 
work thus fur, the prospccl still, of seeing my 
bereaved kindred and friends, very shortly; has 
kept alive my fondest hopes. Although, I have 
desired to wait patiently the Lord's time; yet 
iatv I been lookinar foTwarA. ia earnegt exm ' 
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lion, of the day of my rdenae. Since liaving 

received [ha diElrpssing intelligence of , 

I liuvB (ravelled nearly — or perhaps more, than 
twelve hundred miles. And wiltiin ihe year now 
pasi, from four to five tliousand: with Ihe voyage 
□gain before me, of many hundred more. But 
that all appears pleasant, thank the Lord! And 
mora especially, the prospect before me — Of 
launching soon, the boundless Deep, " Where eiul- 
less age» ro/i.'" 

A certain lady of distinction, snid to me not 
long since, "I wonder why it I^> that preachers, 
are so oden compla'mingV Knowing, what I 
know, — inslead of wondering, IVIi^ lliey are so 
often ill — with common sense, end a moment's 
consideration, 1 think she would most wonder, 
"How some of them could be alive!" I nm veri- 
ly B mii-acle la myself, from day to day. But far 
greater things than these, do I expect to. see: — 
JInd lite vtorld slialt martel still, thai I i-un not iniVA 
Ifiem, into Ihe same ti-ctss of rial; speaking evil of 
the.things,--(ijj reason of ihe darkness that is in 
tkem,— llicy cannot comprehend. 

During (he space, that 1 have (ravelled, to and 
fio, in Ihe earth; I have been in labours more 
abundant. Besides my travels, in much painful- 
ness, cold, hunger, thirst and nakedness: 1 have 
sometimes spoken, from six to eight times a week 
for months in succssion: and seldom less than one 
hour, sometimes (wo hours upon (iie sireleh. With 
niuch exhortation and prayer, for individuals; not 
unfreqiientty till midnight, and in some instances, 
till the dawn of morning. I have also, kept a diary 
in which 1 have sometimes written, W^q ^ox\!\.an«i 
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fur overy day: whli hundreds of leltera, 
course of n your. Moreover, I have been from 
lirst lo Inst, Uie orderor of my own npparel:* I 
only the making, but in a ^reat measure, I 
cleunin^r ihereof.

It is fiir the most part, 1 see with miich painfol- 
iiess, thai those /eina/cs who ore Ihe companions of 
minliUra, pnasess hut a Very amall deurce of vital 
piety. — And thla,*is wh^t to me speuka volumi>9 — 
respecting the instruction, that is infused into their 
bosoms, nearest home.

musi have betrayed bis |iurposea, (iftiuch he had 
formed) had not ihe hand of God been with— la 
comfort him! 

I know not, how I have ever hesilaled respecting 
the correctness of that view, I had of his slate, 
some months prior lo his decease, — even Ihat, 
felloJEsliip was then, icUh the Father, and vrilh 0it 
Son. Out his evi-.lencc might not be so cleftrO 
himself; and being backward lo disclose anj" of JS 
own exercises,— also to trust his own treacherottf 
heart: -^heni'e, be was brought to a more sevfrt' 
forfeiture, Ihul the >'nme of Ihe Lord mighl be 
glorified, and other souls instrucled, — and save^ 
— thereby. I had often considered hia state, (as 1 
many times before have suggested,) and question- 
ed, What Ihe end of hia mortal race, would be! 
Having been so highly favoured, his life long- 
much religious instruction; both from the prece^ 
end example of those eminently pious; — bM 
moving ia such a Hphere, in regard to lempofl 
coaceraa, as laughl him many a Itsson, of Ihe pi4 
— vioaa nature of all enrtlily lWn\g,s'.— Wilh a 
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gospel warninf;9, and iDvItalions, (both mental anci 
verbal, as we_ had reason to think,) with multiplied 
erica and tears, — poured out for hjin; f therefore 
scarcely saw, how Jehovah could bnjusl,and grant 
him the Kingdom of glory; but by his submitting 
to some very great sacrifice; Thai, he conse- 
quently did — and more he could not do! Tha 
history of his life, could it be presented us, must 
be somewhat very extraordinary. What coiild be 
his sensations upon the wide ocean,— and the pate 
messenger — Death — staring him in ihe face?
